The California Air Resources Board's 
(CARB) proposal to further reduce 
street-motorcycle emissions is potential- 
ly problematic and possibly unfeasible, 
AMA legislative affairs specialist Eric 
Lundquist testified to the board on June 
30. CARB has proposed revisions to cur- 
rent state standards that would require 
manufacturers to reduce street-motorcy- 
cle-tailpipe emissions by approximately 
90 percent. CARB officials have said that 
they intend to pass the new regulation 
by October 1998 and plan to implement 
the new standards by 2003. The AMA 
and the California Motorcycle Dealers 
Association expressed grave concerns 
over the feasibility of implementing 
such a drastic tightening of in state 
emission standards. "We have every 
reason to be concerned with CARB’s lat- 
est efforts to regulate motorcycle emis- 
sions," Lundquist said. "The last time 
CARB moved to tighten motorcycle 
emission standards, their regulations 
severely limited the availability of off- 
road motorcycles in the state. In 1996 
there were almost 100 different models 
of off-road motorcycles available in the 
California. Today, there are seven. We 
have to wonder whether their efforts in 
developing stricter on-road standards 
will result in a similar decline of avail- 
able street models within the state. Fur- 
thermore, there is no indication that the 
manufacturers could even meet those 
proposed standards, or that, even if they 
could, the reductions could be achieved 


'99 KTM two-strokes 


he 1998 KTM two-strokes 
Т were quite revolutionary in 

that they utilized linkageless 
rear suspension and WP's new PDS 
(position-damping system) shock. 
The system was good, but for '99, 
KTM has redesigned the internals 
of the shock to provide better and 
smoother action, and the shocks 
now use a progressive spring. New 
Brembo rear-brake calipers will be 
used for enhanced feel and power, 
while a new front fender, fender 
brace, number plate and headlight 
will be used to enhance the styling. 











As for the motor changes, KTM was out to get snappier power and used new, two- 
petal reed-block assemblies. The 250cc cylinder and head have been redesigned and a 
lighter crank was used to further enhance the power. The 380cc cylinder now uses a 
decompression hole for improved starting and idling. All of the two-strokes should 
shift better under load due to a redesigned shift fork, and the 250, 300 and 380 received 
hydraulic clutches similar to those used in the;125 and 200 in ‘98. 





without driving the price of a new 
motorcycle out of the reach of the aver- 
age buyer. Finally, motorcycles account 
for less than two percent of California’s 
motor vehicles, and their contribution to 
the state’s air-quality problems is almost 
imperceptible. Given these facts, it is 
difficult to understand how CARB has 
arrived at their proposed standards or, 
perhaps even more importantly, why 
they are pursuing this course of action 
at all.” At the close of the meeting, 
CARB officials did indicate that they 
would consider a compromise standard 
below the proposed 90-percent-reduc- 
tion level. Further meetings are sched- 
uled for later this summer.

A very different kind of motorcycle 
from what one normally expects is cur- 
rently under development in Britain - 
initially to be built for the British Army, 
but with a civilian version also a possi- 
bility. It’s a sophisticated but sturdy sin- 
gle-cylinder diesel, which is being 
developed in the Army’s home base of 
Aldershot, using a chassis designed by 
legendary frame guru Eric Cheney to 
house an engine being developed with 
input from the renowned high-tech 
think-tank, the Cranleigh Institute. 
Originally, the engine featured an 
Enfield bottom end onto which a special- 
ly designed diesel top half was grafted, 
but the obsolescent Indian crankcase 
design has now been ditched in favor of a 
more modern Kawasaki KLX650 bottom 
half. The Kawasaki diesel hybrid is now 
understood to be undergoing endurance 
testing, with the aim that it will eventual- 
ly supplant the current range of 350cc 
Rotax-powered gasoline-fueled bikes - 
supplied by Harley-Davidson - which 
form the backbone of the British Army’s 
two-wheeled motorpool. As such, how- 
ever, they are almost the only petrol- 
engined vehicles used by an army the 
bulk of whose equipment - from tanks to 
trucks, earthmovers to Land Rovers - is 





Voxan delayed again 

Production of the new French mar- 
que Voxan’s range of V-twins 
launched at the Paris Show last 
September has been delayed again - 
this time until the end of the year. 
But this is for R&D reasons, not 
financial ones, according to 
Voxan’s founder and chairman, 
Jacques Gardette. 

Speaking at a press conference 
in Paris on June 4, he stated: “Our 
principal objective is to market 
bikes which are reliable, and so 
we've opted to delay the start of 
Voxan production to ensure that. 
This is certainly a costly decision in 
the short term for our company, because we now have 37 
employees whose wages must be paid, without any corre- 
sponding income. But Voxan's financial situation is secure, and 
we have the support of all our shareholders in taking this step." 

The holdup has its origins in the long-term test program 
which Voxan R&D staff have undertaken on the three proto- 
type models launched at Paris last autumn, each powered by 
the same fuel-injected 72-degree V-twin eight-valve motor 
designed by French performance-car specialists Sodemo. 

Intensive road testing has brought to light problems with 
the Sodemo-developed EFI, and it has now been replaced by a 
Magneti Marelli package based on the engine-management sys- 
tems it supplies to Ducati, Laverda and Moto Guzzi. In addi- 
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tion, the DOHC valve train has been redesigned in the interests 
of reliability. 

The major holdup, however, was caused by the need to 
develop and cast new crankcases, to overcome oil-scavenging 
and filtration problems which only surfaced in long-term road 
mileage and not from the previous dyno runs and ensuing tear 
downs. 

Once the new bottom-end design has been completed, the 
revamped engine will undergo the same high-mileage testing 
to ensure the problems have been overcome, says Voxan tech- 
nical chief (and former 500cc GP chassis constructor) Alain 
Chevallier. Production is now slated to begin in November. 

"Still, that will be just on three years since our company was 
founded," he points out, ^which is still a pretty remarkable feat 
compared with other manufacturer$' start-up time spans. And 
it's important to underline that the sole reason for the delay is 
the importance we place on making the Voxan engine reliable 
for customer use - without in any way affecting performance." 

The revised timetable now calls for each of Voxan's 62 Frenc 
dealers to have at least one of the final production versions of the 
Sacha Lakic-styled Roadster in their showrooms before the end 
of the year, with deliveries of this model beginning in January 
1999, followed soon after by the Cafe Racer.

New Triumph already in museum 

The bike that Kickstarted Triumph's return to 
international road racing success during the 
John Bloor era has been acquired by Britain's 
National Motorcycle Museum in Birmingham, 
where it's now on permanent display: the Saxon 
Triumph. The fruit of a collaboration between 
Taylormade Racing, Saxon chassis constructor 
Nigel Hill and the R&D department of the Tri- 
umph factory (which donated the three-cylinder 
engines and advised on development), the 
Saxon triple was based on a first-generation 
883cc Triumph motor, eventually bored out to 
980cc - in which guise it delivered over 150 bhp 
at the gearbox. 

Installed in a beautifully built Saxon alloy 
space frame that is generally accepted to have 
provided the inspiration for the T595 Daytona's 
similar chassis, the Saxon Triumph was, howev- 
er, fitted with Hill's trademark SaxTrak front- 
end design, which is also featured on current 
BMW Boxers and the K1200RS; in which form it 
finished third at Monza in its 1994 debut race, 
ridden by yours truly. Later that year, we scored 
Triumph's first international race victory in 21 
years at Austria's switchback Zeltweg circuit, 
then in 1995 placed third at Daytona in the 


opening round of that season's BEARS World 
Series. 

Better was still to come, with victory over the 
exotic Britten in the Monza round of the World 
Series, placing fourth in the title chase at the 
end of the season. After that, the Saxon Triumph 
became the Taylormade Triumph and moved to 
America, whére Scott Zampach rode it to com- 
petitive placings in the Formula USA series 
before suffering a terrible accident on the bike 
when he tangled with another rider at Loudon, 
New Hampshire, in October 1996, when the Tri- 
umph caught fire and was badly damaged. But 
now a year-long rebuild by race mechanic Alis- 
tair Wager and the rest of the Taylormade team 
has brought the bike back to life in Saxon Tri- 
umph form, in which guise it's been acquired by 
National Motorcycle Museum founder Roy 
Richards, seen here accepting delivery of the 
motorcycle from Taylormade Racing’s Martin 
Taylor and the rest of the team.

Also clocking up the miles on prototypes of forthcoming 
new models are Triumph’s test riders, with the imminent 
launch at the Munich Show in September of the British 
marque's sports touring rival to the Honda VFR800, the 
 T695, as well as a completely revamped, more tarmac- 
oriented Tiger 900, which - powered by a detuned ver- 
sion of the fuel-injected T509 Speed Triple motor - will 
provide a potent alternative as a two-wheeled Range 
Rover to the new Cagiva 900 Gran Canyon moto totale. 

Also expected is a revised version of the four-cylinder 
1200 Trophy tourer, to be fitted with Sagem fuel injection 
based on the system featured in the T595 Daytona and 
T509 triples. 

But it's the T695 on which most attention will be 
focused, representing as it does Triumph's long-awaited 
step into a potentially lucrative market sector for the 
British firm. Already, tantalizing details are forthcoming 
about the new model, which employs a revised version 
of the T595 Daytona's 955cc second-generation three- 
cylinder engine, still fitted with Sagem fuel injection but 
detuned and remapped to deliver around 110 bhp at the 
crankshaft rather than the Daytona's 130 bhp, with the 
benefit of a wider spread of power and improved torque 
of around 72 ft.-Ib. 

For the first time ever on a Triumph, the T695 will use 
a GP-style twin-spar aluminum chassis that is cheaper to 
manufacture in volume than the Daytona's more labor- 
intensive tubular alloy frame, and while the first proto- 
types that have been spotted in action have sported a 
T595-type single-sided swingarm, word is that this may 
be replaced by a conventional twin-sided design in pro- 
duction, again on grounds of cost. 

Showa suspension will most likely be used, but with 
the probability that this will be electronically controlled 
for a "semi-active" ride, varying the rebound and com- 
pression damping according to road speed and pave- 
ment conditions. 


The new Triumph sport-tourer's bodywork has been 
wind-tunnel-developed to optimize both aerodynamics 
and rider protection, and has a distinctive "face" as on 
the Trophy and Daytona. Rumored top speed for a two- 
seater bike understood to scale 450 pounds dry is over 
150 mph, and at a projected price of 8500 pounds (about 
$13,800) in Britain, the new Triumph T695 will be very 
competitively pitched at its Honda VFR800 rival, which 
costs 8650 pounds in the UK. 

Also being tested is the rolling chassis of the T806 Fal- 
con, Triumph's projected entry into the 600cc Supersport 
class, which is due to be launched for the 2000 model 
year. However, while the DOHC 16-valve engine of 
Britain's fuel-injected four-cylinder continues develop- 
ment, where it's understood to be making 115 bhp at the 
crank, Triumph has fitted 
the Falcon's chassis with a 
Kawasaki ZX6R motor for 
on-the-road testing. 

Also targeted for a 2000 
launch, but not yet spotted 
in the metal being tested on 
the road, is the bike that is 
arguably the most eagerly 
awaited product to come 
from John Bloor's born- 
again Triumph company - 
an all-new 750cc Bonneville 
twin, much-rumored ever 
since Bloor acquired the Tri- 
umph marque back in 1984. 

The new Bonneville is set 
to echo its air-cooled 
pushrod predecessor's clas- 
sic looks, but with a modern 
engine package to accompa- 
ny the retro styling. 

Like the old air-cooled

bike, the new liquid-cooled Triumph Bonneville will be а 
360-degree parallel twin with both pistons rising and 
falling together - but that's where the resemblance ends. 
Like its three- and four-cylinder counterparts in Tri- 
umph's current range, the new 750cc twin will have dual 
overhead camshafts, four valves per cylinder and a gear- 
driven balance shaft to smooth out vibration, with 90 
bhp the targeted power output for the six-speed engine. 

It’s understood that Sagem fuel injection will be fitted, 
but with twin injectors per cylinder to take account of the 
larger bore area of a twin, rather than the single injectors 
of the T595 Daytona triple, and that the engine is styled 
to resemble its classic predecessor, with heavy finning on 
the near-vertical cylinder block, polished alloy side cov- 
ers and swept-back exhausts. 



























Triumph is planning a whole family of twins based 
on this engine design, but indications are that the first 
model will definitely be called the Bonneville, and will 
be an unfaired retro sportbike - not a cruiser - with a tra- 
ditional-looking twin-loop tubular steel chassis (but with 
monoshock rear end), wire wheels and styling full of 
period references, in the same way as the three-cylinder 
Thunderbird recalls Triumph's yesteryear with detail 
touches. 

Though it's expected to sell well in its native home- 
land, the new twin is especially aimed at the U.S. market, 
where the Bonneville name exerts powerful nostalgic 
appeal, and Triumph believes many potential customers 
are waiting for a born-again Bonnie twin, rather than 
buying one of the company's current three-cylinder 
range.

Aprilia gets new engine plant 
The change in Bimota's ownership 
means that neither Aprilia nor Moto 


Guzzi - both of which were known to 
have been in negotiations with Bimota 
owners SCM to acquire the company - 
will end up controlling the Rimini-based 
chassis specialist, but in the case of 
Aprilia, it's already one step ahead - and 
a stone's throw away. 

Just 20 miles from the Bimota factory, 
in the hilltop republic of San Marino 
(which is already the home of the Cagi- 
va-owned CRC design studio), Aprilia is 
putting the finishing touches to a new 
engine plant, the creation of which 
marks a new direction for the Italian 
market leaders. 

Hitherto, Aprilia boss Ivano Beggio 
has built his company's growth on just- 
in-time delivery of components manu- 
factured by outside suppliers to April- 
ia's design or specification, with the 
result that very little of the content of 
any Aprilia product is manufactured in- 
house: Only final assembly takes place 
in the company's two factories in Noale, 
north of Venice. Until now, this has 
especially included engines, most of 


which were manufactured for Aprilia in 
Austria by Rotax, the Canadian Bom- 
bardier-owned engine specialist, and by 
Minarelli in Bologna. 

But starting in September, Aprilia 
will begin manufacturing its own 50cc 
scooter engines in its new 75,000-square- 
foot San Marino factory, where 40 work- 
ers have already been hired. By 2000 it is 
projected that the number will rise to 
200, at which point Beggio intends that 
40 percent of Aprilia's scooter engines 
will be built there - the rest by Minarelli, 
which presently supplies all of Aprilia's 
Yamaha-based scooter motors under 
license from Yamaha. 

There's the catch: Aprilia is now 
gearing up to export overseas, especial- 
ly to India and China - but the terms of 
the Yamaha engine license preclude 
that, covering only Europe, leading 
Aprilia to start making its own power- 
plants. However, alongside the new 
factory is the CRC-style R&D studio 
headed by former Bimota chief engi- 
neer Pierluigi Marconi, who joined 


Aprilia at the start of the year and who 
will play an important part in develop- 
ing new models for the fast-growing 
company, whose RSV1000 Superbike is 
at last about to start production (press 
launch is planned for the end of July in 
Spain).

Word from Italy is that TPG, the Amer- 
ican buyout specialists who currently 
own 51 percent of Ducati, are planning 
to bring the company to market via a 
New York Stock Exchange flotation 
later this year - probably in October, 
but in any case rather earlier than 
expected.

ccording to the homemade banners 

around the race track, “Red Bud 

loves Jeff Emig." On Sunday after- 
noon, Emig showed some love back. The 
defending 250cc AMA National MX 
Series Champion broke out of his year- 
long slump in a big way with a solid 1-1 
win in front of more than 21,312 sun- 
drenched fans. It was the struggling 
Kawasaki pilot's first race win of the 
1998 season, as well as his fifth Red Bud 
National-class win in seven years. 


"This place is definitely on the list as 
one of my all-time favorites," said the 
embattled Emig, who had not won an 
AMA race since late August of last year. 
"It feels really good to be back on the 
podium, let alone on top of it! I was 
really relaxed coming in and I was real- 
ly aggressive with the track - even 
attacking. the track, as they say. Since 
'91, Гуе won at least a moto here every 
year, and the overall five times, so I was 
really looking forward to coming here. 
My mechanic, Jeremy Albrecht, and I 
worked with everyone at Kawasaki last 
week to get this bike working the best 
for me, and as you could see, they did a 
great job.

come here because it's Fourth of July 
and all and I’m always amped about 
Red Bud." 

By winning Red Bud, Emig also 
ended the brief two-race winning streak 
of Yamaha YZ400-mounted Doug 
Henry, the current series points leader. 
However, Henry did manage to bolster 
his points lead slightly by adding six 
more points to his cushion over Suzuki's 
Greg Albertyn (243 to 209). Henry fin- 








ished 2-3 in the motos, edging out the 4- 
2 of Mickael Pichon, who continues to 
impress on his RM250. 

One of the more memorable 
moments for Henry may have been his 
last-lap collision with Albertyn in the 
first moto. Henry clipped the South 
African while attempting an aggressive 
outside pass, causing both riders to go 
down. Henry remounted first, spun a 
doughnut, and got out in front of Alber- 
tyn to complete the unorthodox pass. 

“1 felt really good all day but Red 
Bud has never really been one of my 
better tracks, so l'm pretty happy with 
second," summarized Henry of his day. 
"Jeff always does well here and he rode 
well, but I think it was a good day for 
me, too. I had a lot of fun out there." 

"| felt very fast and very strong 
today, especially in the second moto,” 
said Pichon, who also finished third 
overall at the previous round in Mary- 
land. “I was staying right with Emig the 
whole way, and I think that I will only 
get stronger as the year goes on. I would 
like to win again." (Pichon won the 
series' opening round in California back 
in May). 

Albertyn was fourth overall with a 3- 
5 score. Finishing a miraculous fifth 
overall was Team Honda's Ezra Lusk, 
who competed at Red Bud just 14 days 
after breaking his left arm. With a plate 
and six screws holding the limb togeth- 
er, Lusk actually took the holeshot and 
led the second moto briefly. 

"| just decided that in order to have 
any shot at the championship, 1 needed 
to be here today," said Lusk, who 
wrapped the fresh break with adhesive 
tape and Ace bandages. "I decided not 
to jump the big triple (affectionately 
referred to as LaRocco's Leap) because I 
don't think my arm could take that, but 
otherwise I was okay." 

True to his word, Lusk was forced to 
give up the lead in the second moto 
when he passed on attempting the mas- 
sive leap. 

Henry's short leap forward in the 
points was by no means enough for him 
or his team to start playing it safe, as if 
the ever-competitive veteran would 
ever consider such a premature strate- 
gy. For the record, Henry carries 243 
total points into the second half-of the 
series, followed by Albertyn's 209 and 
Pichon's 208. Hard-lucked Mike LaRoc- 
co, who turned in a trouble-plagued 10- 
6 on a day many thought might be his 
breakthrough race, is fourth with 196 
points. Lusk is next with 189, followed 
by Kevin Windham's 186 and Emig's 
169. 

The Gene Ritchie-designed Red Bud 
course was a fast mix of jumps, hills and 
off-cambered corners. A massive rain- 
storm on Friday night left the track 
under a sheet of mud, so much so that 
Saturday afternoon's practice and quali- 
fying sessions went off on a much- 
abbreviated course. However, when 
Sunday dawned warm and sunny, the 
track crews went to work and pushed 
the worst of the mud off to ensure а 
good track for racing. Deep berms lined 
the corners and the approaches were 
riddled with deep braking bumps. The 
usual assortment of crowd-pleasing 
jumps kept the Red Bud crowd enter- 
tained throughout.all four motos, 
though no one in the 125cc class even 
tried to clear the notorious 140-foot-long 
LaRocco's Leap triple jump.

When the first moto blasted from the 
gate into the deep, loamy first turn, 
Henry led the way aboard the big blue 
bomber, followed closely by Emig, 








Suzuki-mounted Larry Ward, Great 
Lakes Airlines-backed Heath Voss, Ball- 
zee /FMF/Husaberg-backed Jim Neese, 
Albertyn and Windham. Honda's Lusk 
was back in about 20th, though still bet- 
ter off than the unlucky LaRocco, who 
got caught up in a second-turn pile-up 
and started dead last. 

Henry made a few frantic attempts at 
passing Emig on the first lap and briefly 
succeeded, only to have Emig strike 
right back on lap two in the sweeping 
corner that follows the Dunlop Doubles. 
Emig dived to the inside of the Yamaha 
in the air and pushed the Yamaha out, 
effecting his first pass for the lead of any 
race in the 1998 AMA National MX 
Series. 

“Т felt like I needed to ride hard and 
fast from the start, and that meant stay- 
ing out front,” said Emig of his aggres- 
sive early pace. "I wanted to ride my 
own race, even if that meant showing 
everyone else my lines early on. I can't 
afford to be patient anymore." 

5o off Emig went with the lead for 
the first time since the opening moto of 
the outdoor series back in San Bernardi- 
no, California, cutting 2:44 lap times and 
looking like he used to. Henry hung 
tough in second, followed by Ward, 
Windham, Albertyn and Pichon. Next 
came a group of privateers led by Voss 
and rising Canadian star Jean-Sebastien 
Roy; then came Lusk and then LaRocco, 
who had already suffered his second 
bad break of the day when he ran into a 
rider he was passing and snapped his 
shift lever off, leaving him to finish the 
rest of the moto stuck in third gear. 

Over the course of the next few laps, 
Emig seemed to be easing away from 
Henry until a bizarre double mishap 
nearly changed everything but ended 
up meaning nothing. Emig stalled his 
Kawasaki in a deep berm and had a 
hard time restarting his motorcycle, 
which opened the door wide for Henry 
to retake the lead. But when Henry 
dived inside to make the pass, he in turn 
"fell over and stalled his bike. Emig's 
bike refired, and he took off before 
Henry could do likewise. And once he 
did, the gap between the two remained 
almost exactly the same. 

“I was just sitting there and my bike 
wouldn't start for five or six kicks," 
recalled Emig of the momentary pause 
in his race for the win. "Then Doug 
comes in under me and just falls over. I 
think he was looking at me and lost his 
concentration or something." 

"That was hilarious!" said the 
always-smiling Henry. "I was like, 
"There he is! I got him,' and then I fell 
over on my own. He gets going and it's 
like nothing happened at all. If you 
were on the other side of the track, you 
never would have known it hap- 
pened." 

By this time Ward was going back- 
ward while his teammate Albertyn was 
moving up. They switched the third and 
fourth positions, leaving Albertyn to 
chase after the leaders, while Ward con- 
‘tinued his slow fade to sixth. Albertyn's 
‘pace carried right up to Henry's back 
‘bumper, and with 10 minutes to go, he 
finally made a pass. Henry battled right 
back, and the two began engaging in a 
duel that would allow Emig to get away 
with the race win and would end with 
both of them on the ground. 

"Doug tried to make a pretty aggres- 
sive pass on me on the outside, in a 
place where there really wasn't room,” 
explained Albertyn later. “I wasn't 
expecting it all. He hit me in the shoul- 
der so hard I could feel it pop out and 
we both went down." 

“I tried to get by him in a few places 
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and that was really my last good chance, 
so I had to take it,” explained Henry. 

At any rate, Henry got up off the 
ground first and managed to cross the 
finish line with a runner-up finish - his 
sixth straight moto on the podium dat- 
ing back to the second moto of the High 
Point Nationals. Albertyn rolled over 
the line in third, followed by a late- 
charging Pichon and a somewhat out-of- 
sync Windham. Ward was sixth, fol- 
lowed by the cautious Lusk, KTM 
250-mounted Lance Smail, Roy and 
LaRocco.

To the'surprise of almost everyone in 
the park, the fearless Lusk rocketed into 
the lead to start the second 250cc moto, 
broken arm and all. Emig and Pichon 
tucked in close, followed by Ward, 
Henry and LaRocco. For half a lap, Lusk 
held the lead on the number-three 
Honda before he arrived at LaRocco's 
Leap. At that point, he rolled up on the 
left to double and allowed Emig to go 
overhead when he did the triple. 

By the end of the lap, Emig was in 
control again on the number-one 
Kawasaki; then came Lusk, Pichon, 
Ward, Henry, LaRocco, Windham, a 
poor-starting Albertyn, Neese and Voss. 
Lusk made a few stabs at retaking the 
lead from Emig, but in doing so he 
junked the fast, bumped approach to the

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second corner on lap three and bounced 


to the outside, allowing Pichon to move 
into second. 

"| was riding as hard as I could, and | 
started feeling like I belonged up there," 
Lusk explained. "Then I hit that bump 
and the pain in my arm reminded me 
that I was not ready to go that fast, so I 
backed it down some. I felt like | had the 
corner speed and all, but I could not risk 
a bad landing or a big crash or anything. 
I just backed off and let the leaders go. 
l've already got enough bumps and 
bruises right now. I knew I would be a 
little bit off the pace, but I wasn't as far 
off as I thought I would be." 

As Lusk slowed down slightly, 


Henry passed Ward and began to apply 


pressure. However, it took the points 


leader almost 20 minutes to get around 
the Honda, leaving Emig and Pichon to 
sneak away. By the time Henry was 
clear of Lusk, the two leaders were more 
than 10 $econds clear and the race was 
almost over. 

Up front, Emig rode a smart, confi- 
dent race, never cracking under the 
slight pressure and fast pace from 
Pichon. Even though his mechanic, 
Tony Berlutti, urged Pichon to be more 
aggressive, with signals like “Show him 
a wheel" and "Make him crack," the 
Suzuki rider never made contact. 

“Не was definitely riding fast out 
there but I was just riding my own 
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race," said Emig of the attacking French- 


man. “I felt really strong all weekend, 
even during practice, and I just felt like I 
was going to win today. I guess it all 
finally worked out." 

Emig had to go an extra lap before 
the day was over. Due to the lap times 
being right around the 2:45 mark all day . 
long, Emig came past the scorers at 
exactly 29 minutes and 59 seconds, so 
close to the referee that he started to 
raise the two-lap board as Emig flew 
overhead on the tabletop. The added lap 
did little to affect the outcome of the 
race. Pichon remained second, while 
Henry held third in the moto for second 
overall at the finish. Lusk was a noble 
fourth, while the poor-starting Albertyn 
came across fifth. 

“That little run-in with Henry in the 
first moto hurt my shoulder enough to 
bother me in the second race," said the 
ever-optimistic Albertyn, "but I think a 
bad start was my biggest problem. In 
both motos, I just didn't get a good 
enough start to lead. Otherwise, I think 1 
would have been able to win here. But 
I'll be fine. I'm going to train hard these 
next two weeks and I still believe that 
I’m going to take this championship - it 
has my name on it!" 

LaRocco finished sixth after his third 
measure of bad luck - his chest protec- 
tor broke and he had to take it off while 
riding up a hill - slowed him again. 





Windham was a disappointing seventh, 
while an equally off-kilter Ward was 
eighth. Then it was nearly two full min- 
utes before a swarm of privateers bat- 
tled across the line, led by the Canadian 
Roy, Xtreme-backed Jeff Dement, 
Tecate/Kawasaki of Mexico's Phil 
Lawrence and Team Green's Cliff 
Palmer.

BUCHANAN, MI, JULY 5 | 
or the fourth time this year, Team 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit / Kawasaki's 
Ricky Carmichael smoked his com- 
petition in both 125cc National motos to 
take the overall win. This time it was at 
the 25th running of the Red Bud Nation- 
al Motocross. After pulling two strong 


' starts, Carmichael had little passing to 


do, but he did it quickly, showing the 
21,300 fans in attendance why he carries 
the number-one plate. 

"My Kawasaki 125 ran great all day 
and I feel great," Carmichael said of his 
win. "I'm just training hard and I’m in 
better shape this year than I was last 
year, and hopefully it will all pay off." 

Finishing second to Carmichael in 
both motos was Team Yamaha's John 
Dowd. Coming into Red Bud, Dowd 
had a one-point advantage over

Carmichael, but he will head into 
Unadilla in two weeks five points back 
in second place. 

~ “I felt good out there, actually; he just 
beat me today, that's all," commented 
Dowd regarding his second-place finish- 


es. "He just inched away a little each 
lap, but I was trying my best." 

Honda of Troy/Sinisalo/ Dunlop- 
backed Mike Brown kept the momen- 
tum rolling from his second overall at 
Budds Creek two weeks ago and took 
third overall with a 3-3. After holding 
second for the majority of the first moto, 
Brown slid out and went down with a 
little over a lap remaining. Brown quick- 
ly remounted and finished third after 
Dowd moved by. 

“I got good starts and I didn't get 
tired," Brown said about his strong out- 
ings. "I had a few little problems, but I 
felt good. I hope I can keep doing it." 

Carmichael's SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki teammate Casey Johnson 
crossed the finish line in fourth in both 
motos for fourth overall. 

“It seems like I’m consistently 
fourth," said Johnson, who finished 
fourth at the two previous events at 
Budds Creek and Southwick. “We have 
two weeks off and I’m going to train my 
ass off so I can stand on the podium and 
spray some champagne at Unadilla.” 

Rounding out the top five was 
FMF/Honda-mounted Jason McCormick. 
The Washington state native was up front 
for most of the day, finishing with a 5-10 
moto tally. 

"| ve been training with thermal 
underwear, so I can keep going in the 
heat," McCormick explained about his 
performance. "I made a few mistakes in 
the second moto, but it wasn't a bad 


day."

It was Johnson who grabbed the 
holeshot when the gate dropped in the 
first moto, followed by Carmichael, 
Brown, Dowd and Team Stiffie's Shaun 
Perolio. Honda of Troy's Stephane Ron- 
cada and Stiffie's Brian Deegan, along 
with several privateers, went down in a 
heap. 

Carmichael quickly moved by John- 
son, who bobbled on the second lap 
while trying to share a rut with Dowd, 
and set sail as Brown, Perolio and 
McCormick also took advantage of 
Johnson's slip-up. Chaparral Yamaha's 
Jimmy Button was in sixth and on a 
charge after having been the recipient of 
a mediocre start. 

Carmichael had а seven-second 
advantage over Brown at the 10-minute 
mark, while Dowd moved Бу 
McCormick for third. Johnson regained 
his form and was in fifth, gunning for 
McCormick, while Perolio and Button 
were dicing for sixth and seventh. 

For the next several laps, things were 
steady as Carmichael was doing his 
thing out front, with Brown holding 
down second. Dowd was reeling in 
Brown but had some ground to cover, 
and Johnson was comfortable in fourth. 

On the other end of the track, Primal

Antunez was getting checked out by the 
medics after his throttle apparently 
stuck on the face of a jump, sending him 
tumbling down the track. 

With the two-lap board out, 
Carmichael started having fun over 
some of the massive jumps, while Dowd 
chased after Brown, still within striking 
distance of second. As Brown rounded 
the Monza Wall, his bike slid out, vio- 
lently throwing him from his mount and 
tweaking the bars in the' process. Dowd 
easily passed the downed rider and pro- 
ceeded to finish second behind the 
incredible Kawasaki speedster, 
Carmichael. 

"That was a little bit of a gift from 
Mike there, but I'll take it," Dowd said 
about Brown's fall. "I had a tough time 








getting going there in the beginning and 
was catching him, but I don’t know if I 
would have got him if he didn’t fall.” 

“My back end just slid out and 1 
high-sided,” Brown explained about the 
crash. “I felt good. I’m not even tired. 
Maybe (I can win) next moto.” 

Brown remounted his ride in plenty 
of time to finish third, and Johnson 
came next in fourth. McCormick rode 
well to finish fifth, ahead of Button. 
FMF/Honda-backed Scott Sheak fin- 
ished seventh, with SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit’s Nathan Ramsey and Perolio 
rounding out the top 10. 

“That moto was nothing to me,” said 
Carmichael after the race, ready to do it 
again. “I just want to maintain my 





points lead from here on out. I know I 
can do it.”

the second-moto holeshot, with 
Carmichael, Brown and Dowd in tow. 
The four riders swapped positions 
throughout the first lap, but going into 
the second lap, it was Dowd, 
Carmichael, Skaggs and Brown out 
front. Button went down on the first lap 
and his carburetor dislodged from the 
‘airbox, taking him out of the race. 

“That was my best start ever out- 
doors,” Skaggs said of his holeshot and 
opening laps. “I was trying to stay with 
those guys and I’m happy with my 
speed.” | 

Carmichael made his move by Dowd 
following LaRocco's Leap and slowly 
pulled away throughout the next few 
laps. Brown settled into third, with 
McCormick in fourth. Skaggs was riding 
well with the front-runners as Johnson, 
Perolio, Honda of Troy's Casey Lytle 
and FMF's Sellards were all battling 
inside the top 10. 

Carmichael was on the gas up front 
and set his fastest lap of the day with a 
2:46 just past the halfway point. Dowd 
had pulled away from Brown, who had 











pressured the 32-year-old for some time 
until he lost his rear brakes for a while 
when a rock jammed the brake pedal. 

For the last few laps, the front-run- 
ners did little dicing. Carmichael began 
to click for the crowd while Dowd 
closed the gap, but it was Carmichael's 
day as he took his second win and the 
overall victory for the fourth time this 
year. Brown took third, followed by 
Johnson, Roncada and then Skaggs in 
sixth. 

“My bike handled perfect and the 
track was better this time out," 
Carmichael said of his decisive ride. 
^We have a weekend off next week and 
I’m going to take some time off and 
enjoy myself." 

"| was riding good but had no 
brakes," Brown explained of his third- 
place ride. "It's just these little things 
that hold me back." CN

s" n the eighth race of his first full 
500cc Grand Prix season, Simon 

S> Crafar did something he couldn't 
do in over 100 World Superbike races - 
he won. Not only did he win, he won by 
the largest margin this season, he ended 
Honda’s consecutive 500cc win streak at 
22, and he vanquished the four-time 
defending World Champion Mick 
Doohan on a cool and overcast day 
before 36,000 at Donington Park in the 
British East Midlands. 

"| didn't expect it to go the way it did 
today," the 29-year-old New Zealander 
said after beating Doohan by 11.530 sec- 
onds. "When I lined up on the grid, I 
was prepared to race 100 percent the 
whole race, and still can't really believe 
it happened how it did." 

"How it happened" was that his Red 
Bull Yamaha WCM team, which had 
given him a package that put him on the 
pole position, stayed consistent and 
gave him a winning machine for the 
race. The most crucial element in that 
package was probably the Dunlop tires. 
While the Michelin riders spun, Crafar 
motored away, giving the British tire 
brand their first win since Luca Cadalo- 
ra won in Brazil at the end of 1995. It 
was also Yamaha's first win since Loris 
Capirossi took the surprise win in the 
final race of the 1996 season at Eastern 
Creek in Australia. 

Doohan had moved into second 
place on the seventh of 30 laps and 
that's where he stayed. Thinking the 
temperature would rise, Doohan opted 
at the last minute for a harder-com- 
pound rear tire. It was the wrong choice 
and he knew it immediately. Whenever 
he tried to get on the gas, he'd spin, and 
there was nothing he could do but 
watch Crafar motor away while making 


WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP 
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sure his championship rivals stayed 
behind. 

"We gambled on race day when 
things looked a bit iffy and they came 
up trumps today, and Simon put in the 
other ingredient of riding the wheels off 
the thing," Doohan said, "so it's good 
that he got a Grand Prix win here and I 
also think it's good for their team. All in 
all, our result wasn't too bad. We need- 
ed some points and we got some more, 
and we're ahead of the guys that count 
in the championship at the moment." 

For the first time this year, Doohan 
heads the championship standings with 
135 points - seven more than Marlboro 
Kanemoto Honda's Max Biaggi, who 


‘finished sixth today after struggling 


with traction. Repsol Honda’s Alex 
Criville is third in the points after get- 
ting the better of a race-long duel with 
Honda Gresini's Alex Barros for fourth. 
Doohan's other consolation was that he 


now has more podium finishes than any 


rider in 500cc GP history. His second. 


place today gives him 89, one more than 
Giacomo Agostini. 

Third on the day went to Yamaha 
Team Rainey's Norick Abe. The Japan- 
ese rider led the first four laps before 
dropping back in what was mostly a 
very processional race. 

Suzuki's. Nobuatsu Aoki rode 
through the pain of various practice 
mishaps of the past few weeks to take a 
lonely seventh. Then came Crafar's 
teammate, Regis Laconi, well in front of 
Dee Cee Jeans Racing Team's Jurgen 
van der Goorbergh, the first of the 
lapped riders and the first of the V- 
twins. Team Millar Honda Britain's 
Scott Smart flew the British flag into 
10th. 

Deprived of another top 10-finish at 
the end was Team Roberts Kenny 
Roberts Jr. He pulled in with power- 











valve problems while in eighth with less 
than three laps to go. Earlier, FCC Tech- 
nical Sport’s Matt Wait crashed out 
while running 13th. He briefly re- 
mounted before retiring. 

“Every lap I bettered my time, and I 
was even faster than the qualifying 
one,” Wait said. “I was pushing really 
hard - maybe too much. In a corner, I 
lost control and crashed out." 

Repsol Honda's Sete Gibernau was 
another crasher, the Spaniard spilling 
while contesting sixth with less than 10 
laps to go. 

Aprilia's Loris Capirossi was handed 
the 250cc Grand Prix win when race 
leader (and teammate) Tetsuya Harada 
had an engine go sour while he wasin: 
the lead on the final lap. Up until then 
the race had been a struggle, the team- 
mates going at each other with Harada 
taking the lead back on the 24th of 27 
laps. Then he suddenly slowed, 
Capirossi was by, and Harada had to 
nurse the ailing bike to the finish. 

"That was a very difficult race with 
Tetsuya," Capirossi said after taking his 
second win of the year. "When hé 
passed me near the end, I still thought it 
was maybe possible to win because 1' 
was a little faster at the end of the lap. 
But I wasn't sure it was possible because 
Tetsuya was running at a very fast расе? 
Then he had a problem and it made it 
easy for me to win." м 

Though he and Harada were never 
more than a second or two apart, due to 
Harada’s engine problems, Capirossi 
was able to pull out 5.682 seconds at the 
finish. 

“On the last lap 1 felt something in. 
the engine,” Harada said. “I’m not sure 
exactly what, but it felt the same as at 
Assen, so I closed the throttle immedi 
ately. The engine was still running, but I 
felt if I carried on pushing hard it migh 
not finish the lap.” 

Taking the win allowed Capirossi to 
make up five points on Harada. After 
eight of 15 races, Harada leads 
Capirossi, 124-115. Benetton Honda’s 
Tohru Ukawa, fourth today with a rear 
tire which gave him no traction in the 
beginning of the race, is third with 86. 

The fight to watch was the one for 
third. That battle featured four riders 
going hard at it. In the end, Castrol 250 
Team’s Stefano Perugini earned his first 
podium with a third-place finish. 

“I’m very happy with the results,” he 
began. “It was work to stay with the 
leaders.” 

Perugini said he used a soft rear tire, 
which gave him an edge at the end. By 
then he’d studied the other three 
enough to know where to pass them on 
the final lap. 

In quick succession, he was followed 
across the line by Ukawa, FCC Technical 
Sport’s Haruchika Aoki, and Padgetts 
HRC Shop’s Jason Vincent. 

UGT3000's Kazuto Sakata extended 
his championship points lead with a

"I was trying 100 percent at least the 
first two-thirds of the race," Crafar said. 
"And even though I saw (from) my 
board (that) the plus was getting bigger, 


I couldn't believe it. All I could think 
was Mick (Doohan) was having trouble 
getting past somebody and then he 
would come back in a big hurry in the 
end, so I tried to make the gap as big as 
possible because I knew I had a bit of 
trouble at the end because of the tires - 
so I just kept going." 

Crafar said running out front by him- 
self was mentally strenuous. 

“1 was having a little bit of trouble 
concentrationwise," he said. "It was eas- 
ier for me to keep going 100 percent 
thinking I had to.

right off. It's easier to have someone 
pushing you than having a gap like 
that." 

Doohan's race was equally unevent- 
ful once he got around Abe.

ed Bull Yamaha WCM’s Simon Crafar ended Honda's 

string of 26 consecutive pole positions by taking his first 
| ever on a cool afternoon at Donington Park. The pole posi- 
tion at Donington Park was the first for Yamaha since Jean-Michel 
Bayle did the deed in the Czech GP in 1996. It was also the first 
pole position for Dunlop tires since Luca Cadalora put the British 
brand on pole at the European GP at Catalunya in 1995. Most 
importantly, it was the first pole for Crafar and the Red Bull 
Yamaha WCM team. What no one knew for sure was whether it 
was the first time a New Zealander riding a Dunlop-shod Yamaha 
had been on the pole. 

In the end, it didn't matter. Crafar did the time on à qualifying 
tire which the Michelin riders complain they don't have. What 
they do have, and what they use, is the softest-compound tire 
available, something Repsol Honda's Mick Doohan tried to fit at 
the end of the session. But Doohan had badly judged the time 
remaining, and there wasn't enough for his team to fit a softie at 
the end of the session - so he had to settle for second behind his 
fellow antípodean. 

"Right through practice, it didn't go as smooth as I would have 
liked," the 29-year-old Crafar said. "About the middle of the final 
qualifying session I got to where I was really happy with it and 
got my times down better, and then come right on in, put on a 
softer tire, and went out and went faster. І didn't think l'd gone 
fast enough until I came in." 

The pole was something of а surprise, but it shouldn't have 
been. Crafar has been steadily improving since the Italian GP at 
Mugello two months ago - he scored his first podium the previous 
week at Assen - and the Dunlop tires work best in the sort of cool 
weather that settled on the track today. As to why he was sudden- 
ly on pole, Crafar said: “I honestly don't know. I’ve just been 
working away at it and trying to improve step by step and, touch 
wood, stay on and then keep my confidence going, and so far it's 

` Working.” 

He added that he'd had good results on a superbike at Don- 
ington. 

| P The main thing is, again, exactly like Assen, I just want to get 
` à good clean start and get away," Crafar added. “I think it's going 
to come down to who puts the race together and, as per normal, as 
. good as possible - as consistent also. As per normal, it's going to 
depend on tire wear."

It was my own 
fault. I should have come in a lap earlier." 

He finished second, .045 of a second behind Crafar. What he 


felt was more important was that he was able to run lap after lap . 


at a quick clip. 

"We're running consistent 32s pretty UL all afternoon real- 
ly," Doohan said. “I’m pretty happy with that, but we've just got 
to wait and see what tomorrow brings." 

Donington Park, like Assen, is a track Doohan doesn't like. The 
Michelins don't work spectacularly well, and the bumps seem to 
cause traction problems. 

"People go well here who go well at Assen, and I hate both of 
them,” he said. “I’m always a little bit tentative. Tm not really 
flicking the thing anyplace. The only place I'm flicking it really is 
actually in the chicane. As 1 say, I don't like the white lines here; 
you can't touch them because they're not white lines, they're cor- 
rugated bricks. You hit them and your wheels spin or the front 
folds.” 

As for the race, Doohan knew it would be a struggle. 

“You can’t really break away from people - because of the fast- 
flowing turns people can just suck back on to you again,” he said. 
"I'm not expecting anything different tomorrow, really. I think it's 
going to be a race. J think (Norick) Abe has been showing that he's 
probably the most consistent guy out there, and then Simon (Cra- 
far). Max (Biaggi) is always a dark horse - vou never know what 
he's going to do. l'd say the guys you're looking at now are the 
guys who are going to be racing for the lead tomorrow."

He 
might have been faster had his number-one bike been in service 
the entire session.

Like Doohan, he simply ran out of 
time. 

Abe had been on the front row before, though with only one 
quick lap. 

"This time I make many, many laps," Abe said. “I like this 
track and I think good for Yamaha bike. Some people tell me 
Honda has big traction problem, but we don't have big traction 
problem. We have good traction, so also good for Yamaha." 

Repsol Honda's Alex Criville put in a flying last lap. It moved 
him up to fifth, dropping Team Roberts' Kenny Roberts Jr. back to 
sixth. Criville was balked by a slower rider late in the lap, other- 
wise he might have penetrated the top four. 

Roberts was next, just .011 of a secdnd behind in his best quali- 
fying effort ever on the Modenas KR3 - despite the fact that he was 
riding with broken bones in his left foot. Roberts was the lone 
rider on the KR3, his German teammate Ralf Waldmann sitting 
the race out with injuries sustained during practice for the previ- 
ous week's Dutch TT. Waldmann fractured the tip of the radius 
bone in his right arm on the day before the Dutch TT. 

Seventh fastest was Brazilian Alex Barros on the Team Honda 
Gresini NSR500 four-cylinder, but with a time slower than he'd 
gone on the Honda V-twin 500 last year. He was off on gearing 
and steering and it kept him well back. 

The lone Suzuki of Nobuatsu Aoki was the eighth fastest. The 
Japanese rider was not fully recovered from a heavy practice spill 
which bruised his lower back in the-previous week's race; then he 
nearly crashed again on Saturday. The rear wheel stepped out and 
he nearly high-sided, after which he came straight into the pits to 
rest. Afterward, he sought medical treatment.

“I felt like I was being held up a little 
bit by Norick (Abe), but when I got by I 
realized that I really couldn't go much 
quicker,” Doohan added. “Every time I 
tried to go a little bit quicker, it would 
go away - initially as soon as I'd get on 
the gas. It would actually just sit there, 
spinning on the slow turns. So the hard- 
er I'd try, the slower I actually went. So 
it was matter of, 'Okay.' Then I knew 
my race was with Abe, although try to 
keep the pressure on Simon. You never 
know - he could make a mistake - you 
never give up, but we were in a totally 
different race today." 

Once Abe slotted into third, he was 
there for the duration. Like Crafar, he 
was able to edge away until he was a 


. very secure third. By the halfway point 


he had 2.5 seconds on fourth place and 
he kept going until his cushion was 
around seven at the end of the race. 

" After the third lap I was, I don't 
know, second or third," Abe said. "I 
can't make good lap times because rear 
tire was easy to slide. So then Simon 
passed, Mick passed and I can't follow. 
So not so good feeling. Still, it's the 
podium this year second time, so I'm 
happy.” 

The race for fourth went to the wire, 
and it was the one worth watching. A 
pair of Alexes - Criville and Barros, both 
on Hondas - thought they deserved it. 
Barros held it for the first 16 laps, then 
Criville took it back, ceding it again on

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the penultimate lap. There were other 
times when Barros was able to get by 
latê in the race, but never at the Stripe. 
Criville's final attack came in the loop- 
ing left-hand Melbourne Hairpin, the 
next-to-the-last corner. It would stick, 
and he would take the spot and the 
extra points that go with it. 

"| did all I could and I gave all I 
had," Criville said. "The problem was 
my bad start. I lost a lot of time on the 
first lap and I had to make all that up. 
After that, I was lapping at the same 
pace as Abe but I was too far behind 
him for it to make any difference. I had 
some tough fights with Max Biaggi and 
Alex Barros. I had to close the door on 
Barros all the time to make sure that he 
didn't come back at me." 

Barros, like many of the Michelin 
men, had made the wrong choice. The 
rear tire wasn't up to the task and it was 
all he could do to stay with Criville. 
Once the Spaniard was by, he had no 
answer. 

Traction problems also slowed Biag- 
gi. The Marlboro Team Kanemoto 
Honda rider never got closer to the front 
than fifth, and attrition would help him 
land in sixth. The result dropped him to 
second in the World Championship. 

"| had to ride a defensive race," the 
Italian said. "We made the wrong tire 
choice, so I had grip problems and with- 
in three laps of the start I knew I 
couldn't run with the guys up front. Tire 
choice, like everything else in 500s, is a 
matter of experience and we don't have 
a lot of that at the moment. We went for 
what we thought would be the safest 
tire combination, but it didn't work out 
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like that. The bike was sliding, which 
isn't always a problem, but when it did 
slide, I had no control. Also, the suspen- 
sion wasn't working so well with a full 
fuel load." 

Like Biaggi, Suzuki's Nobuatsu Aoki 
rode by himself most of the race. Still 
suffering the ill effects of a practice inci- 


dent, Aoki found it hard to find his : 


rhythm. 

"The problem is, I can't use very 
much power through my legs, so I have 
to ride the bike using my arms and 
upper body only," Aoki said. "That is 
very, very tiring and I couldn't control 
the bike as well as I needed to. I was by 
myself for almost the whole race, so it 
was difficult to pace myself. I am very 
happy that the race is over, and consid- 
ering the circumstances, the position 15 
not so bad." | 

Red Bull Yamaha WCM's Laconi 
inherited eighth when Roberts Jr. went 
out with power-valve problems. 

"Three things happened," Roberts Jr. 
explained. "We're not really sure why. 
Maybe there was an air leak, but one of 
the cylinders was running on going into 
the corners. It did that in qualifying and 
the morning warmup and got worse 
during the race. The power valve broke. 
We knew that. On the first lap around 
Craner Curves it turned three millime- 
ters. I lost 11 or 12 K's (about 7 mph) on 
the two straights. I was beating myself 
up to stay with them. Then the power- 
valve bracket broke. I could not concen- 
trate on anything but trying not to fall 
down." 

"Unfortunately, I was still suffering 
with the front end," Laconi said after

taking eighth - 14 seconds behind Aoki. 
“We haven't really got it set up well all 
weekend, which made the race very dif- 
ficult. But apart from that, everything is 
good. If we can get it sorted out, I think 
I can be right up there." 

At some distance behind came the 
rest of the 15 finishers, all on Honda V- 
twins. Dee Cee Jeans Racing Team's van 
der Goorbergh was the first of them, fol- 
lowed by Smart, and Bernard.Garcia on 
the Tecmas Honda Elf.

Harada jumped to the front, followed 
by 125cc World Champion Valentino 
Rossi, but not for long. The Italian teenag- 
er high-sided his factory Aprilia on the 
third lap while running in second place. 

“I thought I had practiced the corner 
where I crashed enough, and thought I 
could get through very fast and maybe 
get to the front,” he said. “There is a 
bump on the way in, but I knew about 
it. The only difference was, I had harder 
tires on and perhaps that's the reason 
that I crashed so suddenly." 

That gave Harada some breathing 
room until he was shortly joined by 
Capirossi. 

“I had to work through in the early 
laps because, though I didn't get a bad 
start, it wasn't so good, and I finished 
the first lap in about sixth," Capirossi 
said. "I was pushing very hard to catch 
up when I saw Valentino fall, so I was 
more careful." 

The two made short work of the 
field, pulling away with ease. Capirossi 
took the lead on the seventh of 27 laps 
and held it until the 24th. Harada 
sneaked up the inside in MacLeans Cor- 
ner, a right-hander, and made it stick. 
He'd tried a lap earlier, only to be 
repassed on the exit by Capirossi. 

Now it was time to get away, which 
he tried to do immediately. Capirossi 


Briefly... 


The South African Grand Prix will return to the FIM calendar 
' next year, with the addition of a race at the beginning of the year 
at a new 2.87-mile multipurpose facility in Welkom in the Free 
State province's Goldfields region. Speaking at the British GP, 
where the announcement was made, Webster Mfebe, the Free 
State Minister of State, said that they had decided to pursue the 
Grand Prix "because of the economic and social benefits associ- 
ated with holding such an event. My view is that sport should 
bring about development where it is needed the most." Mfebe 
said that one of the challenges is the immense poverty and lack of 
opportunity "among black people. It is sport that is going to bring 
about change where it is needed the most, in the area of the gold 
fields of South Africa. We. as a government, have to ensure that 
we bring. about opportunity of development and better life." 
Bobby Hartslief, who is the CEO of Phakisa. the. corporation 
which is building the track and staging the event, said that what 
they've done is incorporate a Las Vegas-style banked tri-oval in 
the circuit, though none of the banking is used for motorcycles 
and the road course is not fully incorporated within the 1.5-mile 
tri-oval. The cost of the project, which includes various layouts as 
well as other sporting facilities, is about $16 million. The blacktop 
will be done at the end of September, but the first race will not be 
until March 27, 1999, and that will be a car race. Hartslief said 
that they had also had. discussions with the Indy Racing League 
and NASCAR. What he envisions for NASCAR is not bringing 
over the current Winston Cup drivers, but to create a sort of 
NASCAR South Africa, with a special interest in truck racing. 


The rash of injuries in the 500cc class continued in Britain; with 
Team MoviStar Honda Pons being the most snakebitten. John 
Kocinski decided not to come to England after suffering finger 
injuries during practice for the previous week's Dutch GP. From his 
home in Modesto, California, Kocinski called a Spanish journalist at 
Donington Park to say that he hadn't yet had a skin graft on his fin- 


ger. It would be done early the next week, he believed. He also said 
that he wasn't sure if he would be able to ride in the Suzuka 8 
Hours race on July 26. On Friday, Carlos Checa was forced out 
of the British GP when he crashed in Friday-morning's practice ses- 
sion, suffering internal injuries. The Spaniard was taken to Queen's 
Hospital, where his. spleen was removed. Checa took a turn for the 
worse on Sunday evening. He developed a blood clot on the spine 
with severe complications and there were fears of possible loss of 
sight and the possible loss of use of the left side of his body. His 
parents were being flown in by private plane on Sunday night. 


Juan Borja. the Spaniard riding in place of Kocinski, crashed 
about 15 minutes before the end of qualifying, breaking the middle 
finger of his left hand and dislocating his shoulder. That put him 
out of the race. Team owner Sito Pons unintentionally insulted his 
rider. "Juan did what we expected from him. Because he is a fear- 
less rider, he wanted to demonstrate his value. We are not disap- 
pointed, although we feel bad not having any bike on the track 
tomorrow." Checa's injuries. will keep him out of the July 19 Ger- 
man GP at the Sachsenring. Borja doesn't know if he'll be fit. 


Repsol Honda's Tadayuki Okada also missed the British GP, 
and will also miss the following German ОР: due to injuries sus- 
tained in a practice crash the previous week in Holland. The 
Japanese rider tore ligaments when he twisted his right ankle. 
Though he came to Donington, he quickly discovered he couldn't 
sit comfortably on the bike. He left for Japan on Friday afternoon 
to rest in advance of testing the Suzuka 8 Hours bike. “| crashed 
again at the last race, in Holland, and ! injured my foot," he said. 
“HRC are really counting on me to win the Suzuka 8 Hours 
endurance race. They are not willing to have me risk another 
crash at either this Grand Prix or the next one, in Germany. Also. 
this rest will give те the time | need to fix my physical condition in 
time for the 8 Hours гасе. 1 go back to Japan today. There, | will 
be doing everything | need to do to improve my condition.” 


Yamaha Team Rainey's Jean-Michel Bayle decided the Tues- 
day prior to the British Grand Prix to sit it out, according to team 


owner Wayne Rainey. Rainey also said that Bayle would sit out 
the German round and would be replaced by veteran Yamaha test 
rider Kyoji Nanba, the 35-year-old Japanese who started the sea- 
son for the Rainey team. “Jean-Michel is much, much better now 
and he wanted to ride at Germany, but | want him to do a two-day 
test to get confident on the bike before he races," said Rainey. 
"Nanba could be good in Germany on a track that no one knows. 
| won't be there because I'm going back to the States now to 
relax. I'm going to get back in my kart, and to try water-skiing for 
the first time, and then I'll be back for Imola.” 


Swiss rider Eskil Suter, newly recruited to the MuZ team, 
decided to skip the second qualifying session and nearly sat out 
the race after crashing in Friday's timed qualifying session. Suter 
chipped a bone in his left wrist and hoped that taking Saturday's 
session off would give him time for the injury to heal. He'd tried 
riding in the untimed morning session on Saturday, but was two 
seconds off the pace. "lt is not so much the pain that slows me 
down, but it is very difficult to reach and control the clutch lever 
with a hand that's swollen," he said. In the race, he had an 
exhaust-valve problem on the lower cylinder pair of the Muz 500, 
and spent a great deal of time in the pits having it repaired. He 
went back out for 10 laps before deciding that the pain in his left 
wrist was too great. 


Australian Garry McCoy finished 13th after crashing his Shell 
Advance Honda V-twin in а 120-mph corner and then remounting. 
"| pushed down hard with my knee to get the bike back up 
through Craner, but then |. was on the grass and | didn't dare hit 
the brakes," he explained. “I nearly wiped out the 100-meter 
signs and | could see | wasn't going to stop. | just went headfirst 
into the barrier. My mouth was full of stones and stuff.” 


Suzuki team manager Garry Taylor said he thought the team 
would continue: with one rider, Nobuatsu Aoki, for the German 
Grand Prix, with the possibility that Katsuaki Fujiwara would be 
fully recovered from his preseason injuries to join the team for the 
first time at the Czech GP in Brno: 








wasn't having any of it and on the final 
lap was right there when Harada 
slowed in the downhill Craner Curves, 
early in the lap. 

“This was a perfect race for me,” 
Capirossi said. 

Harada said he’d dropped behind 
Capirossi when he began to feel his tires 
going away, opting to save what was 
left of them for the late-race surge. 

“Та lost a bit of grip from the tires, 
but it seemed to get better again, and 
that's why I took the lead again," Harada 
said. "I don't know if I could have won 
without the engine trouble, but I am sat- 
isfied I rode a good race until that point." 

When Harada crossed the line, he 
had over 32 seconds on the quartet, 
which Perugini now headed. Three 
Honda-mounted riders held third - 
Perugini, Ukawa, and Aoki. Vincent, 
also on a Honda, was just off the back 
after passing QUB Team Optimum's 
Jeremy McWilliams on the 15th lap. 
Honda-mounted McWilliams would 
later say that he was having such bad 
chatter through slow corners that he 
was losing time, and he chewed up his 
tires trying to make up for it. 

The trio of third-place riders crossed 
the line on the penultimate lap with 
Ukawa fronting Aoki and Perugini. 
Perugini first passed Aoki on the 
straight before the chicane, then went 
after Ukawa. He attacked in the Mel- 
bourne Hairpin on the final lap, with 
Perugini forcing his way into third and 
finishing .346 in front of Ukawa, who 
ran wide on the exit. 

"During the first laps, my rear tire 
was sliding a lot and I was close to 


crashing," Ukawa said. "In the middle 
of the race it was a little better. I pushed 
hard and I was able to get third place. 
Unfortunately, on the last lap Perugini 
passed me on the straight. I tried to pass 
him again in the hairpin and we almost 
touched each other." 

Aoki was next, about six-tenths up 
on Vincent, with McWilliams another 12 
seconds back. 

Team Semprucci Biesse's Takeshi 
Tsujimura was eighth, the first of three 
Yamahas at the bottom of the top 10. 
Antena 3 Yamaha teammates Luis 
d'Antin and Jose Luis Cardoso took 
ninth and 10th, respectively. CN

The Rider's Health Day of Champions, a multi-activity day 
and auction, set a new fund-raising. record of more than $83,000 
the day before the start of the British GP at Donington Park. All of 
the top riders and team owners took part in the activities, which 
included track rides, autograph sessions, an open house in the 
GP paddock, a world-record jump attempt, and a celebrity soccer 
match. The best-selling item at the auction was Marlboro 
Kanemoto Honda's Max Biaggi's.leathers, which sold for 3900 
British pounds - about. $6500. The leathers of World Champion 
Mick Doohan sold for just less, with his Repsol Honda teammate 
Alex Criville fetching. about $1660 for his riding suit. The best-sell- 
ing helmet was one signed by Wayne Rainey; it went for nearly 
$1500. 


Still hurting from injuries suffered when he crashed at the Dutch 
TT, Chesterfield Elf Tech 3's Olivier Jacque was replaced by 
fellow Frenchman Julian Allemand in Britain. Jacque broke four 
bones in his right foot when he was hit by Castrol's Stefano 
Perugini. Allemand, who.is currently third in the European 250cc 
series, qualified the Honda in 24th and finished the race in. 17th. in 
his second-ever 250cc Grand Prix. 


Repsol Honda's Mick Doohan wasn't shy about voicing his 
dislike for the Donington Park circuit, though it wasn't because 
‘of grip. With the East Midlands Airport next to the circuit, it's 
often been speculated that the planes leave jet fumes on the 
surface. "The grip is actually ókay here," Doohan said. “| 
remember (DaryD Beattie the other year, he used to hate the 
place on the Honda.. but he rode another bike and he said it 
wasn't too bad. The Honda doesn't really get a lot of feel from 
this place, and perhaps Assen is much the same + it's perhaps 
why l.don t like the place. The grip's okay, but it's just that you 
don't get a lot of feel from it, so you're not getting much feed- 
back. With the track temperature being down, you don't get 
much feel again. So that's the. biggest thing. If you go for a 
hard tire with low ground temperature it'll just tear the tire 
apart, and vice versa. If you go to too soft, you'll start spin- 
ning." 


Repsol Honda's Sete Gibernau has been out of the points for 
two successive races following his podium in the Community of 


. Madrid. GP іп Jarama, Spain. This time he crashed while in sixth 


place with less than 10 laps to go. “I think | was riding a really 
good race," the Spaniard said. "Being sixth in front of Max Biaggi 


is a pretty good showing. The bike improved all through the week- 


end, and | was feeling confident enough to get а good result in 
this race. It's a shame that | crashed, but at least ! didn't really 
hurt myself too much. | ran over some bumps and | lost the front 
of my bike. " 


Kenny Roberts was noncommittal when asked about the story 
in Britain's Motorcycle News that he'd met with Ducati to discuss 
running a World Superbike team.. "| can't deny that | met with them 
or confirm that |. met with them," the three-time World Champion 
said. "It's that simple. The magazine. took it upon themselves to 
think it's all done. | didn't let on to that. And they said, ‘We know 
you have met with them.’ And | said, ‘Look, | meet. with a lot of 
people. | meet with Honda, | meet with a lot of people.’ He just 


‘assumed that that's all. It's just his assumption of what went on. 


This year, | have been saying that Га like to look at the (World) 
superbike deal. I've said that for. quite a while." As to why he'd 
consider the move to superbikes, Roberts said: "l'm an engineer- 
ing company. If | can get into superbikes, it's another branch of my 
business. And superbikes, in my opinion, are on their way up - and 
they're doing the things they need to do. It's not competing direct- 


ly with this class. It's another." What he has in mind is selling 


parts, which his company builds at their shop in Banbury, to World 
Superbike teams. "If | had a Ducati team, if | built a Ducati, | could 
still build the chassis for it. You can still sell that chassis. If | made 
some modifications, which you: can make, | can sell that. If | make a 
fairing, | can sell that. IF | made a wheel, | can sell it. There are 
things you can do: Here, there's nothing you can. So there's things 
you can do there - there's nothing you can do here." He also said 
he hasn't ruled out running a race team in the United States, and 
that there. was no reason he couldn't run all three series - GPs, 
World Superbike and AMA. It would give more exposure to poten- 
tial sponsors, he said. He has a sponsorship deal in. place with 


Petronas and. Modenas for next year, and wants to see his sec- 
ond-generation engine run and be competitive. Roberts himself will 
be testing it later this month at Thunderhill Raceway in Northern 
California. Financial considerations have also caused him to. con- 
sider closing his dirt track school north of Barcelona. He said he'd 
contacted a number of companies that had both been involved with 
and sent riders to the school, telling them that if he didn't get 
some help, he'd close it at the end of the year. Look for a full 
Roberts interview іп an upcoming issue of Cycle News. 


Repsol Honda's Mick Doohan spoke more highly of the Yamaha 
YZRS50O than almost anyone at the track, including the Yamaha 
runners. "As I've been saying. when somebody's on the thing 
wanting to win, that's all it takes. You look back to the year 
Wayne Rainey was racing. the year he was injured - he still won . 
four races in that season and then all of a sudden the bikes died. 
We haven't done a lot to our bike. Sure, they've refined our 


. machine between last year and this year. | think the biggest ingre- 


dient that's been missing. for the past few seasons is somebody 
wanting to win оп it. We've seen Luca (Cadalora) change brands 
and he actually went better on the Yamaha than he did on the 
Honda. Then he came back and Luca was Luca." ; 


Even though. most of the 500cc teams need riders, none seem 
interested in hiring the mercurial Luca Cadalora. After walking 
away from the Suzuki team after the Dutch GP, in the middle of a 
two-ráce deal, Cadalora approached Wayne Rainey at Assen ask- 
ing to ride the Yamaha which he'd ridden for Rainey in the two 
races prior to Assen. “It's a bit late," Rainey told him before 
deciding to bring back veteran Yamaha test rider Kyoji Nanba for 
the. German Grand Prix in two weeks' time. Obviously, Cadalora 
has no place at Suzuki. And Repsol Honda, which has to do with- 


- out Tadayuki Okada until the Czech. Grand Prix in August, and 


MoviStar Honda Pons, which has three injured riders, probably 
won't touch him because of how he treated Honda a few years 
ago. In 1996, when. Cadalora rode for Erv Kanemoto, Cadalora 
came up. short оп а budget promise for the leased NSR500s.

ucati, it seemed, had a score to 
| settle. At the last round of the 
series in Misano - the Italian 
marque's home track - Castrol Honda's 
Aaron Slight dealt a serious blow to the 
red brigade's ego with his stunning dou- 
ble victory on the tight and technical cir- 
cuit. 

Ducati hit back. 

Of the available six podium spots on 
a sunny day in South Africa, five of them 
were filled by Ducatis. And, as at the last 
round, one man stood atop two times. 
That man was Pier-Francesco Chili. As 
much as the prior round was a disaster 
for the Italian rider, this one was a con- 
quest, as he rode smoothly, quickly and 
in control in both races to score the first 
double win of his World Superbike 
career. 

Both times out, England's Carl Fogar- 
ty was. the man he had to beat. Fogarty 
led most of race one, sliding wildly as 
the race wore on in his attempt to hold 
the lead, but as his tires went off, so did 
his pace, and a calculating Chili moved 
by for the win. Race two was better for 
Fogarty despite the fact that he was still 
struggling with handling, though the 
result was the same: second place. 

Spaniard Gregorio Lavilla filled the 
final podium place in race one with anoth- 
er flash of brilliant riding, though a race- 
two engine seizure ended his day early. 

Taking the Spaniard's place on the 
rostrum in race two was Yamaha's 
Noriyuki Haga in an equally brilliant 
ride to third place to spoil the Ducati 
podium party. Haga at times even 
looked good for second as he fought 
tooth and nail with Fogarty, but the 
Briton held on. For Haga, it marked a 
return to form after a crash-marred mid- 
season, and was a solid improvement 
over his race-one seventh, the result of a 
slow start at this hard-to-pass-on circuit. 

Suzuki's World Superbike team 
impressed in the first race, with both 
James Whitham and Peter Goddard fig-* 
uring strongly in the pack fighting for 
third, and with Goddard even heading it 
for a while. Ultimately Whitham's fourth 
bettered Goddard's fifth, and while the 
Australian Goddard was able to nail 
sixth in race two to show reasonable suc- 
cess on the weekend, Whitham ended 
up on the ground in race two after tan- 
gling with Akira Yanagawa, who was 
trying to avoid the seizing Lavilla. 

If there was any Ducati rider who 
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probably felt like he had something to 
prove in South Africa, it would have to 
have been Troy Corser. He probably still 
feels like he does. The Australian had 
been leading the championship despite 
the fact that he hadn't won a race. He 
still hasn't. But neither is he leading the 
championship anymore. The former 
World Champion didn't even get a 
chance to try for a win in the first race as 
his machine sputtered to a halt with a

fuel-delivery problem on the warmup 
lap. Corser was quick off the line in race 
two and led the early going, but his tires 
lost grip and he finished seventh. 

By this point, you may be wondering 
about the Castrol Hondas. The best race 
result of the weekend for the team went 
to Texan Colin Edwards II and his race- 
two fourth - able to hang on to the spot 
despite running off in the chicane late in 
the race. It was a marked improvement 
over his ninth in the first race, as both 
team riders had struggled that time out. 
But though Edwards' overall result was 
better than his teammate Slight's, the 
Kiwi's weekend turned out to be the 
more successful. As unlikely as it 
sounds, Slight's two eighth-place finish- 
es moved him into the championship 
lead, but he has Corser to thank for that. 

Slight now has 210 points to Corser's 
209, with the top four riders covered by 
only 16 points. Fogarty crept up to third 
place on the strength of his weekend's 
effort, with 203, while Chili moves to 





urth with 194. Edwards, third after the 
st round, drops to fifth with 187.

Corser’s hopes of recording his first 
ctory of the season were dashed on the

For the next few laps the order at the 
front stayed the same, but it was a con- 
trast in style. Fogarty remained at the 
front, throwing his bike around the cir- 
cuit spectacularly, while in his shadow 
he was followed by a smooth-riding 
Chili. Five seconds behind them there 
was a group of six that Haga joined 
around the halfway mark. Notable mem- 
bers of this pack were a couple of unusu- 
al suspects, in the form of Goddard and 
Whitham. 

The battle for the lead turned up a bit 
in the second half of the race, with Foga- 
rty getting into more and more trouble 
trying to keep Chili behind him, while 
Lavilla and Haga continued to go faster

and faster in an attempt to head the bat- 
tle for third. 

With two laps to go, the balance of 
power finally shifted, with Chili taking 
over command from Fogarty. Behind 
them, Lavilla moved to the front of the 
chasing group, and Hodgson - who had 
been struggling with brake problems 
from the halfway stage - had to retire 
with a blown engine. 

Chili stayed in front for the last lap, 
and Lavilla managed to keep the rest of 
the pack behind. Whitham, meanwhile, 
was finally able get in front of his team- 
mate Goddard and claimed fourth, with 
Haga losing his last-lap battle against his 
compatriot Yanagawa in a photo finish 
for sixth. 

"I'm glad that I have been able to 
show that I can win in the dry as well 
and that I am one of the best riders in the 
world," joked a very happy Chili after 
the race. "I saw Carl started to slide from 
midrace onward, and I decided to stay in 
second position right until the end. But I 


couldn't afford to let the distance grow 
too big, because he had a better accelera- 
tion than me." 

Fogarty's apparent struggle for grip 
on the track was confirmed after the 
race. 


"It felt good to lead the race from lap: 


two, and when I saw the pit board telling 
me that my lead was nothing, I expected 
to see a whole bunch of riders behind 
me," Fogarty said. "I looked back, and I 
could only see Frankie (Chili). We started 
to move away, but after some 15 laps, the 
tire went completely. For the first time 
this season, I used a 17-inch wheel in a 
race, and that had worked well during 
practice. But apparently, after some 15 
laps, it just tears the tire apart. ГЇЇ change 
back to a 16.5-inch wheel. I tried to keep 
Frankie back for the rest of the race, but I 
was really struggling, getting out of 
shape nearly everywhere. He should 
have passed me earlier than on the 
penultimate lap; then I might not have 
felt so miserable..." 

Lavilla, meanwhile, had turned in 
another astonishing performance, finish- 
ing third to beat at least seven factory 
riders. 

"From the first laps, I noticed that the 
Hondas and the Suzukis were not as fast 
as my Ducati," the Spaniard said. "The 
last couple of laps, I started to push hard 
to get in front. I think I showed today 
that the only thing I need is extra acceler- 
ation power - making up ground on 
braking is a very tough job." 


Chili starts off 
right 


part from Peter Goddard and Pier-Francesco Chili, not 
one of the top World Superbike riders had ever been to 
the Kyalami circuit, and even the two who had had only 
ver ridden on the "old" track that didn't include the new chi- 
ane. Most of the first free practice session on Friday morning 
was spent spinning and sliding around а lot because of the dirt 
n the surface. But as practice wore on, a clean racing line was 

wept free and the only two challenges the riders were faced 
with were the many bumps and the fact that the twisty Kyalami 
track turned out to be difficult to learn. 

Troy Corser, who is making himself a name as a Superpole spe- 
cialist, topped the charts for most of the weekend and ended regu- 
lar qualifying on Saturday afternoon with the fastest time.But 
when it came time for one hot lap, it was Chili who took his first 
uperpole of the vear. 

“This is not an easy track to go fast on straight away,” the Ital- 
ian said. "But I am happy enough with the way things have gone 
p to now. During my Superpole lap, I had some problems with 
the rear shock, but I'm sure that the team will find a solution for 
that tomorrow. Apart from that, things should work out fine for 
e, even though I have never been a big fan of very slow corners 
and chicanes like the ones we have found here." 

Despite not taking the pole - something he's done four times 
this season - Corser still showed his speed and put himself second 
on the grid. 

“T have a good setup for the race,” he said. "And that is very 
important on this track, because you can't afford to have an ill-han- 
dling bike on this bumpy track. During my Superpole lap, I had 
problems with the low sun in some corners, but the race won't be 
run this late tomorrow, so I don't expect problems from that side.” 

. Carl Fogarty was the third Ducati rider on the front row, in 
the fourth just behind Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa. 

























"Actually I lost a lot of time yesterday, when the engines did 
not have any power for one reason or another," Fogarty said. "We 
first thought that that was due to the high altitude the circuit is 
located at, but during the first qualifying session, the other riders 
turned out to be quicker. Only on Friday evening, the mechanics 
noticed from the telemetry data that the engine was not running as 
it should have. I wouldn't have lost this time if we had had two 
riders in the team. But as it turned out, I started today with one day 
back on the other riders. Only during the warmup for the Super- 
pole did we come up with a good setup - which is basically what 
has happened for the last couple of meetings. On my Superpole 
lap, I lost some time due to the gearing, which still isn't perfect." 

Yanagawa spoiled the Ducati party by turning in a Super- 
pole time an amazing seven-tenths faster than his regular Vae 
fying time. Even more impressive was the fact that he was 0.2 of 
a second down on Fogarty at the second split, but made every- 
thing and more up on the downhill Mine Shaft section to the 
checkered flag. 

“I have enjoyed riding the last third of the track all weekend 
and | knew from my split times that | could make up time 
here," said the 26-year-old Japanese rider, "That made up for a 
front-end slide that I suffered at one of the first corners. 1 was 
really lucky to save it, even though I was almost blinded by the 
sun, which was low in the sky at the end of the back straight." 

The Honda boys, Aaron Slight and Colin Edwards II, had to 
settle for fifth and sixth after having shown their traditionally 
strong performances during the free practice and regular quali- 
fying sessions. 

"I'm disappointed not to be on the front row,” Slight, who 
qualified fifth, said. "The Superpole gives you one lap; some 
weeks you go up a row on the grid and other weeks you go 
down a row. This week I suppose it was my turn to go back to 
the second row from the first. I did my best qualifying time on a 
race tire, so I’m not too worried about tomorrow. Of course, the 
Ducatis will be the biggest problem, but I know that I am as fast 
as those guys on the second section. Another worry might be 
tire wear during the races, but I guess that will be the same for 
ev "n 


Colin Edwards II finished sixth after maintaining second 


place throughout the two days of practice. 


"] noticed from day one that the track is very bumpy, and 
that we wouldn't get the bike perfect," Edwards said. "It'll be a 
matter of not getting off the ideal racing line tomorrow, in order 
not to be caught out by some unknown bumps. During my 
Superpole lap, | thought everything was going smoothly, but | 
must have lost a lot of time in the first part, which I couldn’t © 
make up for later.” 

Ducati rider Gregorio Lavilla and Suzuki’s Peter Goddard 
filled the next two spots on the second row. Following a pair of 
superb performances in the pre-Superpole warmup, hopes were 
high that Goddard and teammate James Whitham could score 
their first front-row placings, but minor errors meant that both 
riders lapped marginally slower in the all-or-nothing one-lap 
dash. 

“I completely messed up one corner and I am sure that cost 
me a couple of tenths,” Goddard said. "I thought I had changed 
into neutral and by the time I had stamped it into gear, I had 
missed the apex of the turn. Apart from that, I was not too 
unhappy with my lap and it is good to be starting from the sec- 
ond row for the second race in a row." 

Scott Russell qualified 12th and was last factory rider on the 
grid after having put in some impressive performances on the 
first day, when the track was new to everyone. Russell 
improved on his best time during Superpole but not to the 
extent that his teammate Noriyuki Haga, who was starting 
ninth, had. | 

"The bike is just not feeling the same,” Russell said. "I 
thought I was going in the right direction with my setup but it 
just ain't happening. I swapped from one bike to the other to 
speed up the changes, but it didn't work. l'm very disappointed 
at the moment but I’m going to try two new combinations in 
tomorrow's warmup. Maybe Гуе also got to try and experiment 
with a few new lines. The surface is rough in some points and it 
gets the bike out of shape, especially in the early section of the 
track and it's here that I'm losing most of my time." 

Russell had been flying on the first day, after having found 
out during pre-Suzuka tests in Japan the week before that he 
had been riding the bike too stiff. 
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Whitham finished fourth, his best 
performance of the season, while God- 
dard crossed the finish line in fifth after 
having led the chasing group for most of 
the race. 

“When you are at the head of a group 
like that, you have a great big target on 
your back and everyone is out to get 
you,” Goddard said. “I knew someone 
would have а go and when Lavilla made 


his move, I waited a lap then tried to- 


pass him back at the Mine Shaft, only to 
have James dive up the inside and take 
me.” 

Slight and Edwards finished at the 
back of that group, claiming eighth and 
ninth, respectively. 

"| made a really bad start and you 
can't afford to do that, especially around 
here," Slight said. "Then I suffered 
brake trouble from the second lap 
onward and it was just a battle to get to 
the checkered flag. I had either no 
brakes or they would lock on as I tipped 
into the corner." 

Eighth place did, however, offer him 
first place in the point standings, with 
two points more than the unlucky 
Corser. 

Edwards finished ninth in the race 
after suffering from a lack of grip from 
his rear tire for most of the race. 

“The bike felt so different to how it 
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felt in this morning's warmup,” the 
Texan said. “I had a lack of traction. I 
basically made the wrong tire choice. It 
was not my greatest start, but the rear 
tire really slowed me down later in the 
race anyway." 

Scott Russell had to settle for 10th, 
unable to follow his teammate Haga, 
who had clawed up to seventh after a 
poor start. 

“I had a lot of vibrations coming 
from the bike all around the circuit and 
it made it hard for me to see," Russell 
said. “I haven't got the bike sorted out 
properly and it seems like Гуе got 
nowhere all weekend. I couldn't 
change my lines either, because the 
bike wasn't steering well with the 
vibrations. I fought with it and did 
manage to do some of the fastest times 
I have done all weekend, but it's not 
enough." 


RACE TWO 


Desperate to get his championship 
lead back, Corser dashed to the lead in 
the second heat. This time the Ducati 
challenge was even more obvious than 
in the first race: For seven laps in a row, 
the three red factory riders were show- 
ing the way, with Corser leading and 
Fogarty and Chili battling it out behind 
the number-11 bike.

Behind them, things went very wrong 
on lap five, when Lavilla's engine seized. 
Yanagawa just managed to avoid him, 
but in his effort to keep from hitting Lav- 
illa, the Japanese rider couldn't help 
pushing Whitham into an impossible sit- 
uation, with Slight following too closely 
to avoid crashing as well. Lavilla was 
down for the count, but both Whitham 
and Slight remounted after dragging 
their bikes out of the gravel pit, though 
Slight was the only one to finish the race 
as Whitham pulled off a few hundred 
yards later. 

After seven laps, things finally 
changed up front as Corser started los- 
ing ground rapidly on his sliding tires. 
Chili took command, with Fogarty still 
hanging on as Haga, Edwards, Hodgson, 
Yanagawa and Goddard were in hot 
pursuit. Russell, meanwhile, was way 
back and soon got company from Slight 
as the Kiwi tried to recover from his 
spill. 

Chili's lead grew more slim as the 


laps ticked off, with both Fogarty anc 
Haga gaining ground on the Italia 
while Edwards, Hodgson and Yanagaw: 
dropped back and into their own battl 
over fourth. 

In the final five laps, the top. thre 
were strung nose to tail with Chili ju 
keeping the lead, though it appeared 
that either Fogarty or Haga might mak 
a move at any time. 

The battle for fourth heated up a 
well, but it was now without Kawasa 
rider Hodgson, who parted company 
with the group, once again as a result o 
a technical problem. 

“I had the same problem as in th 
first race," Hodgson said. "The engin 
just spluttered to a halt, but I was at lea 
able to stop safely in the gravel trap." 

Though Hodgson was gone, Yana 
gawa and Edwards were still left in 
battle for fourth, which was furthe 
spiced up when Edwards overshot th 
chicane, though he managed to get Бас} 
on track without losing the spot. 








For the first time since 1992. the circuit of Kyalami hosted a 
World Championship. motorcycle event..At one point, the. best 
lap times were hovering around 1:39.5, but at the end of the 
year, Formula One safety inspectors asked the circuit owners to 
build a chicane in order to get the speeds down. Cars raced there 
once more, in 1993, and then turned their back on the venue as 


well. As a result, a very slow chicane was added before the 


-$tart/finish straight. The best World Superbike riders turned in 


times of around 1:45 with the new chicane. Most riders liked the 
layout of the track апа only complained about the bumpy surface 
and the fact that the track is surrounded by hospitality and other 
buildings, which makes it difficult for them to concentrate on their 
braking points. The Kyalami organizers hope to host a Formula 
One car race in 1999 as. well. In the meantime. the датуе 
Welkom circuit, about 220 miles southwest of Johannesburg, і 

being prepared for a possible return of the Grand Prix circus.

New Zealander Andrew Stroud is having a lot more trouble 
than he expected in: his first season running a team - a team for 


which he is his own rider: At the end of last year, the BEARS spe- 


cialist was believed to have bought one of the Doug Chandler 


bikes, When he put the bike on the dyno just after the final AMA 
round at Las Vegas. the engine dropped a valve, ‘damaging many 


of the essential internal parts. After being fixed by Rob Muzzy, the 
bike was taken to Australia and - after a disappointing national 
race - was put back on the dyno. There it showed about 135 bhp. 
“We had to replace the cylinders, pistons, valves, crankshaft, 
etc., with kit parts,” the Kiwi said on the first practice day in 
Kyalami after having scored his best results of the season (14th 
and 15th) in Misano two weeks earlier. "| am definitely learning a 
lot this year. This is the first season | am running my own team, 
and it turns out to be pretty difficult to concentrate on racing and 
not being confused by all the other stuff around it. But the biggest 
problem is of course the lack of power. You really need 150 bhp 
at least to mix it with the best privateers. On top of that, my spare 
engine blew іп Monza, so Г have to try to get to the end of the 
season with this one bike. Fortünately, we get good prices for the 
parts from the New Zealand importer.” 


Carbureted bikes such as the Yamaha YZF, the Kawasaki ZX- 
7 and the Suzuki GSX-R were up to an extra: challenge compared 
to the injection-fed Ducati 916 and Honda RC45. "The high alti- 
tude the Kyalami circuit is situated at (some 5200 feet does not 
make things easier,” 
the works Yamaha team. “But we should not overdramatize this. 
The atmospheric conditions might. cost the YZF some five bhp, 
but that is about the same thing for all the carbureted bikes - 
except that the injection bikes lose some (amount less power. 
The. bike. also feels slower than on lower circuits. We can còm- 
pensate for it partially by changing the ignition timing and the car- 
buretion. settings. On the other hand, the oxygen content of the 
air is only one of the many elements the so-called kappa value is 
made up of and which we use to calculate the perfect engine tun- 
ing. But we will never get it as good as the injection bikes that use 
sensors to modify: the engine characteristics constantly." Harald 
Eckl, team’ manager at Kawasaki, had more or less the same 
story. "The big altitude is especially a problem with two-stroke 
engines, where you lose much more horsepower," said the for- 
mer Grand Prix 250cc rider. "| think we lose more than 5 bhp here 
compared to other tracks, but that goes for almost everybody. ! 
don't have the impression that the gap between the carbureted 


admitted Fiorenzo Fanali, chief mechanic of 


the results would have been a lot different,” 


. rewing a bit higher,” 


and the injection bikes is bigger here than somewhere else. We 
try to compensate for the lower oxygen level purely on carbure- 
tion. Like on all other circuits, we try both homologated carburetor 
sets (39mm and 41mm). We.are using the smaller carburetors 
here, just like we did for instance at the Nurburgring. On the other 
hand, power is not so important on a twisty circuit like this. Having 
the chassis set up perfectly is much. more vital. Besides, nowa- 
days most riders do not even feel a 5-bhp difference, because of 
the layout of most circuits - they brake at the same point, reaccel- 
erate at the same point. It is the way the power is spread which 
counts. The only other possibility we thought about before coming 
here was. to try to develop a higher-compression engine, but on 
the one hand this might have led to different problems and. on the 
other hand we just didn't have enough time to work on this sort of 
an engine. For this first visit to Kyalami, we are mainly gathering. 
data which we can work on next year. But as things look now, the 
high altitude does not seem to be much of a problem. " 


A few days before leaving Italy, the Ducati racing department. 
received the final okay to enter its new homologated version of 
the 916 in the second half of the World Superbike season. The 
new engine parts and chassis had already been put in the air- 
transport boxes, as the homologation green light was expected 
for the American round one week after the Kyalami race and the 
team would not return to Italy between the two events. The days 
leading up to the first practice sessions at Kyalami were used to 
assemble one "new" bike for each of the three factory riders. Ori 
Friday, Carl Fogarty. Pier-Francesco Chili and Troy Corser used 
both of the versions and unanimously opted to use the new 
engine. "If we had had this engine in the beginning of the season, 
said Corser on Satur- 
day morning. "The engine reacts more smoothly to the gas. which | 
makes it much easier to use." According to team manager Vir- 
ginio Ferrari, the new engine allows. more control, with the bike 
reacting much more predictably in low revs (5, 500-6,200 rpm). 
“On the older engine, the riders often had to keep the engine 
explained the Italian, “which put more strain 
on the rider, on the frame and on the suspension. The new engine 





_ Up front, Chili held fast to his lead to 
take the win by just over two-tenths of a 
second, with Fogarty able to take second 
despite being passed by Haga a few 
times. 

“This is the first time I get a double,” 
Chili said. “Things went perfectly, but 
I'm a bit disappointed because I feel I 
have ridden a better race in the first heat. 
But the whole weekend I have been 
struggling in the chicane and in the 
slower corners of the circuit. Those are 
the places where you just cannot get a 
Ducati through at a fast-enough pace." 

Despite losing to Chili for the second 
time, Fogarty was still fairly pleased 
with his results since it has moved him 
back into the title race after his disap- 
pointing results at the German and San 
Marino rounds. 

“We changed the rear tire for the sec- 
ond race, and that went a little better, 
but just like in the first race, the bike was 
chattering in the front and the rear," 
Fogarty said. "This is the first time this 
year that we have encountered that 
problem. I even had to change my riding 
style a bit and get on the brakes earlier 
and gas it up earlier. But I enjoyed this 
race a lot, especially the dice with 
Noriyuki." | 

The Japanese Yamaha rider came 
home third, returning to the impressive 
form he showed at the beginning of the 
season. 

"I'm getting back to full fitness after 
the crash in Monza and the infection 1 
had at the start of the weekend, so I am 
looking forward to the rest of the sea- 
son,” Haga said. “I haven't made many 
changes to the bike since I was last on 
the rostrum. I enjoyed my dice with Fog- 
arty, but on this circuit it is very hard to 
pass. I only hope that I did not upset 
Carl too much this afternoon." 

Edwards finished fourth. 

“I knew there were not too many 
places to pass around here so I just had 
to stay upright for the last few laps," 
said Edwards. “I almost got it wrong at 
the chicane, where I just went in too 
hard on the brakes. Before I knew where 
I was, I was through the sand. Fortunate- 
ly, I didn't lose a place."

Yanagawa finished just behind the 


position. 

"The weekend as a whole showed 
just what progress we have made," the 
Australian said after having spent most 
of the race battling for fifth, before losing 
touch with Hodgson and Yanagawa 
when he was held up by the slowing 
Corser. "The bike is the best it has been 
this year and I have regained my confi- 
dence, so the combination of bike and 
rider is now much stronger and it shows 
in the results." 

Corser finally had to settle for sev- 
enth after struggling for grip. 

^In the first race, we hadn't had the 
time to check out which tires were best," 
the Australian explained. “As the Miche- 
lin guys knew that the track temperature 
would be a bit lower in the afternoon, 
they opted for a slightly softer tire. I 
thought I had the same as Frankie (Chili) 
and Carl (Fogarty), but that was appar- 
ently not the case. I should have asked 
before the start... After five laps, the tire 
started to slide. I couldn't run into the 
corners and get the bike to turn. This has 
been a bad weekend for me, even 
though I am only one point behind 
Aaron (Slight), who's the new champi- 
onship leader. But with a little bit more 
luck, I could have left this place with a 
huge points lead." 

Slight finished some thirteen seconds 
behind the Ducati rider in eighth. 

^What a bizarre day," Slight said. 
"Two eighth places was enough to take 
the championship lead. That is unbeliev- 
able. Especially as I thought my race was 
over when I crashed. I was so lucky to 
have a machine that worked so I could 
finish the race." 


Russell came home ninth after having 
lost ground in the "Lavilla incident" ear- 
lier in the race. 

“I didn’t make any changes to the 
bike and I am very disappointed with 
the result," he said. "I had the same 
vibration problem as I did in the first 
(race) but I was with the big group at the 
start and the accident just ruined it for 
me. My season has been full of bad luck 
and it is hard to keep pulling yourself 
back up. But I guess tomorrow I will 
start thinking about the next race and I 
am looking forward to going home." €N

characteristics now also offer a wider margin in situations where 
we had.trouble finding the right gearing in the past.” 


The new version of the red factory bike - which is officially called 
the Ducati 916 H1 Fogarty Replica - is the fifth since the 
916 was introduced in dealer showrooms and on the track in 
1994. That first version was replaced by the 995 at the end of 
1995, to allow for the bigger cylinder capacity. A year later, the 
"heavy weight" 996 was put on track, in. order to comply with the 
new weight rules (doing away with the weight advantage of the 
twins). In the beginning of 1998, the H1 was introduced with 
some minor detail changes, and the fifth version - the Fogarty 
Replica - was homologated just in time for the second yearly 
deadline, which came on June 30. Five different versions in as 
many years is more than the Japanese manufacturers are used to 
making. And in Kyalami, the Japanese teams came up with their 
traditional complaints. "The homologation rules are just not 
fair." said one of the factory team managers. "Factories like 


Ducati only have to make 150 new bikes to get another homolo- . 


gation; the Japanese have to build 500. And next year will be 
even worse, with Aprilia joining the game." According to FIM 
technical delegate Steve Whitelock, the Japanese' complaints are 
not justified. "We have offered the Japanese three times already 
to change the homologation rules, but they have each time 
refused," the American said at Kyalami. "Maybe their main con- 
cern up to now has been not to lower the homologation threshold 
in order not to make it any easier for their Japanese colleagues to 
come up with а new bike." Suzuki and Kawasaki are the most 
active Japanese manufacturers to homologate their bikes, Suzuki, 
for instance, had Steve Whitelock come over to Japan at the end 
of 1996 to homologate a slightly revised GSX-R (frame changes) 
and at the end of 1997 (for fuel injection). 


With the Indonesian World Superbike round officially can- 
celed, it is looking less and less likely that the race will be 
replaced. The Manfeild. New Zealand, venue has apparently been 
nixed as a candidate - most likely for financial reasons. Both 
Brands Hatch and.the Belgian Zolder circuit were discussed but 


neither seemed likely, the first for being the thírd event in Great 
Britain in one year and the second for the considerable modifica- 
tions that would have to be carried out to make it comply with FIM 
requirements. At this point, only Hockenheim remains as a some- 
what realistic possibility as a host for the 13th round. 


According to Suzuki team manager Lester Harris, the fuel- 
injected version of the Suzuki GSX-R750 is nearly race- 
ready. Theoretically speaking, the Kyalami circuit could have been 
a good venue at which to let the bike make its debut, given the 
particular atmospheric conditions of the track and the advantages 
these were expected to give to the injection bikes. "Still, we did 
not consider the possibility to enter the injection GSX-R here for 
the first time," Harris said. "With the American round only one 
week later, we couldn't afford to run into trouble here and not 
have enough time to sort it out for the following race. Moreover, 
we prefer the Japanese to continue developing the system back 
in Japan a few more weeks. But | expect the injection bike to 
make its debut at Austria. We want to give it a go at a few races, 


so we have enough feedback to start the winter testing program.. 


The development work on the bike is now speeding up. It delivers 
good. power; the main point of interest is now the software side. 
The Japanese are using their own testing experiences, as well as 
the racing experience from the American Yoshimura team. The 
feedback they get from the German importer, who runs its own 
injection system, serves as a usable benchmark. but we really 
want to use the Suzuki system. Two Japanese engineers will 
come over with the new bikes solely to follow the software-devel- 
opment work." Harris also hopes to finalize his negotiations with 
Suzuki by the beginning of August concerning next year's racing 
program. 


Kirk McCarthy took the Castrol Honda CBR600 out for a spin 
for the first time during Friday's first free practice session for the 


Supersport World Series. For the Australian. this was supposed 


to be the real start of his 1998 season. Originally, the former fac- 


tory Suzuki World Superbike rider was going to ride on the Shell: 


Advance 500cc Grand Prix team with Garry McCoy, but he was 


replaced by. Juan Borja in January. He started negotiations with 
the Australian Suzuki superbike team, but another rider was 
signed. Then he reached an agreement with an Australian 
Kawasaki superbike team. rode one race for them, then took the 
fuel-injected Suzuki GSX-R750 for a ride in the first round of the 
German Open Superbike championship, before going-back to 
Australia to have another ride with the. Kawasaki.. By that time, 
disaster had struck at the Honda Castrol Supersport team, and 
McCarthy was asked to replace the late Michael Paquay: An 
injury on his family's farm delayed the debut another race, but at 
Kyalami, things finally fell into place. "After having ridden super- 
bikes in the last couple of seasons, the CBR600 felt slow on the 
first laps," the Australian said.

t's been much anticipated and a long 
time coming, but Geo Roeder II is 
¢ $ finally a Grand National winner. 
Repeating the feat his father had accom- 
plished eight times in his career, Geo 
overcame a red flag to lead the restart 
from wire to wire at the New 96 Speed- 
way. 

“I don't know what to say - I feel 
good,” Roeder said. "It'll take a day or 
two. Everybody always says that, and I 
think it will." 

Roeder's first win came on the rough 
half mile of the New 96 Speedway - a 
stock-car track - and not on a cushion 
track as one would imagine his first win 
coming on. 

"Did you see who won?" said a very 
happy Steve Morehead, even though he 
was the victim of a flat tire on lap 19. 
"Geo put it to them in their back yard. 
That's great for an Ohioan to come up 
here and win his first National. I’m so 
happy for them." 

It was a feeling that was shared by 
almost everyone. 

A bizarre turn of events early in the 
National almost turned the race around 
completely. Will Davis held the lead 
through the first four laps, then gave 
way to defending AMA Grand National 





. Champion Scott Parker. Parker started 


to pull away, and it looked to be another 
Parker rout - then there was a puff of 
smoke and sparks flew from under 
Parker's seat. 

Parker's rear shock was shot, and he 
slowed drastically. Roeder, who was 
charging from the second row, had just

er's troubles started. 

“I saw Scotty break that shock and he 
was smoking; I thought, ‘Man, that was 
easy," said Roeder, who is sponsored 
by KK Motorcycle Supply, Mike and 
Eddie Adkins and Winchester Harley- 
Davidson. “When I was running second 
behind him, I knew it was going to be 
hard to get around him. So that was eas- 
ier than I thought it was going to be.” 

It wouldn’t end up being that easy, 
however. As Parker faded back, disaster 


_ struck. J.R. Schnabel was charging high 


out of turn two when he encountered 
the slowing Parker. 

“I figured there was nothing I could 
do,” Parker said. “I was just cruising 
around, trying to make some points. | 
wasn't going to pull off until it wouldn't 
go anymore. I was trying to stay out of 








everybody's way,

hit my bike. I was like, 'How could 
someone hit me?' 1 was on the outside. I 
don't know if he hit a hole or what." 

Schnabel crashed hard and the red 
flag was thrown on lap nine. Schnabel 
would eventually walk back to the pits 
under his own power, but he was done 
for the night. 

The hair-raising situation eventually 
put the Harley-Davidson Motor Compa- 
ny/ АСУ /HOG/Fick-sponsored Parker 
back in the hunt. 

"When I saw the red flag, I stopped 
as quick as I could in the repair box," 
Parker said, "so they would have plenty 
of time to put it all together. The bike 
had been excellent before the shock

broke - we were just 
cruising.” 

Roeder had already moved into 
cruise control as he rode the high line to 
perfection. Davis had assumed a solid 
second, while Rich King slipped atound 
Parker for third. The red flag, as usual, 
would completely change the outcome. 

Roeder has been bitten by this snake 
before. As he returned for the restart, he 
planned his strategy. 

"I looked back and saw Scotty there," 
Roeder said. "I knew he would be com- 
ing. I was just going to go right back to 
what I was doing when the race was 
stopped." 





At the flash of starter Steve Faraci’s 
green light, Roeder resumed his quest. 
As expected, Parker quickly carved his 
way into second from his fourth starting 
slot. 

Parker was second by the 10th lap; 
then his charge stagnated. 

“1 was trying to cut off the corner 
and shorten up the track a little bit, but I 
was going nowhere there,” said Parker. 
“I tried to cut it down the other direc- 
tion. I went to the inside going into the 
corners, but then I lost him (Roeder) 
coming off. I thought that was the best 
way to do it, but I tried it for a while 
and finally I decided to get on his trail 
and see where it was going. If he was 
making it work, I should be able to do 
just as well.” 

"] knew somebody had to be back 
there, but I didn’t know who,” Roeder 
said. “I kind of figured it was Will Davis 
or Rich King. Those two guys lined up 
right behind me on the restart, and I 
knew they would be pushing the bot- 
tom. I didn’t know if the. top was going 
to stay there, and I figured somebody 
would be coming underneath me sooner 
or later." 

Third place went to Harley-Davidson 
of Sacramento/Phoenix Racing /RC Dig- 
ital's Chris Carr. Carr had been slowly 
working his way forward from an 
eighth-place start when the red flag 
came out. 

"Before the red flag, I was kind of 
running a mixed bag of lines," Carr 
explained. "I was running down on the 
bottom because there was a lot of traffic 
up high, and I knew there would be the 
first few laps. That kind of cost me and I 
dropped back a little ways. I was run- 
ning low in one and two and high in 
three and four. The three and four line 
worked, but the one and two would be 
good one lap, then not the next. After the 
red flag I just went to the top and got it 
dialed in. I think we just didn't have the 
right setup - we were a little short on 
gearing, we were running around a lot 
bigger race track up there. I didn't think 
the top would last, but it did." 

A little deeper in the field, a magnifi- 
cent three-way war was being waged 
between Davis, King and Nicky Hay- 
den. The Tom Cummings Racing / 
Michigan Harley Dealers' duo of Davis 
and Hayden surrounded King's Corbin 
Racing Honda as they rode three wide 
through the turns. 

“He'd. (Hayden) get through the cor- 
ners good, just until he would come off 
the turn," King said. "Then he'd get 
sideways; it would shut me down for a 
minute, then I'd go by him. We did that 
lap after lap after lap." 

“I’m pretty happy, I guess," Davis 
said. "I got a taste of all of it tonight - 
the front, the back, the middle. We start- 
ed in the back, went to the front, then 
went to the back. I’m not happy with 
seventh; I don't know why I started to 
go backwards. I don't think we had the 
right gearing. We geared to run the bot- 
tom, then had to go up top. I'm sure 90 
percent of the guys had the same stuff I 
did; we needed to take a tooth off. It's 
just one of those deals. People can think 
what they want about the competitive- 
ness of the series. These young guys 
coming up now are on the gas. Every- 
body has got real good equipment and 
they're going fast." 

Just a few weeks shy of his 17th 
birthday, Hayden gave the two veterans 
fits. 

"The bottom was rough, but all night 
I seemed to be getting around there the 
best,” Hayden said. "I was hoping the 
top would dry out and everyone would 
have to move down. The top was

smoother, but I couldn't pass up there. I 
just went down to the bottom and rode 
through the bumps. It was really a lot of 
fun; I was getting them in the middle of 
the turns, but then on the exit they 
would get back by me. It made for a fun 
race. I thought I might be able to get by 
Rich (King) and Chris (Carr) there at the 
end and get on the podium. Fifth is by 
far my best finish. The last couple of 
races haven't been so good. Hopefully 
we can get back up here every weekend 
now." 

In the end, King and Hayden pulled 
clear of Davis and closed on Carr. Davis 
had his hands full with another young- 
ster as USC Racing /Lancaster H-D's 
Bryan Bigelow came all the way from 
the fourth row and 17th on the first lap 
to pass Davis on the last lap for sixth. 

Missouri H-D/Dave Burks Motor- 
sports' Joe Kopp had a rocky race and 
ended up eighth after jumping the ini- 
tial start. 

“I was stuck in the back early in the 
race because I jumped the start," he 
said. "I got going pretty good, then just 
before the restart I got on a roll and was 
picking them off. After the restart, I just 
couldn't get going again. I came up on 
them so quick before the red flag. I 
thought I was doing the same things 
after the restart, but I just couldn't get 
by Hayden. I was trying so hard, but I 
just couldn't seem to find that same 
rhythm. At least we finally got a top 10. 
I think the team is going to come 
around. Right now, as a team, we're still 
in a learning process - but we're getting 
close." 

Mike Hacker bounced around on his 
Saddleman/1-800-FASTHOG/ 
Moroney’s H-D Harley before coming 
home ninth. 

“After the red flag, we made some 
changes that helped a lot,” Hacker said. 
“The bike was working great; Skip 
(Eaken) had everything dialed in. | 
guess everybody else was just going 
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faster than me. I was riding the top; I'd 
rather ride 25 laps up there than 25 laps 
in those bumps. I wish I could have 
done a little better, but there's always 
next weekend." 

Even more disappointed was Rose 
Racing /Schaeffer H-D's Kevin Varnes. 
Varnes had fast heat time and led the 
main into turn one, but his race deterio- 
rated down the back straight. Varnes 
dropped all the way to 12th prior to the 
red flag. And things were only margin- 
ally better after the restart as he 
dropped to 14th before turning things 
around and climbing to 10th. 

Putting the icing on the Roeder cake, 
Jess Roeder topped a five-rider battle to 
take the Harley-Davidson Sportster Per- 
formance National on his Miller Elec- 
tric/Las Vegas H-D/Roeder H-D- 
backed Sportster. Californian's Shaun 
Russell, Billy Martin and Gary Rogers 
closely followed, along with Ohio's 
Scott Stump. 


HEATS 


For the second week in a row, Carr 
was fast qualifier - a second and a half 
quicker than Roeder's second fast time. 

Carr led at the start of his heat race, 
leaving Davis, Paul Lynch and King to 
battle over second. By the halfway 
point, King had clawed his way up to 
second but appeared to have little 
chance of catching Carr. 

On the last lap, however, King made 
a big charge around Carr to steal the vic- 
tory. Davis was a lonely third over 
Lynch and Dan Butler. 

The second heat started out with 
Roeder leading Johnny Murphree, Jay 
Springsteen, Schnabel and Dan Stanley. 
Roeder pulled out a comfortable lead by 
the midpoint of the race, but his luck 
would sour when his brake came apart. 
He was rapidly caught by both Schnabel 
and Stanley. 

Schnabel grabbed the lead from 
Roeder on lap nine on his Team Pow- 








ell/Van Beek H-D-backed Harley, but 
his lead was short-lived, as Gardner 
Racing /Walters Brothers’ Dan Stanley 
exploded into the lead on the last lap to 
take the win. Roeder struggled home 
third while Springsteen led Murphree to 
the semi. 

The third heat was a dandy as Kopp 
and Parker locked into a race-long war. 
Kopp got the holeshot and led Parker, 
Morehead and Bigelow off to a 10-lap 
battle. Bigelow quickly got by More- 
head, but Kopp and Parker were 
already gone. 





Parker grabbed the lead on lap four, 
only to have Kopp storm back a lap 
later. Coming down to the white flag, 
Parker tried to take the lead on the out- 
side coming out of turn four. Kopp 
withstood the challenge, but it set up 
Parker's last-lap move. This time he 
looked high; then he dived to the bot- 
tom coming off turn four, just nipping 
Kopp at the line. 

Bigelow was a safe third, but his bike 
was making the terrible clanking noise 
of an engine self-destructing. The oil 
pump had quit and Bigelow would be 
relegated to his backup bike. 

The last heat had Hayden on pole, 
but it was Hacker who got off the line 
first, with Paul Morgan right on his rear 
wheel. He was possibly a little too close 
as they exited turn two and he ran up 
Hacker's back and had to shut off. The 
hesitation was all Kevin Varnes needed 
and he rocketed into the lead on the low 
line. Varnes slipped away as Hacker, 
Morgan and Hayden discussed second. 

Once Hayden was able to grab sec- 
ond, he gobbled up ground on Varnes. 
Just past the halfway point, Hayden 
started to contest the lead. Despite con- 
stant pressure from Hayden, Varnes 
held on for the win - setting fast heat 
time in the process. Hacker held Morgan 
off for the last direct transfer into the 
National. 


SEMIS 


Six starting slots were still available 
and the three eight-lap semis would do 
the job. 

Morgan put his Coziahr H-D mount 
out front in the first semi in front of 
Martin, Butler and Steve Beattie. Beattie 
and Butler were left to battle it out when 
Martin coasted to a stop on the back 
straight. Lap five saw the rim-riding 
duo catch Morgan and the battle was on 
for the win. 

Butler was in front on lap six, but the 
white flag found Morgan back on top. 
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The lap that counted went to Beattie оп 
his Stylemaster Custom Motorcycles- 
backed Harley. Morgan and Butler fin- 
ished in a race that was decided by the 
camera. Morgan was headed into the 
National, while Butler was forced to 
pack up. 

The second semi saw Bret Beyer first 
off the line, but it was the Flamingo 
Lounge Harley of Paul Lynch leading at 
the end of the first lap. Former Canadi- 
an Champion Chris Evans went to the 
top on his TLC Racing/ American H-D 
Harley and easily took the win. Lynch 
parked himself on the bottom of the 
track, well ahead of a four-rider contest 
over third. 

Murphree led the pack that included 
Shaun Russell, Beyer and Brett Landes. 
Murphree, Russell and Landes tried the 
high line to reel in Lynch, to no avail. 

The last semi was a classic. Two vet- 
erans - Jay Springsteen on his Bartel’s H- 
D/RC Trucking Harley and Steve More- 
head on his F&S H-D/KK Motorcycle 
Supply-backed Harley - pretty much ran 
away with the race. Springsteen rode the 
very top, while Morehead was as low as 
possible. Lap after lap they rode side by 
side, with Springsteen holding the 
advantage until the white flag came out - 
then Morehead made the bottom work 
just long enough to take the win. Both 
riders would advance while Jeff Ran- 
dolph and Danny Koelsch packed up. 


GRAND NATIONAL 


After some last-minute wheel pack- 
ing, the National was called to the line. 
Led by pole sitter Varnes, the front row 
from the outside consisted of (from the 
outside) Parker, Hayden, King, Carr 
(who had originally looked at the spot 


‚ between Parker and Hayden), Stanley 


and Varnes. Row two was made up of 
Hacker, Davis, Roeder, Schnabel, and a 
blank spot that would have belonged to 
Bigelow and Kopp. Bigelow was starting 
a backup bike and Kopp joined him on 
the penalty line after jumping the start. 
Row three held Springsteen, Beattie, 
Lynch, Evans, Morehead and Morgan. 

Fast qualifier Varnes led the race into 
turn one over Stanley and Parker, but at 
the end of lap one it was 1996 Lake 
Odessa winner Will Davis on the point. 
Varnes had already dropped to fifth on 
his way back into the pack. 

Stanley held down second for one lap 
before giving way to Parker. Stanley 
also faded into the pack. 

By lap five, Parker was in control. 
Then the unheard-of happened - a fail-

ure on the factory Harley. With Parker 
limping around on a blown shock, 
Roeder slid to the top of the track and 
the head of the pack. 

As Parker dropped through the pack, 
it split the pack up and they started to 
string out. When the red flag came out 
on lap nine, Parker had slipped well off 
the pace. But the restart was based on 
lap eight, and Parker was still in fourth 
for the restart. 

Roeder was perfect off the line on the 
restart, but Parker wasted no time in 
also moving up. 

“We set up the new shock as close as 
we could to the first,” Parker said later. 
“Obviously, the bike was fast with 
either shock. I wanted to ride where it 
felt good and where I was earlier. I had 
some good lines earlier, but with the 
shock changes they didn’t work as well 
later. I think you come to the point 
where you ride the motorcycle. You can 
do all this stuff, but when it comes to the 
bottom line - you’ve got to ride the 
motorcycle. What the bike does, you 
correct with your body or whatever 
you ve got to do.” 

"I didn’t know if somebody was 
right behind - I didn't want to look 
back," Roeder said. "But I could feel 
somebody and I remember thinking, 
"Well, they ain't going to pass me on the 
outside. If they're going to pass me, they 
are going to have to go underneath me.’ 
That line was working, and I wasn't 
going to go away from it." 


The laps wore down and Parker was 
closing rapidly. Roeder still held a solid 
lead, but Parker chipped away. 

"He must have really been pushing 
because I never let up,” Roeder said. ^1 
remember thinking a couple times, 
'Man, I ought to back off; no, I better 
not.' I tried to push hard the whole time. 
When that five-lap signal came out, 1 
started counting them down. Man, 
that's the longest five laps I've ever 
raced." 

Cautiously, Carr moved into third on 
the 14th lap. 

"It was really rough down low and it 
didn't matter what they did to it," Carr 
said. "They could pack it in and all it 
did was make the ruts harder. It didn't 
really get rid of them; it just took the 
sharp edges off. You get into the heat of 
the battle and it's hard to be precise, to 
get a smooth line through there. You 
never knew when you were going to 
hook up and catch a rut." 

Davis continues to show flashes of 
speed but hasn't gained the necessary 
consistency to keep him up front. 









"Ihe restart didn't really hurt 
because I was right up there with Geo," 
Davis said. "But when everybody 
picked the pace up, the track started to 
wear out and my setup kind of went 
away. We had a little bit of space on 
them; maybe if the race hadn't been 
stopped we would have stayed up 
front, but that's just speculation. I got. a 
good restart. I just didn't have the right 
line."

Not really 
being able to see all the action, George was 
relying on Adkins to keep him informed and 
with three laps left the conversation went 
something like this: "| think Scotty is catching 
him," George said. "Yep, he's closing." 
Adkins replied. With two laps to go, George 
said, "He's really getting close, isn't he?" As 
the last lap was under way, George had one 
last question: "Eddie, are you sure that's 
Geo?” It certainly was, and George was soon 
headed for his second victory lap of the night. 


An emotional Geo Roeder had many thoughts 
after his victory. "| want to dedicate this win to 
my family, especially. my dad - he has been 
behind me ту whole career. | thought about a 
lot of guys that have paid the ultimate price of 
racing, and I'd like to remember those. guys - 
especially Rodney Farris. This would have 
been his ride and he probably would have won 












tonight. Eddie (Adkins) put on a different set of 





-pipes tonight and told me they were Rodney's 


favorite set of pipes. They worked good for 
me, too. l'd also like to remember Ronnie 
McClure and Dennis Silva - the two guys who 
got killed last year on the way home from Har- 
rington, Delaware. Those two would have been 
here tonight, and | know it would have meant a 
lot to them.” 


Scott Parker continues to pad his points 
lead. and he now leads Rich. King by 33 points. 
Roeder' s win propelled him. into. fifth behind 
Chris Carr апа Will Davis. 


Injury report: J.R. Schnabel had his arm 
checked out at the local hospital after his 
crash in the National and no fracture was 
found. He was scheduled to have the arm 
rechecked after the swelling went down, how- 
ever. Tim Eades, who crashed on the last lap 
of his Harley-Davidson Sportster Performance 
heat, suffered a crushed left pinky finger and a 
fractured shoulder. 


Rich King has a unique plan. “Every time | 
come to 1-96, f get fourth," he said. "| think the 
last three or four years l've finished fourth. 
Next year, | don't. think l'll.even come up here 
and they can just give me fourth. I'm glad to 
see Roeder finally win one. I'd like to see this 
place get a decent weekend of weather. Every 
time we come here, it's either rained all week 
or all night.” 


Parker echoed those sentiments: "The racing 
was great all night - better than the track," he 
said. "We've had bad weather every time 
we ve been here, but you can deal with it when . 
there is a reason.”

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hen it comes to the best 
1998. production 250cc 
motocrosser, Kawasaki has 
the lock and key to that honor, but that 
didn't stop the company from tweaking 
on its 1999 KX250. Kawasaki felt there 
was still some room for improvements - 
mainly decreasing weight and increas- 
ing power and throttle response, and 
focused much of its attention on these 
areas. 
For the most part, Kawasaki left the 


heart of the KX250's motor alone but did. 


go after the carburetor and ignition in 
search of more power. The Power Jet 
Keihin carburetor is now shorter, so 
now the main jet, slide and the new 
tapered needle operate closer to the 
cylinder, thus reducing the amount of 
distance fuel has to travel. Also, 
Kawasaki has added K-TRIC to its 
power-jet system. K-TRIC stands for 





Kawasaki Throttle Responsive Ignition 
Control, which is basically an electronic 


throttle-position sensor that runs off a 


new ОС ignition system that automati- 
cally adjusts timing with different throt- 
tle settings and engine rpm. Kawasaki 
claims that the K-TRIC system improves 
throttle response and boosts power, 
especially from zero to one-third throt- 
tle. 

To increase traction and drive out of 
the turns, the KX250 now has a heavier 
flywheel (from 4.5 kg-cm' to 4.9 kg- 
cm). 

The rest of the engine changes were 
made either to save weight or increase 
durability, such as: shaving metal off 
the kickstart, primary, clutch and 
transmission gears (to reduce rotating 
mass); going to a magnesium clutch 
cover; reducing the wall thickness of 
the muffler end cap; and going to 


involute splines on the countershaft 
for a better fit of the countershaft 
sprocket. 

Even the chassis has been lightened 
up. The perimeter frame now has thin- 
ner wall tubing, and the rear subframe 
is now constructed out of aluminum 
rather than steel. The swingarm has also 
been redesigned in the cast-aluminum 
area to reduce weight, and the spoke 
nipples are now aluminum to reduce 
reciprocating, unsprung weight. 

You might notice from the photos 
that the KX250 has a significantly flatter 
profile (as does the 125, for that matter). 
That’s because the top frame spars now 
lay down closer to parallel with the 
ground to allow a lower gas tank and 
flatter seating position. As you can tell, 
the seat is, in fact, practically flat from 
front to back, but what you can’t see is 
that the midsection is now narrower. 





The area of the rider’s knees has also 
been made narrower, because a large 
section of the radiator shrouds have 
been cut out to expose both sides of the 
fuel cell. 

In the suspension department, the 
big news is the addition of high- and 
low-speed damping adjusters, a la 
Honda. Also, some of the shock’s hard- 
ware has been changed from steel to 
aluminum to reduce weight. The tri- 
spring rate is unchanged, as is the Uni- : 
Trak linkage ratio; however, some of the 
seals and needle bearings have been 
redesigned. 

In another move to reduce weight, 
the upper fork tubes are now smaller in. 
diameter at the upper clamping area 
(54mm to 52mm), the same as it was in. 
1996. Internally, a new rubber bottom- 
ing damper has been added, and the 
fork bottoming cone is now 10mm 





longer. Kawasaki claims that valving 
still controls most of the bottoming, but 
the rubber damper is there to reduce 
“clanking” and sharp jolts to the rider’s 
hands and wrists. 

The lower fork legs have more over- 
lap and thus increased rigidity. The 
axle is clamped with two bolts (down 
from four) on each side. The only 
threaded area is the outer edge, where 


a nut pulls the axle to the side before 


the clamps lock the axle in place. There 
is also less underhang below the axle. 
With the old-style clamp, it was possi- 
ble for the forks to twist slightly in 
extreme conditions because the axle 
could thread itself in and out between 
the fork legs. Some of the internal fork 
parts are now aluminum instead of 
steel. 

A lot of attention was paid to detail

pads now use a special ceramic coating 
to insulate them from heat, and the 
pad backing plate is now thicker to 
prevent warping under extreme condi- 
tions; the footpegs are now heat-treat- 
ed for added strength and increased 
wear-resistance; form-fitted plastic 
covers the swingarm-pivot area to pro- 
tect the frame and give the rider's 
boots more bite; the gas cap is now 
smaller and has rounded edges to bet- 
ter protect riders who sit up on the 
tank; a white plastic tube in the filler 
neck prevents splashing and offers 
slightly more light in the tank when 
filling; a new clutch cable has the 
adjuster near the engine and is rerout- 
ed for an easier pull; and new hand- 
grips have no ribs on the palm side 
and use softer rubber. 

Pretty much all of the changes made 
to the KX250 were also made to the '99 


KX125, including K-TRIC, and then 
some. 

The '98 KX125 had a couple of 
changes that were all its own. 

The KX125 was in serious need of 
power, so Kawasaki reported the cylin- 
der and made some changes to the 
KIPS exhaust power valve, which 
Kawasaki claims has a "freer flowing" 
surface. 

There were also some changes made 
to the chassis, as well. The steering head 
has been moved backward 15mm and 
the swingarm is 10mm shorter, resulting 
in а 30mm-shorter wheelbase than the 
'98 model. Also, the seat foam is now 
25mm shorter through the midsection to 
reduce weight and improve airflow into 
the airbox. Stiffer foam compensates for 
the reduction in padding. 


One of the biggest differences 
between the KX125 and the 250 is that

the 125 gets the trick U-shaped rims 
seen this year on some of the factory 
race bikes. The U-shaped rims have no 
shoulders for mud to grab on to. (Mud 
can collect on square-shaped rims and 
accumulate unwanted weight.) 


Neither the KX125 nor the 250 have 


' gone up in price, as they will once again 


carry suggested retail prices of $4799 
(KX125) and $5649 (KX250). 

Kawasaki will once again be offering 
the KX60, 80, 100 and 500 models, but 
only the KX60 will see any changes. 

Most of those changes were to 
increase engine durability. The connect- 
ing rod is new and is attached to a beefi- 
er big-end bearing. The side washers of 
the big-end bearing are also stronger, as 
is the piston pin boss, which received a 
coating of Alumite. Also, the base gasket 
is made out of thinner metal rather than 
paper. €N

MESQUITE, NV, JUNE 27 
obody at the Silver State 300 
could accuse Johnny Campbell 
A VÀ of being a run-of-the-mill racer. 
The 27-year-old Honda factory pilot 
showed up at Mesquite alone, opting to 
tackle the grueling 317-mile team race in 
the heat of a Nevada summer without a 
partner to share the load. He showed up 
at the predominantly two-stroke event 
on a Honda XR628. And he entered his 
thumper in the Open Pro class, choosing 
to shoot for the overall win rather than 
settle back for what promised to be an 
easier battle in the Four-Stroke Pro class. 

The results were just as remarkable: 
After six hours and 18 minutes of hard- 
on-the-gas racing, Campbell flashed 
across the finish to take the overall win. 
He completed the course three minutes 
ahead of the nearest two-man team.and 
averaged 50 miles an hour on his way to 
victory. 

"I ve never won a Best in the Desert 
race before, but I knew I could win this 
race," said Campbell. “I’ve been training 
and riding really hard. I did a lot of test- 
ing, and I had a lot of determination 
coming in. I've also found a better 
engine package that's more reliable and 
even has more power, so I knew it 
would be a good race for me." 

The long days of summer, coupled 
with the need to separate the two- 
wheeled entries from the Best in the 
Desert's new car and truck classes, put 
the motorcycle racers on the road early. 
The first bike left the line at 5:30 a.m.

BEST IN THE DESERT SILVER 
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and the rest of the 95-entry-strong field 
followed one bike at a time every 30 sec- 
onds. 

The luck of the starting draw put 
Campbell in the lead-off position when 
the race began, and the dust-free num- 
ber-one spot paid dividends as the 
opening section of the dusty course 
headed straight into the rising sun. 

"The first two sections were pretty 
scary because we had the sunlight right 
in our eyes. I thought the dust was terri- 
ble, and it stayed that way all day 
because the course was silty all the 
way," said Jim Gray, who was sharing a 
KTM620SC with Todd Hoy in the Over 
450cc Four-Stroke division. "It was real- 
ly tough to pass guys. We started sixth 
in our class, plus we were behind all the 
Open, 250cc and Vet Pros off the start, 
so there were a lot of people to pass - 
probably about 20 of them." 

Campbell stayed in the physical lead 
as the course headed away from 
Mesquite, a gambling town on the 
Nevada / Arizona /Utah border 70 miles 
east of Las Vegas, and began a long loop 
to the northwest toward the first pit, 
which was just off Highway 93 at Kane 
Springs. 

The Honda ace was still in front 
when he reached pit two at Pahroc Sum- 
mit, 111 miles into the race, but some of 
the hard-charging competition was clos- 
ing the time-adjusted gap behind him. 
The KX500 piloted by Dave Hamel and 
Brian Brown dashed into the pit in sec- 
ond, half a minute behind Campbell 
physically, but the Kawasaki team's 
one-minute starting deficit put them 
half a minute ahead of the Honda in the 
time-adjusted standings. 

There was a three-minute gap back to

Nevada brothers Russ and Nick Pear- 
son, who brought their KTM through in 
third. The Dave Ondas/Destry Abbott 
KX500 was just ahead of the Ty 
Davis/Donnie Book Yamaha for fourth 
on adjusted time, and the KTM entry of 
Mike Healey and Eric Hallgath cleared 
the pit in fifth. 

"Everything went really well at first,” 
said Hallgath. "We were the second bike 
off the line and I was still second overall 
going into the first pit, but then I got 
passed by the (Hamel/Brown) Kawasaki, 
and shortly after that I had a little get-off. 
The skidplate bolts came off the front and 
it dug into the ground. Thank goodness I 
was going really slow." 

Hallgath lost time removing the rest 
of the skidplate bolts, lost three more 
positions changing a shock at pit three, 
and then discovered that he would have 
to ride the rest of the race by himself. 

“Healey did 35 miles, then got hurt. 
He hurt his wrist and couldn't continue, 
so I had to finish the race," said Hall- 
gath. "On a course like this, where you 
can't preride, it's really not that bad. It's 
not a big disadvantage riding sections 
you didn't plan to ride, because nobody 
else has seen them either." 

The 250cc Pro class had already 
developed into a no-holds-barred battle 
between the lead-off Kawasaki piloted 
by Oakley Lehman and Larry Roeseler 
and the number-two starter - a WR250 
Yamaha shared by James Summers and 
Shane Esposito. 

"We've led on time pretty much all 
the way," said Summers. "The other 
team was in front of us on the start, but 
Esposito put us in the lead physically by 
the time we got to pit two. I like racing 
with Lehman and Roeseler because we 
are so tightly matched. It's going to be 
like this all day - back and forth. I have a 
lot more fun when it's tight like this. 
When you're out in front or way behind, 
it's boring." 

The race for the Over-30 Pro lead was 
shaping up to be a three-way battle 
between the Honda commanded by 
Darrol Brown and Kevin Brown, the 
KTM shared by Daryl Folks and John 
Rudder, and blast-from-the-past racers 
Ted Hunnicutt and Garth Sweetland, 







who had teamed up on a Montclai 
Yamaha YZAOOF. 

The Brown brothers' Honda led the 
way into pit two, and the KTM and 
Yamaha were neck and neck for second 
but when Rudder handed the KT 
over, Folks became a team of one. 

“He (Rudder) hurt his arm and said 
he thought it might be broken," said 
Folks. "Hearing that kind of knocked 
the wind out of me. I had a funny feel 
ing I wasn't going to see him again fo 
the rest of the day, and that told me 
what I was in for. I just wasn't mentall 
or physically ready to do the rest of the 
race by myself. You're bummed, and 
that takes you out mentally. If I was to 
start the race knowing I had to do it b 
myself, that would be different - I'd gea 
up mentally - but this was tough." 

Back in the 125cc Pro division, KX125 
racers Erik Griffith and Dana Van Stee 
were a different kind of alone. 

"We're the only ones in our class 
which is a bit of a bummer,” said Ve 
Stee. "It's a lot of fun racing a 125, but 
it’s a lot more fun when you have some 
body to race against." 

Jonah Street and Taber Murphy had 
the lead in the Four-Stroke Over 450cq 
class as they thundered into pit two, just 
ahead of class rivals Greg Bringle and 
Craig Smith, and Kawasaki-mounted 
David Fry and Scott Wilson were lead 
ing the Four-Stroke Under 450cc class. 

The race continued north through the 
high country to pit three at Panaca, the 
doubled back into Cathedral Gorge fo 
the fourth gas stop. The Kawasaki pilot 
ed by Dave Hamel and Brian Brow 
came into pit row in the lead and, after a 
brief break for service, was still in the 
lead when it headed out for the 35-mile 
dash to the last gas stop in Caliente. 

Campbell's Honda was 41 second 
back in second, which put him almost 
two minutes behind the Kawasaki o 
adjusted time. 

"Right after pit three, I was kind of 
dogging it through some tight stuff and 
Brown just seemed like he was being 
really aggressive - really on the раз,” 
said Campbell. "It was too dangerous 
for my ability and I had to let him go 
Brown was going really fast, but I kne 
Hamel would get back on the bike and 
could probably stay with him, so I jus 
waited and waited and waited." 

Ondas and Abbott dashed out of pit 
four in third, but when the stopwatches 
were consulted, their total elapsed time 
had them in second, just 17 second 









































behind the Hamel/Brown Kawasaki, 
and Campbell was bumped back to 
fourth when Russ and Nick Pearson’s 
KTM cleared the pit fourth in the physi- 
cal standings but a minute and a half 
faster than the Honda pilot on adjusted 
time. 

“It took me about 15 miles to get 
used to the four-stroke this morning, 
because I usually ride a two-stroke, but I 
had a blast after that, and Russ did a 
great job,” said Nick Pearson. “We were 
running third most of the day and we 
had no dust in the middle of the race 
because Campbell and Brian Brown 
were ahead of us by a minute or two.” 

Ty Davis and Donnie Book were fifth 
on adjusted time when they cleared pit 
four, and the Yamaha racers weren't 
having a whole lot of fun. 

“It was going, but not the greatest up 
until then. It was fun, just dusty - 
extremely dusty,” said Book. “We were 
sixth off the line and we were there pret- 
ty much all day, just playing catch-up. 
You just couldn’t pass anywhere. It was 
hard riding the terrain in dust like that 
and hard picking up markings. I was 
blowing a lot of corners.” 

The terrain turned mountainous 
around Caliente, and the transition to 
second gear, and tight trees, after wide- 
open desert took some of the riders by 
surprise. 

» “We had. a slight mishap in the trees 
and broke off the brake lever, but we 
‘were running a big gas tank, so we 
‘didn’t have to stop at any of the alter- 
nate pits, and we were okay on time,” 
said Eron Boyer, who was teamed with 
Matt Burroughs on a KX250. 

o»: Nate Pearson, David Pearson and 
Bryan Freeman, who were leading the 
‚250сс Experts and were in the hunt for 
he overall Expert win, had similar 
problems. 

"The trees were a bit tougher than 
мге thought. They ripped stuff off,” said 
Nate, pointing to a broken handguard. 
“We had a few problems early оп, too. 
We lost the shifter 10 miles off the start 
and David had to ride with the bike 
stuck in fourth. We had a rear flat for 20 
miles, too." 

Something was also afoot for Daryl 
Folks. 

` “I've got a sore toe that absolutely 
killed me today," said Folks. “Believe it 
or not, Nick Pearson and I locked bars 
riding at about two miles per hour last 
week. I went to dab to save it and 
stubbed my toe. It feels like it’s been in a 
vice all day." 

But there was no time to consider 
anything other than the dash for the fin- 
ish when the front-runners reached the 
last pit in Caliente, only 65 miles from 
the finish at Maynard Lake. 

Campbell had regained the physical 
lead, but the Ondas/ Abbott Kawasaki 
was a minute ahead on time when it 
flashed out of the pit in second. The 
Pearsons were running third physically 
but were 20 seconds ahead of Campbell 
on time, while the Hamel/Brown 
Kawasaki, which was running fourth 
physically, was half a minute ahead of 
Campbell on time, relegating the Honda 
pilot to fourth overall. 

But the race was far from over. 
About 15 miles into the final section of 
the course, Abbott crashed in a high- 
speed section and was unconscious on 
the ground when Nick Pearson and then 
Brian Brown reached him. 

“It was a scary fast section. | don't 
know if he didn't see something and hit 
it or what, but he would've been going 
really fast," said Book, who was the 
next rider to reach the wreck. "He was 
conscious when I got there, and there

were people there to help him, so I 
went on to the road crossing to get 
help." 

While Pearson and Brown did what 
they could to help Abbott until aid 
arrived, the race that either of them 
might have won went on around them. 

Campbell crossed the finish just 
before noon to take the overall win and 
$1400 Open Pro purse with a total 
elapsed time of six hours, 18 minutes 
and 25 seconds, unaware of the drama 
behind him that had turned the race 
upside down. 

"Dave Hamel made a mistake and 
disappeared; I think he made a wrong 
turn, so that put me back in the physical 
lead and I never saw anybody from pit 
five to the end,” said Campbell. “I had 
fresh rubber on the bike, which made it 
a little more confidence-inspiring, and I 
didn't know how close anybody was, so 
I just pushed and pushed and pushed 
all the way to the finish. 

"This feels great," Campbell contin- 
ued. "I've never won an overall Casey 
(Folks) race before. I did crash once 
between pit two and three, and I think I 
must've broken my little finger, and I 
ran out of water about 30 miles ago, but 
other than that it was great. I like riding 
in Nevada; the roads here suit my riding 
style, and I learned a lot riding the ral- 
lies I did, so I don't mind riding by 
myself for 300 miles. My faith in God 
helped out a lot, too." 

Donnie Book, who continued on to 
the finish after relaying word about 
Abbott's fall, crossed the line in second 
overall, three minutes behind Campbell. 

"It was hard riding after seeing him 
(Abbott) lying there like that. Hopefully 
they. got to him fast and he is not hurt too 
bad," said a noticeably subdued Book "I 
stopped for about two minutes, I guess. 
We didn't have that good of a race. We 
started back and we've just been playing 
catch-up in the dust all day." 

Eric Hallgath, who rode all but 35 
miles of the race on the KTM 380 he 
shared with Mike Healey, finished third 
overall, five minutes behind the 
Davis/Book Yamaha. 

“Т haven't ridden a Casey (Folks) race 
in almost eight years, so it was a good 
learning experience, and that's what I 
enjoyed the most," said Hallgath. "I 
came here and finished the race. I might 
not be as fast as these kids, but I will be 
here at the finish." 

Fourth went to Yamaha-mounted 
James Summers and Shane Esposito, 





who finished with no center knobs on 
their rear tire but managed to hold off 
the Kawasaki piloted by Oakley 
Lehman and Larry Roeseler all day 
long. 

"We had a pretty awesome ride and 
didn't have any problems," said Sum- 
mers, who finished - in a shower of 
champagne - more than 11 minutes 
ahead of Lehman and Roeseler, who 
took fifth overall. “They were ahead of 
us off the start, and they got back ahead 
of us when we had a problem changing 
a tire and took a bit longer changing it 
than we wanted, but they never passed 
us on time. I like racing with them 
because even if we start passing each 
other, they are safe. They are not going 
to take you out. That makes racing fun.” 

“T could see his dust for the whole last 
section, but I couldn’t really make up any 
time,” said Lehman. “We had no prob- 
lems, except I almost hit a horse going up 
a sand wash in third gear. There were a 
bunch of horses running across and 1 
nearly hit the last of them. I just grabbed 
the front brake and leaned it over. But 
other than that it was a good ride.” 

Hunnicutt and Sweetland brought 
their Yamaha home in sixth overall to 
top the Over 30 Pro division, two min- 
utes ahead of the second-placed team of 
Honda riders Darrol Brown and Kevin 
Brown. 

“The middle part was a little fast, but 
I liked the last section coming in because 
it got a little technical, and I like the 
heat, too,” said Sweetland, one of many 
riders who commented on the 90-plus 
degrees that scorched the finish. “I work 
in the heat every day, which makes it 
easier, so I do well in it." 

Nick Pearson finally brought the 
KTM he shared with his brother Russ 
home to the finish in eighth overall, 
more than half an hour behind the rac- 
ers he had led into the final section of 
the course. 

"Everything was going good. We'd 
had a good ride and the bike was work- 
ing good," said Pearson. "I think we 
would've been second or third, the way 
things were going." 

Pearson was followed home by the 
Jim Gray /Todd Hoy KTM, which took 
ninth overall and first in the big Four- 
Stroke division, seven minutes ahead of 
their nearest class competitors. 

Brian Brown brought the KX500 he 
shared with Dave Hamel home a disap- 
pointing 10th overall. 

"We were in third when Abbott 
crashed and we might've even been 
ahead of Campbell on time, but I would 
rather see him (Abbott) be all right than 
win," said Brown. "He was knocked out 


when I got there. I took off his goggles 
and he woke up, but he was complain- 
ing about his back and his arm." 

Abbott checked out fine at a local 
hospital but still has no memory of the 
day's racing. 

"I have no idea what happened. I 
remember being at the start and being in 
the hotel room, but I don't remember 
anything in between. It's kind of fuzzy," 
Abbott said 48 hours after the race. "I 
guess everything is okay. My helmet 
was cracked and messed up pretty 
good, but everything else looks good. 
They took a whole lot of X-rays at the 
hospital and I guess I didn't break any- 
thing, but my back is really bruised and 
my spine is still swollen. I guess I'm 
pretty lucky, and I'm feeling a lot bet- 
ter." 

Four-strokers Greg Bringle and Craig 
Smith finished 11th overall, edging 
Jonah Street and Taber Murphy out of 
second in the big Four-Stroke class by 
two minutes. The Daryl Folks/John 
Rudder KTM crossed the line in 13th, 
ahead of David Fry and Scott Wilson, 
who topped the Four-Stroke Under- 
450cc class. 

"We had a flat tire, and we lost the 
rear brakes and had to ride 40 mfles 
without brakes after pit four, so we 
lost some overall positions, but we 
were so far ahead in our class, we just 
took our time," said Wilson. “АП in all, 
it was a wonderful race. I loved the 
water crossings - they were a good 
cool-off right by Caliente. There were 
four or five of them." 

The David Pearson/Nate Pearson/ 
Bryan Freeman KTM took 15th overall to 
top the Expert racers. The trio, whose 
ages range from 14 to 21, stole the expert 
honors from Open Experts Scott Under- 
wood and Craig Sasso by just a minute 
and a half. Greg Zitterkopf topped the 
Ironman Experts in 17th overall, and 
Erik Griffith and Dana Van Stee took 
125cc Pro honors in 21st overall. €N

MONTEVARCHI, ITALY, JUNE 28 
ust like a World Heavyweight box- 
ing championship, this year's 
World 250cc Motocross Champi- 
onship is about scoring more points in 
every round and not letting your com- 
petition get that all-important knockout 
punch. In Montevarchi, Italy, during the 
latest round of Europe's most important 
motocross series, the leading riders - 
Sebastien Tortelli and Stefan Everts - 
threw just enough punches to damage 
the other's solid chin, yet the knockout 
punch looks a long way off. 

What transpired in the 100-degree 
heat on the hills of Montevarchi once 
again proved that this year's champi- 
onship can go in any direction. At the 
present moment, Everts leads Tortelli by 
seven points, 323 to 316, yet it is Tortelli 
who has scored 187 points in the past 
five rounds to Everts' 176 points, after 
Everts started off the series by winning 
three of the first four rounds. The tide 
has certainly turned. 

Saturday's qualification once again 
showed Everts and Tortelli to be the 
only riders capable of taking the Italian 
track by the horns: Everts claimed the 
top spot with a time of two minutes and 
17.148 seconds, and Tortelli came in 
with a 2:17.470. Third-placed Frederic 
Bolley was one second slower than 
Tortelli, and fourth place went to anoth- 
er Honda rider - Pit Beirer. 

While Europe has experienced one of 
its worst June months, with almost trop- 
ical rainstorms, it was anything but a 
wet track that greeted the riders on the 
Sunday of the Italian GP. A sun-baked 
track that had not seen water for what 
looked like months was finally getting a 
watering, and while the timing of the 
track preparation by the Italian organiz- 
ers was anything but poor, the riders 
had other things to worry about. 

“It is very hot, but it’s the same for 
everyone and you cannot let it get to 
you or you're already racing against 
yourself,” said American Tallon Voh- 
land. 

While riders wore wet towels around 
their heads, and the spectators looked 
for any type of cover, it was the cool and 
calm Sebastien Tortelli who bolted out 
of the start straight in moto one with 
one thing in mind. Going into the slight 
uphill first turn, the French wonder had 
already taken a slight lead over Everts, 
Bolley, Vohland and Beirer. Everts, 
though, turned his machine into a wet 
area on the first corner and pinned the 
throttle open. 

"| tried the different line and it 
worked out okay," Everts said. "I was 
able to get by Sebastien and take the 
lead." 

French riders were all over Everts 
like a pack of wild animals, as Tortelli 
held second going into the first lap, fol- 
lowed by Mickael Maschio and Yves 
Demaria. Further back was Vohland in 
sixth place and a fallen Pit Beirer in 
30th. 

“I just crashed," Beirer said. "I had 
about sixth place going into the first cor- 
ner, but by the time I got up, I was last." 

Within the first few laps, Everts 
looked to have the goods to keep Tortel- 
li in second place, but Tortelli has been 
the master of making even the great 
Everts look vulnerable; however, on this 
occasion the Belgian rider was up to 
dealing with the antics of the young 
rider. 

“I did not feel good, okay," Everts 
said. “I got the lead in the second cor- 
ner, but my arms were pumping. I think 
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that Sebastien was on my back wheel, 
which made it very difficult for me." 

Yet it would soon be all over for the 
Kawasaki-mounted Tortelli. 

“I tried to pass Stefan twice, but he 
passed me back," he said, "and then I 
was looking for a good rhythm, some 
good lines, but I made a mistake." 

The mistake would cost Tortelli 30 
seconds and, once again, Everts was 
looking like “Mr. Cool.” 

"Once he fell, then it was easy," 
Everts said. “1 just cruised to the win." 

Fourth-placed Vohland was also 
more than a little chipper in the Yamaha 
pit enclosure. 

“Hey, for my first race back from my 
injuries, I am very pleased," Vohland 
said, “and my hand is still hurting. I 
took some painkillers before the start, 


but in the last part of the moto, the pain 


came back, but I fought through the 
pain and finished great." 
Bierer had also done a great job. 
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“1 fought through from last and fin- 
ished seventh, so that was pleasing,” he 
said. “But to fall so early in the moto 
was not a good move.” 

Other top finishers were Marnicq 
Bervoets in fifth and Maschio in sixth. 

The second moto was another story, 
as Kawasaki riders Demaria and Tortelli 
led Everts into the first lap. 

“I wanted to prove to everyone that 
said I was finished that I still have it," 
said Demaria of his sudden lead. 

Everts, however, was feeling the heat 
as he crashed and lost second place. 

“1 just fell on a slippery corner, lost 
the front wheel and lost several places," 
Everts said. 

Tortelli was much luckier than 
Everts, though. 

"| was following Stefan into the cor- 
ner and also slipped a little," Tortelli 
said. "I ran over his fallen bike and just 
managed to hold my bike up." 

Through the heat, the top two riders

breezed away from 
everyone, with Fred- 
eric Bolley ending his 
midfield charge with 
an injured arm. 

“I crashed on lap 
five and limped back 
to the pits," frowned 
the Honda rider. "It's 
nothing serious - just 
lost points." 

By lap seven, 
Demaria started 
looking over his 
shoulder, and a hard- 
riding Tortelli made 
a move on his team- 
mate. 

"Yves was very 
fast early," Tortelli 
said, “but I felt good 
and was able to pass 
Yves and take a nice 
lead." 

Everts, who had 
picked himself up in 
fifth place, was now 
having trouble with 
Vohland. 

“It took me a long 
time to get past Vohland," Everts said. 
“Не was much slower, and sometimes 
he can be a little wide open, and I did 
not want to fall again." 

Vohlànd, on the other hand, had his 
side of the story. 

“If he wants to pass me, he had better 
be ready to fight," Vohland said. "He's 
knocked me off a few times this year, so 
he should not talk about me." 

As the race entered the closing 
stages, Tortelli moved to an easy win, 
leading home a hard-charging Everts by 
15 seconds, while Demaria was another 
10 seconds further behind. Drained 
from the heat, Demaria was totally off 
his feet and had to be carried from his 
machine, while Tortelli looked like а 
fresh kid on the podium. 

The French wonder expects the battle 
for the championship to only get 
tougher. 

"Stefan is a great rider, but I am look- 
ing forward to the next races," said the 
Italian GP winner. “Then we will see 
who has the championship." CN

MONTEVARCHI, ITALY, JUNE 28 

aving finished in second place in 
the American West Coast 125cc 
Supercross Championship Series, 
one would think that French rider 
David Vuillemin was going for the 
number-one plate in the World 125cc 
Motocross Championships this year. 
Vuillemin, who has won the past three 
rounds of the 125cc Championship, is 
looking like a cat about to pounce on a 
poor, defenseless. mouse, yet the Yama- 
ha-mounted rider is still talking second 
or third place. 

"At the start of the year, I wanted to 
finish top three, so that is going okay - if 
I get top three, I'm happy,” said the 
honest Vuillemin. 

When the 125cc Series entered Mon- 
tevarchi for the seventh round, 
Vuillemin was some 20 points behind 
defending champion and series leader 
Alessio Chiodi of the Husqvarna team; 
now, after Montevarchi, it's just four 
points. 

In timed practice, it was Chiodi who 
blasted around the Italian track with the 
quickest time of 2:18.951, and the best 
Vuillemin could do was a 2:19.122, 
enough for second fastest, yet still one 
second slower than Chiodi's time. 

By the time the first moto was 
halfway over, though, Vuillemin was 
looking at closing the points deficit, as 
Chiodi sat trackside with a blown Husq- 
varna. 

“My bike just made a sound and 
stopped,” said Chiodi. | 

As for Vuillemin, a third place and 15 
points left him just seven points back 
from the series leader. It was Alessandro 
Puzar who won the first moto, ahead of 
Honda-mounted Luigi Seguy. Puzar 
had also made up valuable points on the 
sidelined Chiodi. 

“By the time we get to the last round, 
it will be anybody's guess who wins," 
said Puzar. 

Moto two, and this time Vuillemin 
won going away, with Chiodi second 
and Puzar rounding out the top three. 

"| know if I make one mistake, the 
championship is over," said Vuillemin. 
"It's all about getting enough points on 
the others, and if I keep riding like this, 
then I can win." 

Chiodi had another story. 

“If I Keep blowing my motors or los- 








ing chains (the latter happened to him at 
the previous round), then I will not 
win," Chiodi reasoned. CN

POVAZSKA BYSTRICA, SLOVAKIA, JUNE 28 
ndrea Bartolini put his disappoint- 
ment regarding the previous 
week’s Czech GP behind him to 
bounce back with a double win at the 
Slovakian 500cc MX GP, his speed down 
the hilly track proving to be the decisive 
factor. 

Joel Smets was the other big winner 
of the weekend, so to speak, as his two 
second places (after a week on antibi- 
otics) extended his points leads to 40, as 
his nearest rival, Darryll King, DNF'd 
race one. 

The long gravel start straight was 
perfect for the Husqvarna trio and only 








Smets was still with them at the first 
turn. The Champion banged bars with 
Darryll King for the lead through the 
first few turns before settling down in 
second. 

"I could see Darryll was making mis- 
takes," Smets said, "and after my first 
serious attempt to pass didn't work out, 
I backed off a little for a few laps. The 
next hill came, I went for the lead at the 
bottom of the hill, and it worked." 

The Kiwi explained his difficulties. 

"| was missing gears from the word 
go," King said. "At first I thought it was 
me, but then it started jumping out of 
third." 

After dropping downfield, the World 
number two sensibly quit before hurting 
himself. 

Still, the winner was not to be Smets. 

“I've been sick in the week and tak- 
ing antibiotics," Smets said. "I was glad 
just to make a result here, and when I 
passed Darryll, that was all I needed. I 
knew that I couldn't hold off Andrea if 
he came up on me. He is the fastest this 
week." 

Indeed, the Italian was the fastest, 
having topped qualification by a second 
and a half. 

“I had a problem out of the gate,” 
Bartolini said. "Shayne King came 
across me. Peter (Johansson) had 
already warned me he (King) is riding 
wild, and now I know it for myself. I 
was angry with myself for a while, and 
it took me a few laps to settle down." 

. From 14th, Bartolini needed just 25 
minutes to snatch second and nine min- 
utes more to pass Smets for the win. 

A broken throttle cable for Johan 
Boonen, while holding fifth, meant that 
Bernd Eckenbach was the only Husq- 
varna finisher, in third. 

Peter Johansson had gone out on lap 
one. 
“Thierry Klutz decided not to jump 
the uphill double at the last moment, 
and I was already committed," Johans- 
son said. "I landed on his back and my 
right shoulder popped out of its socket."

д he offices of Cycle News have 
been receiving a fairly steady 
stream of letters and phone 
calls since the beginning of the 
1998 AMA Grand National Champio- 
ship Series season, and all have wanted 
to know the same thing: Where the heck 
is Kevin Atherton? 

To longtime readers and fans of dirt 
track racing, the question may have 
seemed valid enough. After all, Ather- 
ton had just enjoyed two stellar seasons 
with the Michigan-based Total Control 
Racing team - especially 1996, which 
saw him win six out of the last 10 races 
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and stand on the podium in 10 out of 
the last 11 before finishing second in the 
standings to Scott Parker. 

Then, after running well again all 
season and claiming three more Grand 
National wins, bringing his career total 
to 11, Atherton appeared to surprise his 
fans - and even his team and sponsors - 
by announcing that he planned to go 
road racing in 1998.

Atherton is alive 
and well, and has no plans to return to dirt 
track anytime soon.

Then, no Kevin. Anywhere. And the 
letters and phone calls began pouring 


in, as did rumors that Atherton was 
going stock-car racing or Indy-car rac- 
ing. Or was getting ready to check him- 
self into the Betty Ford Clinic. 

Well, we found Kevin Atherton - it 
wasn't that hard to do - and we took the 
chance to chat with him and set the 
record straight. So stop calling. 

So, what have you been doing with 
yourself? 

Just being a normal 27-year-old guy, 
man. 

And what is that like? 

It's relaxing. I’m just enjoying myself, 
really. How else can I put it? There's a 
lot more to life than racing motorcycles. 
I mean, ever since I was 4 years old, Ive 
been racing motorcycles - every week- 
end. I recently did one of my first family 
reunions in a long time, went to my 
cousin's graduation and saw a lot of rel- 
atives that I haven't seen in a long time. 
I wouldn't have been able to do that if 
I'd had to go to some race track. 

But I still ride motorcycles every day. 
I just turned 22,000 miles on my 916. 1 
still love to go fast on a motorcycle, but 
I've just been bored with it the last cou- 
ple of years. I just have no enthusiasm to 
go racing. | 

I went to Milwaukee for that 95th 
anniversary celebration all-star race at 
State Fair Park. I jumped on the thing 
and was going fast right after the third 
lap. I was competitive, but that was just 
an exhibition race, and nobody had any- 
thing to prove. Even then I thought, 
‘Maybe this will get my ambition going 
again.' But it was like, 'Nope.' I turned 
around and headed back down to North 
Carolina, where I'm staying, and head- 
ed out onto the lake to go water-skiing. 
I'm just relaxin', hanging out with 
friends and being a normal guy. 

It seemed like it wasn't long after you 
left that the rumors started flying. Peo- 
ple were saying that they'd heard you 
were in trouble with alcohol and 
things like that. How do you respond 
to that? 

(Sighs) Oh man... I'm sure there's all 
kind of rumors like that going on, but 
they're not true at all. People say 
things, but you oughta believe nothing 
of what you hear and half of what you 
see. Really, they can say anything they 
want to, and it's not gonna bother me. I 
don't have anything to prove to any- 
one. 

Describe the whole scenario behind 
your leaving TCR. A lot of confusion 
was brought about by your announc- 


| ing that you were leaving to go road 


racing. What really happened there? 
Well, it was actually in the middle of 
last year - before Indianapolis - that I 
just started getting bored with it and 
wanted to do something different. I 
thought that I'd like to get on a road 
racer at the time, but then when I 
really think about it, I don't even 
want to do that. I don't want to spend 
every weekend at a race track any- 
more. 

So, at Indianapolis, I talked to Benson 
(Ford) about it and told him that I really 
didn't want to do it anymore, and I 
talked to T.C. and Davey (Watts) about 
it before the California swing. It was 
nothing to do with the team or anything 
like that. It was a decision Га made for 
myself that there was more to life than 
racing. 

Even then, I thought that I'd still do a 
couple races this year, you know, like 
the TV races. Then, as it came closer to 
doing it, I decided that I wasn't into it. 
And so that wouldn't be fair to a team 
owner if I went out there and wasn't 
really interested in it. That's when you 
get hurt or things go wrong. Like I said, 








] just don't have the enthusiasm right 
now to go racing. 

What about the talk that you were 
looking to go car racing? 

Well, I've gotten into this car stuff down 
here (in North Carolina), going to the 
races and stuff, and I'm not even too 
excited about that. It's all politics. 

You lived in Indianapolis for a while, 
too, didn't you? 

Yes. I actually moved there while I was 
still racing because I wanted to be in a 
bigger city with a race-oriented environ- 
ient. And the Indy-car stuff intrigues 
me. They're right on the edge like we 
are with the motorcycles. But it's quite a 
different group of people running that. I 
don't even know where I'd get my foot 
in the door. It’s huge money, and you've 
got to have a lot of money to get into it. 
How did you wind up in Charlotte? 
Куе got a buddy who races those 
NASCAR SuperTrucks down here, and 
he invited me down here. So I just came 
down and have been hanging out and 
going to the races. It's a good time, and 
l've met some very good people down 
here, trying to get my feet wet. A lot of 
them that I've talked to would like to 
see more motorcycle racers in the cars, 
because they know that the motorcycle 
guys will race hard, but it gets back to 
the same old thing. There's such a huge 
market here that anyone can drive a car 
if they've got $3 million to spend. 
You've also mentioned that you might 
try sprint-car racing, which would 
seem to be the most logical step for 
someone with your background. 

My dad has a friend in Michigan who 
has a sprint car, and this guy would like 
to see me take a school and see what 
happens, because he would like to have 
someone local driving his car. Ill be 
heading back up to Michigan soon, and 
hopefully I can see what his plans are or 
if he's still interested. 

And that's not saying that Га even 
like to jump into a sprint car. I'd like to 
take the school just to do that for fun, 
not necessarily to try and go racing. 
Have you even kept up on what's been 
going on in the Grand National Cham- 
pionship Series? 

No. I've learned more from talking to 
you the last couple times than from any- 
thing else. I haven't even read a Cycle 
News since October of last year. 1 
thought I would go to Parkersburg and 
watch that race because it's only about 
five hours from here, but I didn't do it. 
How would you respond to dirt track 
fans who might feel that you have let 
them down? It seems like the unspo- 
ken rule is that a top rider such as 
yourself should be aboard a top motor- 
cycle and contesting the series for pos- 
terity's sake. 

I feel bad, because I know that they 
want to see me out there, but then 
again, I don't feel bad. I am my own 
person, and I make my own decisions. 
It (racing) is something I don't want to 
do. I know that they expect you - when 
you're healthy - to be on a motorcycle. 
It's like when people change jobs 
‚because they're tired of doing what 
„they're doing. Well, I got tired of crap- 
py race tracks and tired of having to 
-see an orthopedic surgeon after every 
„Season. 

I don't want to seem like an asshole 
or anything like that, but I just want do 
.something different with my life. I’m 
not walking away or saying that I'm 
totally done with it - dirt track has 
brought some of the best times of my 
life - but people do change. I've enjoyed 
my career, and I don't have to prove 
anything to anyone. €N

THE INAUGURAL 
JACK MILNE CUP

COSTA MESA, JUNE 27 

E obby “Boogaloo” Schwartz was 
picture perfect Saturday night at 

i Costa Mesa Speedway, as he 
won the inaugural Jack Milne Cup 
memorial race. Milne was the first 
American World Champion in any form 
of motor racing, capturing the World 
Speedway title back in 1937. Harry 
Oxley went to work in Jack Milne's 
motorcycle shop, and in 1969 they 
teamed up and opened the famous bull- 
ring speedway track at the Orange 
County Fairgrounds. The rest is history. 
Milne has left us, but his legacy lives on 
with the Jack Milne Cup. 

The race format featured an all- 
scratch program, with three rounds of 
racing, two semis and a main event. 
Points were earned by finish, 4-3-2-1-0, 
with the top 10 moving on to the semis. 


ROUND 1 


John Aden opened up the night's 
action by reading the gate perfectly and 
leading from start to finish. "Fast" Eddie 
Castro went to work on the outside but 
could do no better than second. David 
Taylor held off reserve rider John 
DeFries for third, while Robbie Sauer 
fell victim to turn one and settled for the 
fifth. In the second heat, Johnny Walker 
cut the best gate, but Charlie "The 
Edge" Venegas ran him down and took 
the lead before one lap was in the books. 
Charlie Cooley, who has been really rid- 
ing hot lately, had enough for the sec- 
ond behind his friend, with Shawn 
McConnell picking up the third. 

Randy DiFrancesco like Sauer fell 
victim to turn one, where he spun out. 

The third heat saw Jason Chism fall 
victim to the tapes, as he went into them, 
and if you touch the tapes, it is an auto- 
matic DQ. On the restart, Kon Baur came 
from the pole, got the jump on the field 
and held everyone at bay until the 
white-flag lap, when Rick Pearce got the 
drive out of four and won the race to the 
checkered. "Rad" Brad Oxley, who is 
normally the spoiler, had to settle for 


third, with Gary Ackroyd picking up 
fourth. The final heat of the first round 
had Schwartz, out of five, explode into 
the lead and never look back. Chris "The 
Kid" Manchester put on all kinds of 
pressure, but the veteran Schwartz never 
lost his cool and Manchester had to settle 
for second. In his first time out this sea- 
son, Josh Larsen gave a good account of 
himself by coming away with a third- 
place finish. Andy “The Enforcer” 
Northrup was fourth, with rider of the 
week Paul Binnquist fifth. 


ROUND 2 


In heat five it was Larsen who got the 
jump on the field from the fourth slot. It 
was short-lived, as Schwartz moved him 
out of the way with one lap in the books 
and took command of the race. Larsen 
had more than enough for second, with 
Ackroyd, DiFrancesco and Taylor 
rounding out the field. In heat six, Coo- 
ley cut a great gate, which put him into 
the lead. Unfortunately, a red flag 
stopped the race, and on the restart, it 
was Chism, from the outside, who got 
the jump on the field and more than 
made up for his first heat by going wire 
to wire for the win. Northrup locked 
into second, with Cooley and DeFries 
third and fourth. Sauer fell victim to 
turn one again. 

Castro put it all together in heat 
seven, breaking from the fourth gate 
and beating the field to the first turn. 
McConnell, working down low, was

second for one lap before Venegas, tak- 
ing the long way around on the outside, 
got by with one lap down. McConnell 
would end up third, with Walker and 
Baur making up the rest of the field. 

Manchester went heads up against 
Oxley in the final heat of the second 
round, and it was a barn burner. Man- 
chester made the whole track work, and 
Oxley was looking for any kind of open- 
ing to get by. Throw Pearce and Aden 
into the mix, and it was a toss-up. No 
one made any mistakes, and they would 
finish in that order. Binnquist ran fifth. 

After two rounds, Schwartz was the 
only undefeated rider. Venegas and 
Manchester were one point behind with 
one more round to go. 


ROUND 3 


A red flag hallmarked the first heat 
in the final round. Ackroyd was deemed 
to be the cause and he watched the race 
from the pits. On the restart, Venegas 
came from the outside and took it to the 
rest of the field. Pearce went after the 
leader, but Aden was knocking on 
Pearce's door, and Pearce was content 
with second. Aden was next, with Bin- 
nquist rounding out the field. 

The red flag also came out in heat 10, 
when DiFrancesco touched the tapes. 
He argued his case, saying it was his 
visor, but the ref wasn't having any, and 
DiFrancesco's night was over. On the 
restart, Larsen got the call and went out 
on top from the second gate. Castro and 









Northrup went at it for second. 
Northrup took full advantage when 
Castro spun out in turn one, and 
Northrup ran second. Taylor ended up 
fifth, as he was unable to get his bike 
started and didn't make the call. 

The intensity level was rising in heat 
11. Chism got overanxious, touched the 
tapes and was DQ'd. They lined up 
again, and this time it was a clean start. 
Schwartz again came up with the start 
that put him into the lead. McConnell 
was on the ball as he slid into second, 
with Cooley in third and Sauer in 
fourth. They would finish in that order, 
giving Schwartz his hat trick. 

In the final heat race of the night, 
Manchester looked like a contender as 
he came from the middle of the track 
and took the lead. Oxley again was 
playing the role of spoiler in second, but 
Manchester gave him no openings he 
could use and he would have to be 
happy with second. Walker and DeFries 
were third and fourth, with Baur falling 
victim to turn four on the first lap. 

The points were so close that there 
was a four-way tie for the final three 
spots in the semis, necessitating a 
runoff. Cooley drew the pole, with 
Northrup in two and McConnell in 
three. On the far outside was Aden. 
When the gate came up, Aden broke to 
the front, with Northrup in second. 
McConnell went to work down low and 
soon had third. Cooley spun out in one 
and pretty much sealed his fate, leaving 
the top three to advance. 


SEMIS 


The first semi had Manchester on the 
pole, with Venegas in two and Oxley in 
three. Pearce drew four, with 
McConnell in five. They all came out of 
the gate pretty evenly, but it was Vene- 
gas who turned it up a notch and took 
the lead, with Manchester in second. 
McConnell took a major risk by going 
high and then trying to dive under 
everyone. It gave him the third, with 
Pearce in fourth and Oxley in fifth. 
Oxley went to work, picking off Pearce 
by the second lap and then getting by 
McConnell as they hit the white flag. 
Unfortunately time ran out on Oxley, as 
only the first two advanced to the main, 
and that meant Venegas and Manches- 
ter. Oxley and McConnell would have 
one more chance in the LCQ. 

Schwartz drew the pole in the second 
semi, with Larsen in two and Castro in 
three. Aden was in four, with Northrup 
in five. One lap into the race, there was a 
horrendous crash down the front 
straight. No one was quite sure what 
happened, but Aden went head over 


 applecart, with his bike ending up at the 


wall and Aden in the infield. Schwartz's 
bike did a major loop going high into 
the air and Schwartz let it go while he 
slid down the straightaway on his back- 
side. Castro got a piece of it, with the 
wheel and front forks on his bike 
pushed back into the motor. Miracu- 
lously, no one was seriously hurt, and 
the only one unable to restart was Aden, 
because his bike was too damaged. On 
the restart, it was Schwartz who flat 
took it to them, letting everyone know 
he was going to be the man to beat. 
Larsen transferred to the main with 
Schwartz, while Northrup and Castro 
got one more shot.

EUGENE, OR, JUNE 28 

ed Zeppelin’s classic 1970s tune 

“The Song Remains the Same” 

would have been the perfect 
anthem at this year’s running of the 
Steve McQueen Memorial Vintage 
Motocross. Call it déja vu, or the same 
old song and dance, but Grayson Hart 
was on top of his game and that resulted 
in four victories for the Oregonian. 

Hart continued his winning ways 
during vintage motocross action in the 
event that marked the 13th annual trib- 
ute to the late Steve McQueen. In addi- 
tion to the McQueen tribute, this race 
also doubled as the sixth round of the 
AHRMA West Regional Series and 
round two of the newly implemented 
AHRMA Lumberjack Series. 

And for the third year in a row, Hart 
won three or more classes. In fact, the 
34-year-old broke his own personal 
record by topping four classes - the 
125cc, 250cc and Over 30 Expert classes 
and the Evolution Expert class. 

Also posting impressive perfor- 
mances with double class wins were 
Scott Fisher (125cc Sportsman Interme- 
diate and 125cc Classic Intermediate); 
Russ Lynch (125 and 250cc Novice); Jon 
Morgan (250cc Intermediate and Evolu- 
tion Intermediate); and CZ rider Neil 
Giertsen (Sportsman 500cc Expert and 
Classic 500 Intermediate). 

Riders in attendance were drawn 
from a seven-state radius as well as from 
two. Canadian Provinces in tribute to 
McQueen, the actor/ISDT team mem- 
ber/motocrosser / enthusiast / collector 
who succumbed to cancer prior to the 
first event here bearing his name in 1986. 

Hart rode his 1974 Honda CR250 
Elsinore to his first overall win of the 
day in the 250cc Expert class, but it was 
Dallas Nyblod who jumped out to the 
early lead. Prior to Hart's current reign 
of vintage supremacy, it was Nyblod 
who held such honors in the early 1990s. 
And it was Nyblod out front for a lap. 
That's when Hart shot past - never to be 
headed again in moto one.

This left Nyblod to fend off the likes 
of perennial Hart runner-up Joe Casey 
and veteran Larry Legarra. Nyblod, 
who was returning from an injury- 
induced layoff, managed to hold off the 
duo to the finish to claim second place. 

Moto two again had Nyblod putting 
his 1974 Yamaha YZ250 out front, and 
he maintained the lead for several laps. 
In fact, it looked as though the just- 
turned-40-year-old was set to put a 
stop to the Hart domination when Hart 
crashed. Unfortunately for Nyblod, his 
fine ride came to an end when the air- 
box boot on his YZ came loose and 
sucked dirt, causing his engine to 
seize. 

"| thought I finally had him 
(Hart)," said a dejected Nyblod. "I 
haven't been able to ride because of 
my injury, then to come out and stay 
ahead of Grayson - it doesn't get much 
better than that." 

With Nyblod out, Casey inherited the 
lead with two laps remaining and was 
able to hold off Hart's charge through 
traffic to score the win. Hart, however, 
grabbed the overall by virtue of his 1-2 
tally, topping Casey's 3-1 and Legarra's 
4-3. 


Win number three for the MSR/ 
Beaverton Honda-backed Hart came 
after a similar rampage in the combined 
Over 30/Over 40 Expert class. Again, 
Nyblod was the early leader, but he 
gave way to the slow-starting Hart, who 
went on to a decisive win. 

In moto two, Hart led Casey, Legar- 

































ra, Dennis Spence, Dirk Murphy, Bill 
Row and Ron Fish in a bunched-up bat- 
Пе behind Hart for Over 30 runner-up 
and Over 40 overall laurels. 

Hart's win this time came with a 1-1 
tally ahead of Casey and Fish. 

In the competitive Over 40 class, 
Murphy took the overall with 4-2 show- 
ings to lead Rob Poole (3-3), Legarra (6- 
1), Row (5-4) and Spence (2-9). 

After Hart had finished off his Vin- 
tage class sweep with a 125cc Expert- 
class win over Casey and Ed Flanigen, 
he then flew his Northwest Maico/CZ- 
backed Maico 490 to double moto wins 
in the Expert portion over the always- 


» present Casey and Maico rider Jay Lael. 


Yamaha-mounted Morgan topped 
the 250cc Intermediate class with his 





sheer consistency. Riding a 1973 Yama- 
ha MX250, Morgan battled with the 
likes of CZ rider Chuck Standeford - the 
first-moto winner - then trailed Keith 
Webster and Cody Murphy in moto two 
for a 2-3 tally and the overall win. 

Poole, who rode a 1967 BSA 250 to 
victory in the Classic 250cc Expert class, 
had his hands full with Ossa-mounted 
Murphy and Robert Borg, who rode à 
1965 twin-pipe CZ. 

Borg, though, would come back three 
races later to battle with Powroll Honda 
rider Fisher in one of the day's more close- 
ly contested races - the combined Classic 
125cc Expert /Intermediate and Novice 
classes. Fisher led every lap of both motos, 
but Expert Borg, who rode a 1972 CZ, was 
in Fisher's shadow throughout. 

While both riders won their respec- 
tive classes, Greg Gilmore put together à 
2-2 tally to finish second behind Fisher 
in the Intermediate portion, ahead of 
Russell Held and Steve Sprague. Janet 
Borg, who like her husband, Robert, 
rode a CZ, won the first Novice moto, 
but got caught in the starting gate in 
moto two, losing ground to overall win- 
ner Evan Mykelbust. 

Janet Borg's day, though, wasn't a 
total washout, as the Smithfield, Utah, 
rider won the Women's Intermediate 





class over Debbie Poole and Novice 
winner Ava Casey. 

Whenever former AMA Grand 
National Champion Dick Mann shows 
up to ride, he's always among the crowd 
favorites, and today was no different. 
Mann put his 1959 Monark 500 out front 
of the Premier 500cc Expert class and 
rode to a wire-to-wire win in the first 
moto, ahead of Dennis Hansen, Rob 
Poole and Ariel-mounted Legarra. 

Moto two again saw Mann jumping 
out front. This time, Poole and Hansen, 
who was riding a Rickman-BSA, stayed 
on his rear wheel for several laps until 
Mann bobbled, allowing the pair to 
swoop past the racing legend. Mann 
stayed close, but it was Hansen grab- 
bing the overall win via his 2-1 placings 





to beat Mann’s 1-3 tally and the 3-2 
showings of Poole. 

In the combined Intermediate class, 
Steen Hansen, who rode a 1960 BSA, 
won both motos to lead fellow Canadian 
Ken Burningham (2-2) and Californian 
Fred Mork (4-3), who were BSA- and 
ESO-mounted, respectively. 

One of the day’s best battles came in 
the Sportsman Open Twin class. Tri- 
umph-mounted Gene Boere and Rick- 
man-mounted Terry Hyde battled 
throughout the first moto, with Boere 
taking the win. Boere, though, was a no- 
show in moto two and the burly Hyde 
took the win. Californian Danny Davies 
netted the victory in the Premier Open 
Twin class aboard his BSA. 

Californians Todd Kohlmeister and 
Jerry Winkelbauer spent both Over 40 
Intermediate-class motos in close com- 
pany to nail down the top positions in 
the class. Maico-mounted Kohlmeister 
won the first moto, but Winkelbauer did 
the deed in moto two to capture the 
overall, ahead of CZ-mounted Kenny 
Brynn (3-3), Dana Salsman (4-4) and 
Reece Dengler.

LJ ven though Lance Smail’s winning 
1 streak came to an end at Thunder 
2 Valley MX Park in Colorado, 
Jimmy LaMastus made sure that Hus- 
aberg's string of victories continued, as 
he combined a 4-1 tally on his Phoenix 
Premier Motorsports FC501 to capture 
his first Four-Stroke National win. 

LaMastus ended Smail's moto-win- 
ning streak at nine, but for all intents 
and purposes it was actually a broken 
footpeg in the second moto that did in 
Smail, who won the first moto in Col- 
orado. Despite having to stop to replace 
the footpeg, Smail still finished eighth in 
the moto, giving him fourth overall on 
the day. 

Motoworld of El Cajon, California's 
Greg Schnell continued his streak of 
sorts at Colorado as he posted his fifth 
straight runner-up position with a 3-2 
tally. And Scott Myers, who was fresh 
off his three runner-up overall finishes 
at the Mammoth Mountain Motocross a 
few days earlier, posted his best overall 
finish of the season with third overall 
after piloting his The Racer's Edge 
Yamaha to a 2-3 moto tally. It was his 
first visit to the podium since 1996. 

Another series best was turned in by 
Robert "Fig" Naughton. Aboard a 
Brown Brothers Racing Yamaha, 
Naughton went 6-4 for fifth overall. 
Rounding out the top 10 overall were 
Pat Gomm (5-5), Kevin Folley (8-6), 
Mike Ladner (9-7), Josh Kellogg (7-9) 
and Dave Newell (10-10). 

Series leader Smail was caught off 
guard at the start of the first moto. 
When the starting board went sideways, 
the gate dropped immediately. 

"I barely got the bike in gear and 
wham - the gate was down," Smail said.

As the pack thun- 
dered up the huge 
uphill start chute, 
LaMastus held the 
point position. Schnell 
was right behind him, 
followed by Todd 
Downs, Andy Anaya, 
Myers and Naughton. 
Then came Tim Gerdl, 
Ladner, , Foley and 
Kellogg. 

Myers made an early move, thump- 
ing past Schnell for second. 

"The start was great," Myers said, 
"but as I tried to catch LaMastus up the 
hill, I hit a major mudhole and a couple 
guys went by me." 

LaMastus' lead, however, was short- 
lived, as Myers carved an inside line 
around LaMastus and had control of the 
race before the first lap was over. But 
there wasn't much he could do about 
the fast-approaching Smail, who was 
already picking riders off in bunches. 

It wasn't long before Smail slipped 
past Schnell for third, then LaMastus for 


. second. Once there, Smail had some 


work to do in order to catch the flying 
Myers, but Smail was up to the chal- 
lenge and reeled in the Yamaha rider, 
passed him, and rode on to victory - win 
number nine for Smail. 

"I slowly chipped away at every- 
one," Smail said of his winning ride. "I 
tried to avoid the slick areas and just 
torqued through it.

It took me a long time to reel in 
Myers since he had such a good lead.

Myers saw it all from behind. 

"Lance went sideways off the jump, 
and Schnell almost got landed on," 
Myers said. "I was wondering what the 
heck was going on. I was really close to 
them and we all went a little crazy and 
wide at the bottom of the turn." 

LaMastus saw all the action going on 
in front of him, as well, and quickly took 
advantage of it. 

"Man, I saw them bunch up, and I 
just grabbed a handful of throttle and 
carved them up the inside and flew up 
the long uphill,” LaMastus said. “I went 
past Myers and followed Schnell to the 
top. It was awesome." 

Before the first lap was over, Smail 
was in dead last and would eventually 
pull off into the mechanics' area. 

"| tried to explain to Russ (Fletcher, 
Smail’s tuner) what happened," Smail 
said. “I came around the next lap and 
stopped; they were taking off a peg on 
my other bike. I came in the third lap 
and got the peg on, and then put the 
hammer down." 

Smail charged hard, trying to salvage 
whatever he could from the moto. He 
would eventually reel in more than half 
the pack before taking the checkered 
flag in eighth place. 

LaMastus, meanwhile, had taken 
over the lead from Schnell before the 
first lap was over. From there, LaMastus 
took control of the race, pulling away 
from the rest of the pack and scoring his 
first moto win of the year. 

LaMastus was more than happy to 
have no part of a knock-down, drag-out 
battle for second through fourth, a battle 
involving Schnell, Myers, Naughton and 
Kellogg. Behind them came Ladner, 
Anaya, Gomm, Kevin Foley, Troy Kalina 
and Chris Dineen. 

Schnell and Myers diced for second 
place throughout the moto. Myers got 
around Schnell early on but couldn't 
hold the position, as Schnell got him late 
in the race. Naughton held on for fourth, 
ahead of Gomm, Foley and Ladner. €N

igm att Hines called it one of the 

DS most grueling weekends of his 

sible professional racing career, and 
any one of the 97,000 fans who braved 
the 100-degree heat at the Sears Crafts- 
man Nationals in St. Louis would likely 
agree with him. 

Despite the heat, and a variety of 
mechanical troubles that nearly ended 
his weekend prematurely, Hines 
claimed his sixth NHRA Pro Stock Bike 
title in seven tries, with a final-round 
win over Dave Schultz. 

"We probably worked harder this 
weekend than we ever have," Hines 
said. "We broke a bearing in the trans- 
mission during qualifying, and we had 
the bike apart twice trying to get it fixed. 
First, we tried replacing it with a stock 
bearing, and that didn't work. We final- 
ly scrounged up an aftermarket replace- 
ment that did the job." . 

Despite the troubles, Hines grabbed 
the pole position for the seventh consec- 
utive race, with a track-record 7.37 run 
that came in the hottest and most humid 
conditions of the weekend. Hines' run, 
made during the fourth and final quali- 
fying session, surprised everyone, 
including John Smith, who thought he 
had earned the $1000 low-qualifier 
bonus with his earlier 7.44 on his 
Anoka-Ramsey Suzuki. 

"Considering the conditions, that 
was an awesome run," Hines said. "If 
we had been able to make that run on 
Friday night, when the temperature was 
10 or 15 degrees cooler, I'm sure it 
would have been around 7.32 or 7.33." 

In eliminations, Hines had little trou- 
ble advancing through the first two 
rounds with wins over Redell Harris and 
Gary Tonglet, respectively, but in the 
semis, against Angelle Seeling's Team 
Winston Suzuki, the reigning class 
champion narrowly averted disaster. 
Hines' troubles began when his Eagle 
One Suzuki stalled during the burnout. 
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Though NHRA rules allow bike racers 
one restart, there is a strict time limit in 
which to do so. As Hines calmly sig- 
naled his crew for a restart, NHRA chief 
starter Rick Stewart began to count him 
out. Though Stewart gave Seeling the 
okay to make a single run, she wouldn’t 
light the second stage light until Hines 
got back to the starting ‘line. Seeling’s 
gesture of good sportsmanship cost her 
the race, as Hines made his quickest run 
of eliminations in a 7.39-7.50 victory. 

“I have to give Angelle a ton of credit 
for waiting for me, because she didn’t 
have to,” Hines said. “When we got to 
the other end of the track, I apologized 
for making her wait so long, and she 
said it was no problem. We have a pret- 
ty intense rivalry, but I don’t think 
either one of us wants to win like that.” 

“A lot of people probably thought 
we'd take the free run, but Angelle 
didn't want to," said Seeling's team 
owner, George Bryce. "When Rick gave 
us the sign for a signal, I even told her to 
stage, but she wouldn't. We've had 
problems with the bike bogging off the 
starting line during the last two races, 
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but once we get that fixed, I believe 
we'll be a lot closer to Matt. Earlier this 
year, we had problems keeping our 
engines together, but I think we've fixed 
that. Now we just need to learn how to 
go fast again." 

Another rider on the rebound is six- 
time Winston Champion Dave Schultz, 
who made it to the final round for the 
second straight race, with a win over 
John Smith in the semis. Smith, who has 
been Pro Stock Bike's most snakebitten 
racer this season, entered the race with а 
huge performance advantage, but a bro- 
ken transmission slowed him from his 
7.45-second pace to a 7.75, allowing 
Schultz to take the win with a 7.52. 

^We just have no luck," said Smith, 
who won the inaugural Sears Craftsman 
Nationals in Madison last year. “I really 
thought we had a shot to make the final 
here, but when the transmission broke, 
Dave drove right by me. Right now, I'd 
pay 10 dollars for 50 cents’ worth of luck.” 

Throughout his career, Schultz has 
had an uncanny ability to win races he 
shouldn't, but even a perfect .400 start- 
ing-line reaction couldn't help him get 
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by Hines, who drove away for a 7.41-to- 
7.56 victory 

Despite the loss, Schultz was clearly 
encouraged by the progress his Sunoco 
team has made since the start of the sea- 
son, and he firmly believes that it is just 
a matter of time before he regains the 
dominant form that led him to 42 
national-event wins. 

“We clearly have better parts and а 
better combination now than we did in 
March," said Schultz, who has reached 
the final for the 63rd time in his career, 
"We've got another engine that will be 
ready for the next race in Denver, and 
that should help us a lot. I still have a 
new bike being built, and I hope to have 
that ready soon, too. 

"I'm a blue-collar racer; I'm not 
afraid to roll up my sleeves and break 
out a shovel if that's what it takes to get 
back to the top," Schultz continued. 
"Every time I run Matt, I know his day 
is coming. We used to dominate like 
he's doing now, and we lost it. They can 
lose it, too, and I fully expect to be there 
when it happens." €N

GEORGETOWN, CA, JUNE 21 

^ RE250-mounted Dave Wood beat 
a field of 176 riders to take the 
= overall win and AA-class honors 
at the California Enduro Riders Associa- 
tion’s 25th annual Fool’s Gold Enduro. 
Wood’s fifth-round win at the Northern 
California Championship Enduro Series 
is his second consecutive victory at 
Georgetown. He now joins an elite list 
of two-time Fool’s Gold winners such as 
Dave Bertram and Kevin Hines. 

Riders headed out onto the 80-mile, 
three-loop course by traveling on han- 
dlebar-wide single-track trails, through 
a few small creeks and over Bald Moun- 
tain’s “easy” routes. On the first loop, 
check two was well hidden at 17.7 miles 
and was burned by many riders, includ- 
ing Wood, who was just one second 
early. The check was right after some 
thick brush and couldn’t be seen until it 
was only two or three feet away. 

“I locked it up, dabbed my foot and 
thought I was still moving," Wood said. 
"They thought I was stopped and made 
a fair judgment call." 

Ben Hatch, the second overall finish- 
er and A 250cc-class winner, was behind 
Wood and barely zeroed the check. 

“I thought it was pretty cool - or 
totally luck - that Wood burned it and 1 
didn't," Hatch said. 

A special test with high speed aver- 
ages followed and took riders over near-

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ly 10 miles of brutal terrain that goes 
back up and down Bald Mountain the 
“hard” way. At the check-out, Wood 
had the best score with a 4:28, closely 
followed by Hatch’s 4:53. 

Riders then cruised to the gas 
stop, and a quick tally revealed that 
Hatch had taken the lead with a 
score of 5.263. Jason Howe, who fin- 
ished fourth overall and won the A 
Four-Stroke class, was close with 
5.279; Wood was in third with 6.238, 
and Dave Froman, who finished 
third overall, was next with 6.307. 

The second loop began with a restart 
that was just a disguised check-in for the 
second special test. Hatch asked Wood 
what his mileage was (they were on the 
Same minute), and when Wood checked 
his computer, the thumb-switch mal- 
functioned. As they went into the tight, 
woodsy trails, Hatch was in front of 
Wood. 

“1 was pumped because Dave was 
behind me,” Hatch said. “I think I was 
riding over my head, and I crashed into 
some trees.” 

Without the use of a working com- 
puter, Wood was keying off of Hatch 
until he went off the trail. 

“Thankfully, my switch started 
working again,” Wood said. 

After the test, there was some free 
time that consisted of a long road and 
then a short, wooded section. Riders 
dropped down a steep, damp, slate- 
based trail and were dumped onto a 
paved road at check five. From there, 
Wood rode into the second gas stop, 





located at 56.5 miles, holding a narrow 
lead over Hatch. 

CERA’s trail boss, Chris Burton, then 
sent riders into the last loop via “The 
Flume,” a very narrow trail lined by 
square-edged rocks that has been there 
since the Gold Rush. Run at a slow 15- 
mph speed average, the course ran over 
tight and technical terrain and took rid- 
ers through check six, and then some 
easy trails and dirt roads were next. 
Before riders could get to check seven, 
there was a deep water crossing at Rock 
Creek, where many riders were seen 
furiously pumping water out of their 
cylinders. The relatively open trails and 
21-mph speed average allowed every- 
one to “ride the possibles” and have a 
fun run to the finish. 

Wood's final score of 7.289 was one 
of the Fool’s Gold’s best. It was followed 
by Hatch’s 7.406, then Froman’s 8.425. 
Howe’s 8.439 narrowly beat Craig Hoff- 
man’s 8.444 for fifth overall. 

With the spring portion of the 1998 
series over, Cycle Gear/Fox/ Factory 
Connection-backed Wood is in the lead, 
followed by Brian Butler and Froman. 
The fall half of the series will begin with 
the Buckhorn Enduro on October 11. €N

anchester Honda’s Josh 
McLevy took some time out 
of his busy National Off-Road 
schedule to dust the competition at his 
home track in the fifth round of the 
AMA/NETRA Hare Scrambles Series, 
the Dam Good Hare Scrambles. 

More than 360 riders descended on the 
Thomaston Dam for the Pathfinders MC- 
promoted event, and the club had laid 
out an 11-mile course consisting of dry, 
dusty sand whoops on one side of the 
street, and rocky, twisty, slimy woods on 
the opposite side. One rock section is so 
nasty that only the Experts ride it. 

After only a 10-minute delay from 
the Novice race, the Experts and Ama- 
teurs were flagged.off at 1:40 p.m., and 
it was Maxima/Dunlop/Scott-spon- 
sored McLevy grabbing the holeshot 
over Yamaha/IMS-backed Tom Norton, 
Ken Valentine, Luke McNeil and 
Charles Timothy. Right off the starting 
line and for the first half mile, every- 
body behind McLevy and Norton were 
mired in dust. By the 8-mile mark, the 
two riders had put almost two minutes 
on third place, which was now held by 
Maximum  Fitness/Clarke-backed 
Patrick Timothy, but this is where Nor- 
ton met his demise. 

"We came into some switchbacks by 
the water and I came around a corner 
real hot," Norton said. "I just blew right 
through the berm and into the river. 
Luckily, my bike got hung up in the 
bushes and it didn't go under. It just 
took me forever to get it untangled." 

The mishap took just long enough for 
Patrick Timothy to catch up and take 
over second. 

"I came around the corner and there 
was Norton, covered in water," Timothy 
said. “I knew instantly what happened. 
I got around the next corner and I could 






hear his bike fire up. I got on the gas. I 
knew he'd be right on me." | 
Norton closed to within a few ѕес- 
onds of Timothy, but McLevy was long 
gone. By the end of the first lap, McLevy 
had almost two minutes on Timothy in 
second, while Norton was back another 
15 seconds in third. Down another 
minute in fourth place was Putnam- 
backed McNeil, followed by Lawson. 
McLevy continued to increase his lead 


. by more than 30 seconds per lap. 


“I live within one hour of the track," 
McLevy said after the race, "so I know 
what to expect for track conditions and 
how to set my suspension. Factory Con- 
nection did a great job for this race." 

Suspension was definitely key, as 
several riders found out. 

"Last year, I set my bike up for the 
woods and this year I set it up for the 
whoops - not a good choice," a disap- 
pointed Norton said. "I almost killed 
myself several times in the rocks. I just 
couldn't go fast." 

Valentine was also having problems 
early on, crashing several times on the 
first lap, which put an end to his day. 
Timothy, on the other hand, also lives 
close to the area and had his bike dialed 
and was flying. 

“I had no crashes all day. I think this 
was the first time," an excited Timothy 
said. "I just stayed on the bike. I could 
hear Norton behind me the whole day, 
but I just kept my concentration and 
kept my cool. I did start getting cramps 
at the end of the third lap from the heat, 
but I just kept it on, using my head." 

As the riders headed out for the final 
lap, McLevy was still out in front with 
more than a three-minute lead on Timo- 
thy in second place. Norton was run- 
ning in third place, back only 10 sec- 
onds. McNeil was now running alone in 
fourth place. McNeil and Lawson had 
been battling it out on the first two laps 
when Lawson had to stop and pit for a 
flat rear tire. —

“I was running in fourth, ahead of 


McNeil, when I got a flat rear tire,” 


Lawson explained. "By the time I got 
out of the pits, I was back into 11th 
place." 

Lawson quickly started picking off 
places and spent the final two laps 
battling with 200cc Expert rider Jess 
Berthiaume. Lawson crossed the fin- 
ish line just three seconds ahead of 
Berthiaume, but with adjusted class 
times, Berthiaume went on to win the 
200cc Expert class and finished sixth 
overall, while Lawson adjusted out to 
eighth. 

McLevy went on to take his first win 
of the season with four minutes over 
Timothy in second place. 

“I had a great ride until the last lap, 
when I crashed real hard and went over 
the bars just three miles from the fin- 
ish," McLevy said. "Thankfully, I didn't 
wreck anything. It would have been a 
real bummer to lose it on the last lap." 

Finishing back another 29 seconds 
was Norton in third place. 

“I caught Timothy and tried to pass 
several times, but every time I'd just 
crash," Norton said. "It was very frus- 
trating. I just had to cool it for the last 
lap and settle for third-place points." 

Rounding out the top five for the 
day was 250cc Expert rider Matt Jalbert, 
who finished just 24 seconds behind 
McNeil in fourth overall. Jalbert also 
took the Expert-class overall win, edg- 
ing out the first-placed Open-class 
rider, Chris Panzilla, by 40 seconds. 

In the Amateur class, it was Keith 
Callahan taking the overall win on his 
Honda 125. Nathan Kanney took first- 
place honors in the Junior class by beat- 
ing the second-place finisher, Robert 
Langenback, by just over two minutes. 
Ryan Dellaghelfa finished third, down 
another 1:30. William Rowe continued 
his dominance of the Mini class, taking 
the win with a comfortable margin over 
Scott Decosta. CN

Chadwick, an Expert rider, also 
exchanged positions with Kirkpatrick 
three different times, then throttled past 
him just as the checkers waved. UFO 
Racing-backed Dan Fitch finished fourth 
and was the top Intermediate rider, fin- 
ishing just a few seconds off of Kirk- 
patrick’s blistering pace. Intermediate 
Tom Jesmer took fifth, followed by 
Expert Ron Hudson, Intermediate Dean 
Biddle, Intermediate Rod Kentner, 
Expert Dan Kauffman and Intermediate 
Michael Grimm. 

Moto two proved to be another walk 
in the park for Bault after he moved past

a stalled Kirkpatrick halfway into lap 
one.

Kirkpatrick garnered 
another third in his class and was fol- 
lowed by Biddle, Hudson, Kauffman 
and Intermediate Dan Trammell.

In the Intermediate class on Sunday, 
Kauffman took his Honda to the lead for 
three laps before crashing and eventual- 
ly finishing 11th. Fitch took the moto 
win, with Jesmer, Biddle, Terry Brooks 
and Trammell filling out the top five. 
Kauffman came back with a vengeance 
in the second outing and nailed the 
moto win. Fortunately, Fitch took the 
classic overall with his 1-2 tally. Biddle 
finished second on the podium with his 
3-3 tally, and Jesmer's 2-6 was good for 
third overall. CN

haun McAlister, Dan Moore and 

Cory Bauder each took home a 

chunk of the Pro-class winnings at 
rounds three and four of the 18th annu- 
al CMC Pac-West Motocross Nationals, 
held at the Richland Recreational Facili- 
ty. Series organizer Stu Peters made the 
trek from California to oversee the 
event as promoter Jannice McAlister 
and crew welcomed 1070 participants 
for two days of racing in the high 
desert. 

The 125cc Pro class got a rude awak- 
ening on Saturday when McAlister and 
Paul Conner were off the concrete pad 
with great jumps, only to be overtaken 
by a wild Moore out of the first turn. 
Jamie Munson and Dustin Lenaburg 
gave chase, followed by Russell Chace, 
Allen Henderson, Justin Homan, Travis 
Gage and Derek Mahoney early on. 
Moore simply turned up the wick and 
motored away from the battle for sec- 
ond through fifth. McAlister hounded 
Conner and made his move up and over 
a massive 90-foot double for second on 
lap three. McAlister took second, Con- 
ner held tough in third, and the veteran, 
Munson, prevailed in fourth over 
Homan and Gage. 

Moto two was similar for Moore, 
who piloted his Suzuki to the win by 
more than 20 seconds after McAlister 
took a soil sample battling with Conner 
for the runner-up spot. Lenaburg 
showed some prowess as he ate tons of 
sand roosted up from Conner’s Dunlop 
tires as the duo crossed the checkers in 
second and third. Homan hauled it up 
to fourth, followed by Tuning by Travis- 
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backed Travis Gage. McAlister salvaged 
sixth place after a great comeback effort. 

Moore (1-1) went out and spanked 
the 250cc Pro class on Saturday, fol- 
lowed by Cory Bauder (2-2) and Ty 
Birdwell (3-3). Lenaburg prevailed in 
fourth with a 4-4 tally over Homan's 7-6 
for fifth. 

Bauder came back with a vengeance 
on Sunday, taking two perfect moto 
wins in the 250cc Pro class over Moore 
in second via a 2-2. Bauder was actually 
so far ahead that he nearly threw it 
away while attempting a heel-clicker 
over the 90-foot double. Munson took it 
to Birdwell in moto one and the two fin- 
ished third and fourth, respectively. 

Birdwell came back and ran in third 
place throughout moto two as Munson 
just couldn’t muster the pass aboard his 
Honda. Gage put in his best showing of 
the weekend with a stellar fifth-place 
performance. 

In Sunday’s 125cc Pro action, McAlis- 
ter had the quicker response off the pad 
and led Moore after lap one. Homan 
was a nice surprise in third, ahead of 
Munson, Lenaburg, Chace and Gage. 
Moore wasted little time and made the 
pass for the lead on McAlister after the 
whoops. Moore turned up the wick and 
eventually finished with more than 10 
seconds on McAlister. Meanwhile, 
Homan held tough in third, while Mun- 
son held off Lenaburg for fourth. With 
only half a lap remaining, Lenaburg 
flew off the side of the back tabletop, hit 
a huge hole and cartwheeled off of the 
track, injuring his knee in the process; 
he left on a stretcher. Munson finished 
fourth and Gage crossed the line in fifth, 
followed by Mahoney, Conner and 
Chace. 

















Dan Moore took the largest portion of the 
Pro-class pie by styling his way to the 
125cc Pro victory on Saturday and the 
250cc Pro win in Sunday’s races at the 
Richland Recreational Facility. 





McAlister pulled the second-moto 
holeshot, while Moore and Munson 
traded paint for the second position for 
the entire first lap. Henderson and Con- 
ner battled inside the top five, ahead of 
Gage. McAlister stepped it up and was 
five seconds up on Moore as Conner jet- 
ted past Henderson and found himself a 
few seconds back of Munson halfway 
into lap two. The positions stayed the 


same for three more laps, but Moore : 


was gaining on McAlister out front. 
Homan motored up to pass Gage on lap 
four, just as Moore darted past McAlis- 
ter in the whoops to take over the lead. 
Moore pushed it out front and within 
two more laps he held a seven-second 
lead over McAlister, who had the same 
advantage on Munson. 

With two laps to go, Moore blew it 
when he overshot a large, nasty berm 
and flew off the track, allowing McAlis- 
ter to take over the lead again.

Marlowe

ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 10-11 
im Marlowe’s face was sunnier 
than the weather after he got his 
first win ever in the Amateur GTO 
class at round four of the Great Lakes 
Road Racing Association Series, held at 
Road America. 

The track was wet from a slow rain, 
and a crash in the first turn brought out 
the red flag on the Amateur GTO start. 
The restart saw Matt Ames push 
through turn one first, with Tom Jenson, 
Charlie Vaughn, Vincent Romano and 
Marlowe in tow. On the back kink, Mar- 
lowe started his move as he asked the 
900RR for some more power and took 
the lead by the time the pack came 
down the straightaway for the first time. 
Vaughn and Ames got busy with each 
other while Romano checked out of the 
race. This left the 30-year-old Marlowe 
to use his ice-racing, flat-track and 
motocross skills to stretch out the lead. 
By the last lap, Ames had taken second 
from Vaughn, and he was so pleased 
that he didn’t notice Jenson sneaking up 
on him. Jenson was able to work 
Vaughn out of the picture and move up 
to the rear fender of Ames. Down the 
straight, Marlowe took his first-ever win 
and Jenson got a good drive out of the 
last turn to steal second from Ames, 
who got sent to fourth when Vaughn 
drafted on by with Jenson. Marlowe is 
in his second year of road racing and 
had never ridden at Road America. 

“I put race gas in it this weekend 
instead of pump!" Marlowe responded 
when asked how he won. 

On Wednesday, turn 12 took nine 
bikes hostage, with another eight sliding 


to a stop under the Billy Mitchell bridge. 
АП of the races on Thursday had to be 
shortened in order to finish the pro- 
gram. The Sprint races were cut to two 
laps, while GTs went to four laps. Some 
races were flagged off before everyone 
was even on the grid. You had to be 
quick even on the warmup lap. Big 
elbows and good holeshots were the 
recipe for wins on Thursday. 

The fifth of 16 races to be run was the 
Expert Middleweight Superbike divi- 
sion. Rain fell for most of the morning, 
but a drying line could be seen on the 
track. Most of the bikes had no time to 
change from rain tires to slicks before 
the race was started, and Jamie Han- 
shaw came off the line with a good 
holeshot and his elbows out. Jeff Kramer 
was second, with Brian Salazar follow- 
ing. Kramer was getting tired of seeing 
Hanshaw's tail and made a bid for the 
lead on the third lap. This lead would 
fade, and Hanshaw took the lead and 
the win by only a few feet on the final 
lap. Hanshaw stayed over to run in the 
AMA 750cc Supersport and 600cc 
Supersport classes on the weekend, 
where he finished 13th and 19th, respec- 
tively. 

Hanshaw is the points leader in the 
GLRRA and made the statement that 
Kramer was hard to get around and was 
picking up speed as the races went on. 
The two seem to battle nearly every 
weekend, and Hanshaw's father told 
him to let Kramer go if he got a good 
lead and just finish the race. By the end 
of the day, Hanshaw had beaten Kramer 
four times, while Kramer had beaten 
Hanshaw in three races. 

Kramer did not hear the call for the 
Expert Middleweight Supersport race 
and had to grid on pit lane for the start. 
This was one of those two-lap races, 
and Hanshaw now had a distinct 
advantage, as he was in the first row. 
Roger Lee Hayden led the field across 
the line on the first lap, with Hanshaw 
and Salazar fighting for second. The 
rain was getting heavy, and Kramer 
was getting faster coming up through 
the pack. He was drinking water and 
taking names as he passed them, and he 
amazed the crowd when he came by on 
the last lap with the lead. It was a solid 
win for Kramer, who came from dead 
last in a two-lap race to take the win - in 
the rain, no less.

Wulfsport International Twin Shock GP 


Twin 
shocking

NANTWICH, ENGLAND, JUNE 20-21 
GG B Rex Staten was the sole 
American representative at the 
Wulfsport International Twin- 
Shock Grand Prix, staged at Hatherton 
Hall, the former British 125cc GP track. 
While he was certainly outnumbered 
by riders from Sweden, Holland, Bel- 
gium and the huge contingent of 
British twin-shock enthusiasts, the 
"Rocket" flew the flag for his country 
proudly and, but for mechanical prob- 
lems, would have finished the day on 
the podium. 

As it was, the overall victory after 
three 15-minute races went to former 
British Champion Pete Mathia, the 45- 
year-old local hero who repeated his 
Twin-Shock GP win of two years ago at 
Farleigh Castle, beating Swedish ace 
Jorgen Nilsson and veteran British 
racer Steve How. 
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The meeting attracted an incredible 
230 riders for two days of retro-racing, 
but despite exciting action spread 
throughout the six support classes, most 
interest was centered around the main 
event, in which Staten, riding a 440 
Maico, was going head to head with rid- 
ers of the caliber of 490 Maico-mounted 
Mathia, former British Champion Geoff 
Mayes (riding a 250cc Kawasaki), for- 
mer 500cc GP star Nilsson (also riding a 
490 Maico), How (on a 510 Husqvarna) 
and 490 Maico-mounted Rob Hooper, 
who is in charge of Suzuki UK's modern 
British and World Motocross squad. 

It was Mathia who kept the power on 
longest down the start straight to take 
the holeshot in the opening Internation- 
al race to lead Nilsson. However, the 
Swede - who still has no feeling in his 
legs following a horrific crash at the 
Stuttgart SX in 1993 that ended his mod- 
ern racing career - was quickly into the 
lead, followed by Maico-mounted Phil 
Small, with Steve Harrison chasing 
Mathia. 

After the first lap, flying Scot Billy 
Edwards held fifth ahead of Staten, with 
How, Mayes and former top European 
amateur champion Keith "Piggy" Ree, 
who chipped a bone in his ankle in prac- 
tice, hot on his heels. As How and Stat- 
en traded passes - in the process pulling 
away slightly from Mayes - Mathia 
began to close on Nilsson after earlier 
running into the back of the Swede in a 
corner, slowing himself and giving Nils- 
son an unexpected shove forward. 

Hooper was also making rapid for- 
ward progress after stalling on the 
opening circuit and by half-distance had 
carved his way through from a first-lap 
23rd to 12th as former British MX des 
Nations teamster Jimmy Aird, riding a 
500cc CCM, pulled out after crashing. 

With a lap to go it was Nilsson lead- 
ing Mathia, who was in turn followed 
by How and Staten - despite losing pre- 
cious ground on How when a problem 
with the fuel tap forced him to back off 
and switch his Maico (supplied by 
Wulfsport International boss Bill Brown) 
onto reserve. 

Then, on the final circuit, Nilsson 
came to a sudden halt as his front brake 
locked on - handing the win to Mathia. 
How came home second, just ahead of 
Staten, with Mayes taking a fine fourth 
from Steve Harrison. Paul Harrison was 
sixth, followed by Ree, Steve Shuttle- 
worth (on a 400 Suzuki), Nilsson and 
Small, with Hooper recovering from his 
first-lap mishap in 11th. 

Nilsson took the holeshot in the sec- 
ond International leg and was chased by 
Staten, Mathia and Small, but the race 
was red-flagged after a lap when 
Edwards and Hooper came together 
over a jump and crashed heavily. Hoop- 
er, his racing jersey in rags, was able to 
walk away, but a concussed Edwards 
had to be transported from the track in 
an ambulance. 

On the restart it was Nilsson who 
again went into the first corner in the 
lead, with Small close behind as How 
and 495 KTM rider Mick Ashford went 
down in a deep rut in the valley bottom. 
Aird also tasted the Cheshire dirt on the 
opening lap and fell again on the second 
before pulling out after being rammed 
twice as he struggled to restart the big 
CCM. 

With Small pulling out on lap two, it 
was left to the stylish Staten - pressed 
hard by Mathia and Rees - to chase Nils- 
son as How and Ashford charged back 
through the pack. Then, with two laps 
to go, the mechanical gremlins - this 
time carburetion problems - again 
struck Staten, forcing him to pull out 


and giving Mathia a clear track to chase 
down Nilsson, who had around 10 sec- 
onds on the second-placed man. ` 

In the final two laps Mathia upped 
his pace and at the line was right with 
the Swede but unable to force his way 
past. The closing laps also saw a great 
battle between How and Mayes, with 
How just having the edge to take third. 
Paul Harrison came home fifth ahead of 
Ashford, with Ree seventh, chased by 
Shuttleworth, Steve Harrison and Irish 
visitor Geoff Leaney on a 500cc Husq- 
varna. 

In the final International race it was 
Paul Harrison who pulled out a holeshot 
to lead Nilsson and Staten, with Mathia, 
Ree, Small and How also right up at the 
front. Nilsson hit the front on the open- 
ing circuit and quickly pulled away as 
Staten was held up by Harrison for a lap. 
The Rocket finally got past on the second 
lap and, looking fitter and faster than the 
rest of the field, he was soon reeling in 
the Swede. Harrison grimly held on to 
third for another lap before succumbing 
to the pace and pressure and slipped 
back to sixth as first Mathia and then 
How and Small moved up. 

Wily Mathia knew he was in line for 
the overall and concentrated on staying 
smooth rather than risking everything 
by going after Staten. Staten, on the 
other hand, had nothing to lose after his 
second-moto DNF and maintained a 
tremendous pace for the remainder of 
the race as he ate into Nilsson's lead, 
coming within an ace of victory by nail- 
ing his Maico around the final corner as 
the Swede cruised across the line. 

Mathia took the cheers of the crowd 
as he crossed the line third for the over- 
all victory with How close behind, fol- 
lowed by Small, Paul Harrison, Mayes 
and Steve Shuttleworth. Ree finished 
ninth and was clearly in pain from his 
injured ankle after consistently jumping 
higher and longer than.his rivals (and, 
consequently, landing harder), with 
Steve Harrison rounding out the top 10. 

Despite missing the overall win, Stat- 
en had only good things to say about 
the race on what he called a "proper" 
motocross track. 

"I ve had a great time. I definitely 
want to come back next year and I'll try 
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and bring some more Americans with 
me," Staten said. "It would be great if I 
could persuade Brad Lackey to come. 
It's good to get on a proper motocross 
track again rather than the supercross- 
style stuff back home. I was surprised at 
how short the races were compared to 
the 100-mile desert races I usually do on 
the weekend - but there are some very 
quick riders over here." 

He added, "I'd like to thank every- 
one in England who has helped out and 
made me feel so welcome; Bill Brown in 
particular has been great." CN

e British team dominated both 10- 
| lap vintage races at England’s Mal- 
lory Park circuit to overcome their 
Daytona points deficit and win the first 
AHRMA Historic Team Challenge races. 
Teams of 10 riders on historic 500 
and 750cc machines met in a series of 
vintage events - reminiscent of the ’70s’ 
Transatlantic Match Series - to decide 
ownership of the Roger Reiman Cup 
and to establish a heightened competi- 
tiveness between established vintage 
programs on both sides of the Atlantic. 
The American squad traveled to Eng- 
land, hoping their large points lead 
gained on Daytona's horsepower- 
friendly banking would carry them to a 
series victory on the tighter Mallory 
Park track. Staking their hopes on a 
large contingent of high-revving, high-

horsepower Honda CR750 and 450 rac- 
ers, the North American team took à 
serious approach to the weekend races, 
posting very competitive practice times 
in the morning's dry conditions. The 
afternoon's races proved a different 
story as the English skies opened up 
and the visiting Americans got to expe- 
rience true British short-circuit racing in 
all of its wet and slippery glory. 

The first race set off in a steady rain 
after a 15-minute delay to let the really 
heavy precipitation pass on. Multi-time 
Isle of Man winner Bob Heath quickly 
jumped out to a lead on his Seeley- 
framed Matchless single, with team- 
mates Danny Imberg and Jerry Sum- 
merfield in tow. The three teammates 
held this formation to the checkers. For- 
mer AMA Grand National Champion 
Gary Nixon took advantage of a front- 
row starting position to wheelie his bor- 
rowed Triumph 750 triple off the line 
and into fourth place, a position he held 
to the end of the race after England's 
John Cronshaw slipped and fell while 
trying to pass Nixon on the outside of a 
fast corner. No other American stayed in 
contention as the Hondas' horsepower 
went up in wheelspin, and the local rac- 
ers took full advantage of their knowl- 
edge of the track to fill eight out of the 
top 10 finishing positions. 

Florida's Will Harding was unable to 
repair his damaged CR750 Honda “Big 
Grizzly" after a high-speed get-off at 
"Devil's Elbow" in race one and was 
forced to miss the second race. Eng- 
land's Anthony Meyers took the lead in 
the 18-rider field to start the second 
race, run in marginally drier conditions. 
Again, Heath went to the front, while 
Imberg turned the race's fastest lap of 
56.6 seconds for an average lap speed of 
85.76 mph to finish a little closer to 
Heath in second place. America's 
remaining hopes for an improved finish 
were dashed when Daytona winner 














Adam Popp grabbed too much front 
brake entering the ultratight Mallory 
Park hairpin and stalled his engine to 
avoid center-punching Nixon. Shortly 
thereafter, Henning threw away his 
Honda exiting the same corner. These 
misfortunes left Nixon to repeat his 
fourth-place ride, while longtime vin- 
tage racer Larry Poons scampered 
across the line a mere four-hundredths 
of a second ahead of Rusty Lowry’s 
Harley-Davidson KR750 to close out the 
top 10 for the Americans in an otherwise 
all-British top 10. 

All in all, it was a spirited, well-run 
event that played to an estimated 5200 
dedicated spectators in dreadfully wet 
conditions. The British team and Mallo- 
ry Park were gracious hosts, and rival 
team leaders Gary Nixon and Phil Read 
promise a rematch in ‘99 - hopefully run 
in drier conditions. CN

A. Brown - posting the majority of the 
class wins. 

Qualifying kicked off Oregon's only 
AMA Pro dirt track race of the 1998 sea- 
son, with Wood-Rotax-mounted Annen, 
Oregon's Brown and Eric Rickman bat- 
tling for front-row positions in the first of 
two heat гасе5, which Annen won. Heat 
two was also closely contested as Eli 
Price, coming off a Castle Rock TT win, 
and Simonsen traded positions in a race- 
long battle which Price ultimately won. 

Two six-rider (the top three from 
each heat race) Dash For Cash events 
were held prior to the running of main 
events. Brown, who won the first of two 
600cc Pro-Sport heat races, did a run- 
away to nab a win ahead of Aaron 
Weston. Simonsen scored a popular win 
in the Cecil Brown-sponsored Expert 
Dash For Cash, but he was pressured by 
fellow National numbers Annen and 
Price. Price saved what could have been 
a nasty get-off to place third. 

Small-wheel action kicked off the 
evening's main events. Suzuki rider 
Corey Simpson scored what was most 
likely the biggest win of his short career 
in the 80cc A class after coming from 
behind to nab local rider Cody Sprague 
and finally Honda-mounted Mark 
Studebaker for the win. 

Yamaha rider Dan Kirk led the two- 
row, 10-rider Over 40 final, followed by 
Allen Morinville, B-main winner Jim 
Monegan and Mark Studebaker Sr., but 
Kirk began a slide backward through 
the field as both Monegan and Mor- 
inville overtook him. Vince Holt, the 
AMA District 27 Over 40 number one, 
then battled with Kirk to the end, result- 
ing in a finish-line pass to net Holt third 
behind Monegan and Morinville. Kirk, 
Studebaker, Craig Renfro and Kim 
McKillop closed out the field. 

Brown took the holeshot in the 600cc 
Pro-Sport final, and much like his heat 
and DFC victories, his win was a run- 
away aboard the Ray Carroll Racing 
Rotax. Aaron Weston, who was making 
his season debut, posted an impressive 
performance that netted him second 


ahead of this year’s winningest rider, 
Todd Hagmann, who was followed by 
George Prindiville, Monegan, Brian 
Schilt and Doug Annen. 

The final main event of the evening 
was the 20-lap Expert main event, in 
which Annen sat on the pole position 
aboard the Lopko/Shoei/Thor-backed 
Rotax. Annen used the outside line to 
lead Simonsen, Price, Brown, Rickman 
and Hiatt on the opening lap. Price’s 
charge forward ended prematurely on 
lap one after he slid out. This allowed 
veterans Simonsen and Annen to leave 
the field well behind but opened up the 
door for second-year Expert Brown to 
move into third. Brown, however, lost 
the position to Rickman but eventually 
moved back to third after Simonsen 
developed a flat rear tire and dropped 
back. That left Annen with a healthy lead 
- one that he held to the finish. Rickman 
scored second ahead of Brown, Jeff Hiatt, 
Josh Currey and Dick Wall.

wins in both of the 125 and 250cc 

A Pro-Sport divisions on his Cer- 
nic's Suzuki/Performance Engineer- 
ing/Axo-backed RM at the mideast 
region Loretta Lynn's qualifier, held at 
Red Bud Track and Trail. The wins 
didn't come easily, as Michigan Mafia 
riders Kelly Smith, Jimmy Wilson and 
Nathan Miller kept the pressure on 
Jesseman throughout the weekend. 
Gene Ritchie and his crew had the track 
in top condition all weekend long, even 
with the hot temperatures and high 
winds. These are great conditions for the 
beach, but for the clay of Red Bud, it 
spelled out a lot of work for Tim 
Ritchie's water trucks. This was the last 
step up the long climb as the riders who 
took top seven in their respective classes 
are bound for Loretta Lynn’s. 
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The opening moto of the 250cc Pro 
Sport A got under way with the KTM of 
Kelly Smith quickest to the fast left- 
hand sweeper. Jimmy Wilson was sec- 
ond, followed by Jesseman, Brad 
Jerominski and Vince Karnow. Jesseman 
took his Cernic’s Suzuki into the tight 
inside berm before LaRocco’s Leap, 
carving under Wilson for the second 
spot before completing the first lap. 
Lansing Cycle/Michelin/Fox-backed 
Smith had established a small two-sec- 
ond lead over Fombell, Pennsylvania's 
Jesseman. These two front-runners then 
outpaced the field in an exhibition of 
speed and high-flying antics. Wilson 
was in the third spot but not up to his 
usual speed on his Nicolson’s/Sinisa- 
lo/FMF-backed RM. 

"At the Mount Morris National, I 
was running inside the top 10 in the 
opening stages of the 125cc National," 
Wilson explained, regarding his conser- 
vative ride. "But I went over the front of 
the bike and my thumb bent over the 
bars, tearing the ligaments. I cut my cast 
off yesterday to qualify for Loretta's. I 
just need to qualify today. I have a doc- 
tors appointment Monday to get 
checked, and he isn't going to be 
happy.” 

By the fourth lap of the six-lap moto, 
Smith almost went off the high side of 
the Monza Wall. Jesseman saw the 
opening and zapped Smith. Jesseman 
had the lead, but now it was Smith who 
was hounding the leader for an opening. 
Jesseman never faltered and came home 
with the opening-moto win, with Smith 
close in second. Wilson was back some 
10 seconds in third, with Jerominski and 
Karnow in tow. 

The gate dropped for the second 
moto and Wilson’s Suzuki ripped the 
holeshot, followed by Smith, Jesseman, 
Jerominski and Karnow. The top five 
speedsters were attacking the track and 
were the only riders in the class jumping 
the Valley Triples. Jesseman then out- 
gunned Smith up the Monza Wall on 
the opening circuit. At the completion of 
the first lap, it was the freight train of 
Wilson, Jesseman and Smith leading the 
pack. Jesseman had enough of following 
Wilson and challenged the leader up 
through LaRocco’s Leap. Wilson held 
off the advances of Jesseman, but Jesse- 
man attacked the off-camber corner 
prior to the FMF Tabletop to sail past 
Wilson with an outside air move. The 
top three spaced themselves apart 
enough to get creative on the jump- 
filled Red Bud course. But the show- 
boating took its toll on Smith’s KTM; he 
developed a flat front tire. Jesseman 
continued to show the field his rear 
fender, taking the second-moto win

ahead of Wilson, a struggling Smith in 
third, Jerominski in fourth, and Karnow 
in fifth. 

The first 250cc moto was good, but the 
second was even better as Smith took the 
holeshot, with Karnow, Jerominski, Wil- 
son and Jesseman in pursuit. Smith 
pulled a slight lead on the opening lap as 
Jesseman was on the move, getting past 
Jerominski in the Valley Doubles for 
fourth. Karnow was under attack by both 
Wilson and Jesseman before LaRocco's 
Leap. Smith had a three-second lead over 
Wilson, who had taken second from 
Karnow as Jesseman also moved by him 
to take third. The second-lap action saw 
Smith increase his lead over Wilson, who 
was fending off Jesseman's every attack. 
The battle for fourth raged between 


Jerominski, Karnow and Devin Banks of 


Kentucky. On the third lap, Jesseman set 
up Wilson before the finish-line jump 
with an outside line. The outside groove 
worked for Jesseman, but Smith had 
opened up a good advantage in the lead. 

For the remainder of the moto, Jesse- 
man kept his RM on the gas, closing in 
on the KTM support rider. It came down 
to the final corner, as Smith took the 
inside line and Jesseman took his wide 
to the checkers. It was too close for me to 
call in the announcer's tower, but the 
word came over the two-way radio that 
Smith had won. It was the only defeat of 
the weekend for Jesseman, but he still 
earned the overall, topping Smith and 
then Wilson. 

"| felt at home out there today," Smith 
said after the race. "I had some good lines, 
and some bad luck with flat tires and 
stuff, but it was a good weekend. The 
track was fun all weekend long, with 
good track conditions and great jumps. I 
can't wait until the National in two 
weeks! I am shooting for a top-10 finish 
and have been training hard to do just 
that. I have learned one thing from riding

Faria survives

U.S. National Speedway Champion "Flyin'" 
Mike Faria survived an ugly Scratch main-event 
get-off to come back and take the win before 
another packed house at the Gold Country Fair- 
grounds Speedway oval, and Tommy Hedden 
made a late-race move pay off and captured the 
win in the Handicap main event. The Second 
and Third Division wins went to George Snod- 
grass and Danny Chipman. Eric Carillo and Jay 
Heidt won the Junior features. 

On the initial start of the Scratch main, Louis 
Kossuth put his inside starting position to good 
use, getting a slight jump on the field and lead- 
ing the race into the first turns. Meanwhile, 
Faria, who started from the outside in lane four, 
also had designs for the lead and swept around 
the outside, and the two veterans came together 
and crashed in turn two. Bobby "The Blaze" 
Hedden began the race in lane three and also 
went down while trying to avoid the carnage. 
Northern California Speedway Champion Bart 
"Simpson" Bast was the only rider who still had 
the rubber side down when the red flag came 
out. Kossuth managed to get to his feet fairly 
promptly after the wreck, but Faria was down 
for a few minutes. 

“I definitely got my bell rung tonight,” Faria 
later admitted. 

The second attempt to complete the Scratch 





main was nearly as messy as the first. For the 
second straight time, Kossuth was first out of 
the gate and led the group cleanly through turns 
one and two. Entering turn three, Kossuth and 
Bast got together and the leader went down. 
While Kossuth and Bast were exchanging paint, 
Faria and Hedden took advantage of the ques- 
tionable situation and moved into the front two 
spots. Once Faria put his Phil Reome/Off Beat 
Productions/ Arai-backed GM out in front, it 
was all but over. Hedden attacked the outside 
line and Bast the inside, but they came up short 
and finished in second and third, respectively. 
Kossuth argued with referee Dane Besneatte 
that he had been taken out, but the ref apparent- 
ly didn't agree and Kossuth was credited with 
fourth place. | 

“I was taken out in the main - it's as simple 
as that," an irritated Kossuth said. "I've been 
knocked to the ground too many times this 
year." 

^Hey, that's racing," Bast replied to the 
charges. "He shouldn't have pulled down in 
front of me. I didn't take him out." 

Tommy Hedden took the win in the Handi- 
cap main with a nifty move to the inside of early 
race leader Robert Curry, who started the race 
from the 30-yard line.

Hedden doubles

In just the second week of racing at the newly 
reopened Cal Expo Rodeo Arena, Tommy Hed- 
den made it through a very bizarre night of 
Speedway racing, eventually walking away with 
both the Handicap and Scratch main-event wins.

Ferris turned that scenario onto its ear when he 
inexplicably augured his Jawa into the turn one 
groove, leaving Hedden and Linn with nowhere 
to go but the turn-two cushion. Referee Dane 
Besneatte flipped up his red clipboard, but 
starter Mark Joiner missed the clue and failed to 
produce the red flag. With Hedden апа Linn 
lying deep in turn two and Ferris scrambling 
onto the infield, Faria cranked up his GM and 
resumed the race, with Sisemore and Hicks in 
tow. The three took the checkered in that order. 

Amid heavy protests from the Hedden and 
Linn camps, the referee opted to rerun the entire 
race. Faria and Sisemore claimed that they com- 
pleted the race, took the checkered flag and 
were done with the Handicap main. In response 
to Faria and Sisemore's claim that the race was 
completed, the decision was made to back the 
results up to the last full running lap, which was 
lap two. Ferris was deemed to be the cause of 
the red flag and was rightfully disqualified. 
Tommy Hedden was awarded the win, with 
Linn moving up to second place, while Faria, 
Sisemore and Hicks were awarded third, fourth 
and fifth. 

The green flag signaled the start of the 
Scratch main and National Champ "Flyin'" 
Mike Faria got off the pole and into the lead, 
with Tommy Hedden right behind him. Tommy 
Hedden was followed even closer by lane-three

In the last turn before the checkered flag, 
Faria followed his consistent outside line, but 
Hedden, in his desire to win the race, drifted 
too high and all but deposited Faria in the 
heavy dirt against the turn-four boards. Hed- 
den had his double win and Faria ended up in 
the second spot, with third place going to Bast. 

Tommy Hedden was so excited with his 
third main-event win of the weekend (he had 
won the Handicap main the night prior) that he 
fell on his checkered-flag lap and just left his 
Peterich Cycle/Canfield Cycle Works/Off Beat 
Production-backed lay-down Jawa in the turn- 
three dust. 

"| don't know what to say right now," Hed- 
den said after the podium celebration. ^I just 
have to thank Jessica and Kyle. Without their 
support, I don't know where I'd be."

Trent’s the fastest mudder 
at CIMC Hillclimb

NEOGA, IL, JUNE 13 

The Central Illinois Motorcycle Club opened 
their 1998 hillclimb season at their clubgrounds, 
but the weather had not been good to the club 
and their hill was a muddy challenge. Darrell 
Trent, however, didn’t seem to mind as he 
claimed his first fast-time award, and “Flyin’” 
Bob Fisher didn’t care as he celebrated his 44th 
birthday with a perfect night, claiming two wins 
on his hot Harley. 

Trent's fast time came in the 600cc class as he 
flew his CR500 over the first breaker, stayed 
light, sailed over the second jump and over the 
top in 3.687 seconds on his first ride. Trent over- 
took Mark Shafer, who had posted a good 3.732- 
second ride to set the early fast time. Shafer, 
already holding two fast times in 1998, nearly 
got his third as he flew his KX500 over the top in 
3.70 seconds on his second-round ride, coming 
up only thirteen-thousandths of a second short 
of Trent’s mark. John Scroggins crashed his 
CR500 at 76 feet on his first ride, but turned in a 
fine 4.114-second, hill-topping effort in the sec- 
ond round to claim third place. His time was 
only one-hundredth of а second faster than 
Kelly Brady, who topped the hill in 4.124 sec- 
onds on his Honda. Anthony DeHart was only 
nine-thousandths of a second behind Brady on 
his KX540, posting a 4.133-second run for fifth 
place. 

Fisher claimed his first win in the Open class 
as he powered his Superior Cycle Sportster 
straight up the middle of the hill in 4.449 sec- 
onds on his first ride, then sat back to watch. No 
one could beat Fisher's first ride, but Steve 
Shafer came the closest on his Harley, stopping 
the clock in 4.693 seconds on his first ride. John 
Hillard, also Harley-mounted, picked up third 
place with a 4.825-second, hill-topping time. Jer- 
rod Lindquist flew his 1270cc Kawasaki four- 
banger over the first jump but lost it on the sec- 
ond breaker and had to settle for a fourth-place, 
72-foot ride. Randy Green unveiled his new ride, 
a big Harley running in a beautifully set-up 
KTM 250 frame, but he buried the mean 
machine in the softest part of the hill at 60 feet, 
earning fifth place. 

Fisher only needed one ride to take the win 
in the Pushrod class as well, posting an excellent 
4.344-second time on his first attempt. Mark 
Shafer was the only other rider to clear the hill 
in first-round action in the class, carding a 5.711- 
second time on his Harley for second place at 
the break. In second-round action, Steve Shafer 
challenged Fisher's time on his Harley but came 
up short again. Steve Shafer’s 4.885-second run 
moved him into second place, ahead of his 
brother Mark. Tim Wiggins claimed the fourth 
spot on his Triumph, while Green and his new 
Harley /KTM finished fifth. 

The Sunday portion of this weekend double- 
header was washed out by heavy storms, and as 
of this writing the date has not been resched- 
uled. It may be added to the club's July 11th 
date or perhaps the September 26th date, so rid- 
ers may want to check with the club or district 
hillclimb director for verification of the date and 
time.

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Flat Track is back

TEMECULA, CA, JUNE 21 

For the first time in many years, AMA-sanc- 
tioned flat-track racing has returned to Districts 
37 and 38 in Southern California on a regularly 
scheduled basis. The San Diego Flat Track Asso- 
ciation recently wrung the water out of their 
new home track in Temecula and broke it in 
with a full program of Vintage, Sportsman and 
Pro racing. The Fathers’ Day program highlight- 
ed handling over horsepower on the virgin 3/8- 
mile oval, providing a variety of changing sur- 
faces on which to race throughout the day. 

Vintage 250s were the first to launch into 
turn one in the new track’s first main event. 
Chuck Clayton led from flag to flag, followed by 
Jim McMurren. Chris Apple overcame a bad 
start to take third from Take Mitsunori. 

Mitsunori used the lessons learned in the 
Vintage race to grab and hold the lead in the 
250cc Sportsman race. Chad Morse pulled a text- 
book slide job on Matt Fisher in turn two on the 
white-flag lap to snag the runner-up position. 

Speed legend Don Vesco took the point in 
the Classic 500cc race on a beautiful Royal 
Enfield until the bike mysteriously slowed on 
lap two (as it turned out, the float bowl had run 
dry), handing the lead to Rick Rockhold on a 
Triumph twin. Vesco, who had earlier joked that 
he needed someone to bounce off of to get 
around a corner, found the problem and got 
back up to speed to grab second in front of Clark 
Edgington, Gordon Menzie (on the twin to 
Vesco's Enfield) and Tom Hensley (on a hand- 
shift Indian). Many of the classic bikes looked 
like museum pieces, but they are, after all, rac- 
ing motorcycles. 

The 600cc Pro race was the last of the day, 
and by then the track had grooved up in the cor- 
ner entrances. Jim Kesler was first into turn one, 
ahead of Perry Proiette, but both found that the 
turn-two surface had not developed like the first 
turn and spun the tires on their Wood-Rotax 
machines. This allowed the Yamaha of Robbie 
Nolin to move by and he held the lead to the 
checkers, while Kesler and Proiette fell in line as 
the rest of the pack sorted itself out. Jim Steet's 
Yamaha barely stayed ahead of A.J. Herrera's 
Wood-Rotax, as Herrera looked for a way by as 
he, too, fought wheelspin on the four-valve 
machine. The riders on the old Yamaha racers 
could get on the throttle earlier and carry more 
speed on the corner exits - a case of slowing 
down to go fast - but all of the Pro riders were 
squealing tires on the corner entrances.

As strong winds moved into the area, moto 
two got under way with Kyle and Pickett again 
launching from the gate side by side, with the 
same end result. Kyle proceeded to pull away 
from the pack, Pickett held down second, and 
Jones dueled with Winczewski for third. A wind- 
induced tail-whip from the leader on one of the 
downhill doubles pleased the fans who were 
strewn across the trackside grassy knoll. By lap 
two, Winczewski succumbed to the pressure 
from Jones as he laid down his thumper in a left- 
handed sweeper shortly after passing the finish- 
line area. With Pickett in sight, Jones began to eat 
away at the five-second gap that separated the 
two. As the white flag appeared, Kyle enjoyed 
nearly a 30-second lead, while the spread 
between Pickett and Jones remained at three sec- 
onds. Kyle comfortably crossed the checkers in 
first to claim the overall as Pickett collected sec- 
ond, Jones took third, Winczewski earned fourth 
and Hazelhurst closed out the top five. 

A three-gate start placed all of the Over 40 
classes on the track together. George Villany 
claimed the overall honors in the Over 40 B 
class, while Tom Walz collected the overall win 
in the Over 40 C class.

Armed with his trusty KTM 50 Senior, Jake 
Baraldi took on the tough Hollister track and 
plenty of tough competition to take the overall 
win in the 50cc (7-8) Stock Beginner class at the 
Danny Ornelas Benefit Race. Ornelas was 
injured at the Hangtown National Amateur day 
race and is currently paralyzed from the waist 
down. The benefit race, presented by AMP and 
GFL saw riders sacrifice receiving a trophy for 
the day, and each person who entered the gate 
received a blue ribbon honoring Ornelas. AMP 
donated all the entry fees collected, and numer- 
ous riders, businesses and manufacturers donat- 
ed items for an auction that took place during 
the intermission. All in all, nearly $7500 was 
raised on the day and donated to the Ornelas 
family. 

In the first moto, a large gate of anxious Pee 
Wees made their way to the first turn and it was 
Action-mounted Ruben Hernandez taking the 
holeshot, followed by Michael Flores, Yamaha- 
mounted A.J. Harris, Richard Rinauro and 
Brandon Nicholson. Baraldi, who got а bad 
start, had his work cut out for him as he trailed 
the pack in sixth. However, Baraldi benefited 
from a track that could be considered slightly 
rough when it comes to pee-wee-sized machin- 
ery. Five-inch ruts were grabbing the 10-inch 
pee wee tires, and falls were abundant through- 
out the track lap after lap. Baraldi managed to 
keep the rubber on the soil and he made his 
way up to third by the second lap. Up front, 
though, Hernandez was also riding a steady

race, with Flores in second. When the checkered 
flag came out, Hernandez took a wire-to-wire 
victory, followed by Flores, Baraldi, Rinauro 
and Nicholson. Nicholson was on a brand- 
spanking-new KTM that he had just won at the 
race a week earlier, courtesy of DH Cycles of 
Modesto and AMP/GFI. 

Moto two saw Baraldi grab the holeshot, 
ahead of Flores, Rinauro, Nicholson and Her- 
nandez. Hernandez quickly shot his way into 
second place and began to pressure Baraldi. In 
fact, Hernandez outjumped Baraldi over a big 
tabletop to grab the lead. However, that lead 
was short-lived, as a trip to the soil in the back 
section of the track gave the steady Baraldi the 
lead once again. Flores maintained second until 
a determined Hernandez made a smooth pass 
over the big tabletop to take over second place 
on lap three. In fact, Hernandez appeared to be 
the fastest rider on the track. On the white-flag 
lap, Baraldi had а hold on first and it appeared 
that Hernandez had secured second until the big 
tabletop finally sent him to the ground. A hard 
landing sent him to the soil again, and Flores 
took over second - again. Hernandez remounted 
unhurt but ran out of time as the checkered flag 
waved. Baraldi took the win and the overall, 
Flores went 2-2 for second overall and Hernan- 
dez turned in a 1-3 for third overall. Rinauro fin- 
ished fourth and Nicholson secured fifth. 

"The first race was rough," Baraldi said, "but 
I stayed up in both motos, and that's how I

Faria, Janniro victorious

Rutherford, Alessi score three 
wins at Mini Stars Motocross

MORENO VALLEY, CA, JUNE 20-21 

KTM mini rider Bruce Rutherford and multi- 
time Amateur National Champion Mike Alessi 
stole the spotlight by taking three class wins 
apiece at the 1998 Mini Stars, held at the Star- 
west Cycle Park. 

The two-day event drew numerous riders 
form the area and concentrated on only 50, 60 
and 80cc machinery. No big-bikes or vet classes 
were run during the event. Saturday was

After an easy first moto which 
saw Rutherford run off and hide from the field, 
he saw things change drastically in the all-impor- 
tant second moto. Rutherford gated behind 
Newport, Tennessee’s Brandon Large, who was 
riding injured. 

“Brandon and I came down to California to 
be fitted for a special leg brace at CTi,” Large’s 
father said. “So we decided to try and race this 
Mini Star race.” 

Large seemed fast aboard his King Cobra and 
was opening up a little ground on Rutherford by 
jumping the infamous gully jump. Rutherford 
was on the charge, though, and began to close up 
the gap until disaster struck and he slid out. 
After charging up to do the same thing again, he 
caught, hounded and nearly passed Large at the 
checkers. But when the dust settled, it was 
Rutherford taking the title with a 1-2 showing, 
topping Brandon Million’s 2-3, Large’s 5-1, 
Danny Gonzalez's 4-4 and Tylor Hemme's 6-5. 

Rutherford returned for а clean sweep of the 
50cc Modified (7-8) and Super Pee Wee classes in 
a four-moto sweep aboard his Team Malcolm 
Smith /R&D /Curnutt Shocks-backed KTMs. 
Rutherford topped Hemme and Large in the 50cc 
Modified (7-8) class and Mike Meade and 
Hemme in the Super Pee Wee class. 

Alessi had a banner day despite nearly racing 
back-to-back motos all day in over-90-degree 
temperatures. In the end, Alessi won all six 
motos to claim the 60cc (9-11) Stock and Modi- 
fied classes and the 80cc (7-11) Stock class. Alessi 
was, however, shut down in the 80cc Modified 
(7-11) class by Jarred "Jet" Browne, who put in a 
flawless performance for the championship title 
on his FMF/Bell/AC Racing-backed Suzuki. 
Browne topped Alessi, Robert Memoli, Justin 
Workman and Las Vegas, Nevada's Michael 
Parker.

National ran very smoothly. Racer /Promoter 
David Barkley and family put on а great inau- 
gural event, and the riders are looking forward 
to returning next year. 

Donning the number-one plate in Pro 600cc 
class, Fiscel made fast work of his seventh-place 
start in the main to move to fourth on lap one. 
He then worked past Blane Fore on lap two and 
local Topeka speedster Mike Patterson on lap 
three to move into second.

guy, Stefan Everts, is going to Yamaha in 
1999, This little story is another good 
example of what could be. Yamaha has 
been missing a top rider for a few years 
now, and while Tallon Vohland is capable 
of winning a World Championship, his 
luck is as bad as you could get. Injuries 
have plagued Vohland the last few years. 
Yamaha is willing to pay big dollars for 
Everts, and with Pit Beirer now getting 
many of the special parts from Honda - 
those same parts Everts has always had 
for himself - you have to wonder where 
Honda is looking for their future. But you 
don't have to wonder too hard. 

Vohland, on the other hand, has been 
rumored to be talking to Kawasaki's 
race-team manager, Jan de Groot, and 
anyone who knows anything about 
motocross knows de Groot's master 
pupil, Sebastien Tortelli, is heading 
Stateside in 1999, leaving a huge space to 
be filled. Not to mention that de Groot's 
aim to bring Yves Demaria back to form 
has turned bad after the French rider 
claimed he could not ride again soon. 
Demaria's hunger is looking very much 
in question. Demaria will leave Kawasa- 
ki in 1999, and his place could be filled 
by Vohland. Vohland, as you might 
remember, rode for de Groot in 1996. 

The other place in the Kawasaki fac- 
tory team could be filled by anyone 
from 125cc challenger Carl Nunn to

New Zealand's former 500cc World 
Champion, Shayne King. But these are 
just more rumors. 

King, whose KTM contract is up at 
the end of this year, could be looking at 
going to the 250cc class. 

“Му aim is to win a 250cc World 
Championship for sure; we have to wait 
and see," said King of a possible change. 

That brings us to the new KTM four- 
stroke presently being tested in Italy by 
former World 500 and 250cc rider Kurt 
Nicoll. How about good, old retired 
Nicoll himself? If he feels he has the bike 
and the backing, he may well come out 
of retirement and race the new KTM. 

Suzuki, having had the service of 
Marnicq Bervoets for the past seven sea- 
sons, has now turned on the multiple 
World Champion runner-up and is 
looking very seriously at his contract for 
1999, while American-based French 
rider Mickael Pichon is looking very 
carefully at a top factory ride in Europe 
(again a big rumor in Europe). Pichon's 
rare appearance at a French Internation- 
al in June set the press gallery talking, 
and his 2-2-2 results behind fellow 
Frenchman Sebastien Tortelli gave the 
impression he was here to show some- 
body something. 

So, in a nutshell, we have World 
500cc Motocross Champion Joel Smets 
going to Honda, World 250cc Motocross 
Champion Stefan Everts going to Yama- 
ha, recent American National winner

Mickael Pichon going to Suzuki Europe, 
American Tallon Vohland going to 
Kawasaki, Marnicq Bervoets being sent 
to the 250cc scrap heap, and KTM look- 
ing for a rider if Shayne King goes to the 
250cc class. 

What is true is impossible to know, 
but here are the reasons for doubt: 
Everts and Honda have formed the 
greatest factory team seen in Europe, 
and Everts seems happy enough to race 
the red machines again; Pichon is now 
showing the form in America that can 
give him far more money in the United 
States than in Europe (and life is all 
about money, isn't it?); Joel Smets is 
Husaberg born and bred, and a move to 
Honda seems unlikely; Honda has 
denied any new four-stroke; and despite 
the talk, would a World Champion actu- 
ally step into the role of possible test 
rider? 

So now we can all sit back and look 
forward to 1999. If only half the changes 
occur, the next season will bring some 
needed changes to our European season. 
Anyone for some serious betting? CN
